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PREFATORY NOTICE. 



The author of this Dictionary was formerly a Clerk in the office of the Board of Revenue, 
N. W. P. at a time when the Secretary was Henry Myers Elliot, afterwards well known as Sir 
H. M. Elliot, K. C. B. It is probable that, in preparing his extracts from the Mohomadan 
Histories of India, Elliot availed himself of the aid of Mr. Beale, of whose scholarship Prof. 
Dowson makes justly deserved mention in the eighth volume of his valuable edition of the 
work.* Mr. Beale died at a very advanced age in the summer of 1875, having before his death 
expressed a wish that I would see his MS. through the press, and reduce the transliteration 
into conformity with the system then recently adopted by the Government of India, and 
founded (as I need hardly observe) upon the system of Sir W. Jones. 

Accordingly, on the 5th October of that year I laid the MS. before Sir John Strachey, 
the then Lieut.-Governor, in the name of the ArcliK*>logical Society of Agra, of which he was a 
Vice-Patron, in a letter from which the following is an extract : — 

" This is no ordinary book. I have used it as a work of reference, for years : and have 
lately had an opportunity of showing it to the eminent scholar Mr. E. B. Eastwick, C. B. who, 
I am authorised to say, concurs with me in thinking that the Dictionary will be of unique 
value to oriental students." 

Sir J. Strachey took up the subject with that enlightened energy which always actuated 
him in dealing with the past history- of the country over whose administration he then presided. 
The MS. and copyright were acquired at the expense of Government ; and it was ultimately 
resolved— in view of the importance of the work and my own official occupations— that tho 
editing should be entrusted to the Asiatic Society of Bengal. 

The Society confided the labour of seeing the Dictionary though the press to their 
Philological Secretary, Principal Blochmanu, of whose qualifications it would be presumptuous 
to say more than that they have an oecumenical reputation. That distinguished man (of whom 
it has been observed by Count v. Noer that he united the enthusiasm of an artist to the most 
patient accuracy of rcscarcht) undertook the task with his characteristic earnestness and 
ability. But unhappily for oriental scholarship Mr. Blochmann's lamented death occurred 
before he had completed the preparation of more than a few sheets ; and the duty ultimately 
reverted to the local Arelneological Society of Agra. 

Being soon after transferred from Agra, and being besides prevented by my public duties 
from giving to the Dictionary the full attention which its importance required, I have availed 
to a great degree of the aid of my colleagues, Mr. Sayad Mahmood, Prof. A. Thomson, and 
Lala Bahiil Rai. I have also (in the latter sheets particularly) had valuable help from Dr. 
Hoerule, Philological Secretary of the Society. To these gentlemen, and to the Superintendent 
of the Baptist Mission Press the work is indebted for its handsome and practical appearance 
and character. 

The substance is almost entirely Mr. Beale's ; and I cannot close this notice more fitly 
than by giving the following extracts from the preface originally drafted by himself.— 

" In preparing a work of this nature, intended to be used as a work of reference on 
matters connected with Oriental History, it is proper to state that the greatest care has been 
taken to ensure accuracy in the narrative, as also in the dates of births, deaths, and other events 
recorded. ..Various MSS. have been collated whenever discrepancy was observed. . To 
remove all doubt, chronograms indicating the dates with a certainty not to be found by any 
other method and written when the events were fresh in the minds of men, have been inserted, 
when available."

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I may here add that it has been judged expedient to omit these chronograms, for the 
most part, in printing the book. In the chapter of Mr. Dowson's book already cited, will be 
found an account of this species of memorin terJtnica. But it is chiefly interesting as machinery 
for producing a certain result ; and when the result has been produced is not of much more 
use than the scaffolding of a building when the building is complete. 

" The materials collected in this Biography are only from those works which were within 
the reach of the author, and therefore it is to be considered as a nucleus to which those who 
have access to other sources may add new materials. 

" It may also be proper to add, that the difficulties and embarrassment which a writer of 
such a work is liable to meet with is so great, (I quote here the words of a learned gentleman) 
' that though of a minor order, comprehends in itself such a number of annoyances that the 
writer of it, even if he had none other to make head against, might feel tempted to abandon 
his pen in despair when considering it.' 

" * In the East' says he, * there are but a few proper names of individuals. Abdullah, AH, 
Hasan, Husain, Muhammad, for example, are common to thousands. To remedy the incon- 
venience that might be supposed to result from this tendency to homogenousness, the Orientals 
annex to the family-name of the chronicled person, 1 , a Kuma, or surname taken from the name 
of his eldest son, as Abu Muhammad (father of Muhammad) ; Abu'l Hasan (father of Hasan) ; 
2, the name of his father and often the name of his grandfather ; 8, a name taken from his 
place of residence; 4, a name taken from his birthplace; 5, an honorary title, chiefly 
appended to the name of Kazis, Sheiks and Imams, Monks and Doctors, as Bahauddin (Splen- 
dour of Religion), Jalaluddin (Glory of Religion), Tajuddin (Croxcn of Religion) ; and in the order 
of this nomenclature, the last name is put first. Thus to designate aright the famous physi- 
cian Abdul Latif, we must call him Muwaffikuddin Abu Muhammad Abdul Latif bin Yusaf 
Mousali Baghdadi, viz., The Protector of Religion, father of Muhammad, Abdul Latif, son of 
Joseph, living at Mousal, born at Baghdad. Yet this is by no means an exaggerated specimen ; 
several other surnames of the same kind are frequently added. The perpetual recurrence of 
such a multiplicity of names and titles must tend in many ways to confuse a literary historian ; 
and the more naturally when he finds the same individual chronicled in one page under his 
honorary title only, as Jalaluddin, in another under his family-name, as Abdur Rahman, in 
the third under his father's name as Ibn Arabshah, somewhere else under the name of his 
sons, as Abii'l Abbas, and perhaps again, and where one would least look for it, under the 
name of his native province, Shahristan. D'Herbclot has recorded no fewer than fourteen 
Persian writers, all of whom pass, under the common cognomen of Kar amain, from their 
province Kararaan. Here is perspicuity ! But tliis is not all. The transcribers of the M8S. 
have frequently confounded the title Abu and Ibn, or else for abbreviation sake, have omitted 
them altogether and written down Abdullah, or Abdur Rahman, him who was in fact the 
father or the son of Abdullah or Abdur Rahman. Then there are a great many authors whom 
public celebrity has been accustomed to distinguish so exclusively by one only of their adjunc- 
tive titles, that even the native biographers find it impossible to trace either their family- 
names or their surnames. Lastly, many hundreds of books bear the same name, and the 
names of most books are conceived after such a many-worded and no-meaninged fashion, that 
de Saey, Schlegel, Casiri and von Hammer, to mention but a few investigators out of many, 
have been foiled in the attempt to establish their signification.' 

" To prevent such confusion and difficulties, the author has taken care to insert each 
individual under his different appellations, viz., under his family-name, his surname, poetical 
name, under his title or under the name of the place of his birth, referring at the same time, 
if he is not to be found under one name, to look under the one referred to. 

" In conclusion the author begs to add that most part of the materials collected in this 
volume were procured by the assistance of his son the late lamented Mr. J. W. Beale, 2nd 
Master of the Bareily College who was murdered by the insurgents on the 3rd June 1857 at 
that station, and since he is now no more, the author is obliged to drop his pen ; but earnestly 
hopes that this work which is nearly the first of its kind in India, and the want of which has 
already been much felt, may prove useful to the Student, the Scholar, the Historian, and the 
general reader." 

This notice may well terminate with a repetition of this hope : and with an appeal to 
scholars of larger leisure and opportunities for on indulgent treatment of a work produced by 
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with materials. In addition the editors have from time to time referred to the translation of 
the Am Akbari and its invaluable notes by Mr. Blochmann, of which the 1st Volume (never, 
alas, continued) was published in Calcutta some years ago. 

One word more as to the inexhaustible subject of transliteration. The English as is 
well known have three methods ; the Haphazard (which indeed is no method at all), the 
Gilchristian, and the popularised Jonesian introduced by the Government of India under the 
inspiration of Mr. W. W. Hunter. None of these is quite satisfactory. The French adopt a 
system of their own, and so do the Germans. Mr. Bealo had followed an orthography, 
compounded of the two first-named element*, which has been to some extent modified in 
printing these pages. For the convenience of Continental European scholars the nameB have 
also been printed in the Persian character; and it is hoped that no practical difficulty will 
be experienced by those who may have occasion to use the Dictionary.

He was a prince who added to the qualifica- 
tions of courage and wisdom those of moderation, clemency, 
and justice. His ambassadors wore introduced in 1274 
to the ceclosiastical Synod at Lyons. He proved to be a 
formidable neighbour to the Christians who settled at Je- 
rusalem. The intrigues of his court embittered the latter 
years of his reign ; and his days were believed by many 
to have been shortened by poison given to him by his 
minister Khwaja Shama-uddin Muhammad, which occa- 
sioned his death on Wednesday the 1st of April 1282 A. D., 
(20th Jfil-hijja 680 A. H.) after a reign of 1 7 years and soma 
months. Ho had married the daughter of Michael Pahoo- 
logua, emperor of Constantinople, who had been betrothed 
to his father, but arrived at Maragha in Tabriz, the seat 
of his government, after the death of that prince. Abi-ka- 
in was succeeded by his brother Nekodar, who embraced 
Muhammadanism, and took the title of Ahmad Khan. 

•Abbas, W^. the son of 'Abdul-Muttalib. and uncle of 
the prophet Muhammad. He at first opposed the ambitious 
views of his nephew, hut when defeated in the battle of 
Badr, he was reconciled to him, warmly embraced his reli- 
gion, and thanked heaven for the prosperity and the grace 
which he enjoyed as a Musalman. He served tho cause of 
Muhammad at the battle of Hunain by recalling his dis- 
mayed troops to the charge, and inciting them boldly to 
rail v round their prophet, who was near expiring under tho 
scimitars of the Sakafites. He died on the 2 1st February, 
653 A. D., (1 7th Riijab, 32 A. H.) ; and 100 lunar years after, 
Abul-'Abbaa, surnamed As-SarTsh. one of his descendants, 
laid tho foundation of the ' Abbasi or Abbaside family of the 
Caliphs in Baghdad, which continued fur 624 lunar yean. 
The tomh of 'Abbas is in Madina. 

'Abbasa, a sister of Harun-ur-Raahid, the Khalifa 

of Baghdad, who bestowed her hand on Ju'far Barmakf, 
his minister, on condition that she abstained from tho 
marriage rights. The promise was forgotten, and the 
husband'* life was sacrificed by the tyrant, and 'Abbasa 
was reduced to poverty. This circumstance took place in 
S03 A. D. (187 A. H.). There are still extant some Arabic 
verses which beautifully celebrate her lovo and her misfor- 
tunes.

He nourished atiout the 
end of the 1 1th or the la-ginning of the 1 2th century. He 
waa of noble descent, and born at Scvilla, the capital of 
Andalusia, where he exercised his profi-saion with groat 
reputation. His grandfather and father were Iwth physi- 
cians. It is said that hu lived to the age of 135 ; that he 
began to practice at 40 or, a* others soy, at 20 ; and hod 
the advantage of a longer experience than almost any 
one ever had, fur he enjoyed perfect health to his laat hour. 
He left a »cin. also known by the name of Ibn-3uhr, who 
followed hi* father's profession, waa in great favour with 
Al-Mansur, emperor of Morocco, and wrote several treatises 
on physic. Avenxoar wrote a lxxik. entitled "Tayassur fl-1- 
mudawat wat-tadbir", which is much esteemed. Thia work 
wa* translated into Hoorew in 1280 A. I)., and thence 
into Latin by Paravi< ius, whoso version ha* had several 
edition*. The author addul a supplement to it, under the 
titlo of .limi', or Collation. Uo also wrote a treatise 
" Fil-odwij-at wal-aghzivot", i. f, of medicine* and food, 
wherein he treat* of Uuir qualities. Ibn-?uhr wa* con- 
temporary with lbn-lta»hid (Averroes), who more than 
once give* him a very high and diwinrcd encomium, 
calling him admirable, glorious, the treasure of all know- 
ledge, and the most supremo in medicine from the time of 
Galen to hi* own.

After 
him Amir Yahya Kirati made himself master of Khurasan, 
and gavo the command of his troops to Haidar Kanab. 
In the month of December 1353 A. D., 744 A. H., Yahya 
slew Tughan Timor, a descendant of tho Mughul king*, 
in battle, and was himself slain by his nobles, after he 
had reigned four vears and eight months.

MM, 788 A. H„ and with him terminated the power of the

Afterwards, he turned his arms against 
foreign nations, and by the valour of his active general 
Khalid, ho defeated an army of 200,000 mm. whom tho 
Ureek emperor Heraclius had sent to ravage Syria, Ho 
diil not enjoy his victories : a slow fever wasted his 
vigour, and he died the very day that Damascus was 
taken ; but before he died ho ap|Kiintcd for his successor 
'Umar (Omar) the son of Khattab. He had reigned two 
lunar years three months and nine dav*. and expired in his 
63rd y«ar on Friday the 23rd August, 634 A. D., 22nd 
Jumida II, 13 A. U. Ho was buried close to the tomb of 
Muhammad in Madina.

himself with grviit gallanlrv, he was cut off with most of 
his attendants, and his head was sent to the prince, who 
was then at Allahabad. ThU event took place on Friday 
the 13th of August, 1602 A. D.. 4th Rahr I, 1011 A. H.

Hi* full 
name is Ja'far bin-Muhammad bin-Tmar Abul-Ma'shar. 
He is called the prince of the Arabian astrologera. Ho 
was born in Balkh. In his famous work, calh-d " Uluf" or 
" Kitab-ul-Uluf", which ho wrote from a Sanskrit work on 
astronomy, he asserts that, when the world was created, 
tho seven planets were together in the tint point of the 
sign of Aries, and that it will end when the same planets 
shall meet again in the last point of Pisces in their 
exaltation or Dragon's head. He died in A. D. 885, 272 
A. H. His works were printed in Latin at Venice in 
1586, 6vo. 

Abul-Najib al-Bukhari, ts/*^ 1 Vi^iy, poeti- 
cally called also 'Am'ak, was a Persian poet who 
flourished in the fifth century of the Hijm at the court of 
the Sultan Kadr Khan, king or khikin of Turkistan, who 
made him pn-sident of the academy of poets which ho 
had established. His poem of the'lov,* of Yusuf and 
Zalfkha, which can be read in two different metres, is much 
admired.

AbU-Mualim, a greut general, to whom the Ail. asides 
entirely owed their elevation to the khilafat, for which 
he is communly called Sahib-ud-liu'wat, or author of 
the vocation of the Ahhusidua. For his good conduct and 
bravery, ho occupied the first poaU in the service of tho 
Omtuaidcs. He was governor of Khurasan A. B. 740, I 
when he proclaimed the Abbaside. the lawful heir, of the 



khilafat, and in 749 A. D. transferred the dignity of 
Khalifa from tho family of Umayya to that of the 
Abbaaides. This revolution occasioned the death of above 
600,000 men; and when Ahu-Ja'for Al-Mansur, tho 
second Khalifa of the race of 'Abbas, was opposed on 
his accession by his undo 'Abdullah, son of 'All, 'Abu- 
Muslim was despatched against him. This general 
having harassed him for five months together, ut last 
brought him to a general action, and having entirely 
defeated him, forced him to fly to Basra. Notwithstand- 
ing all his services, however. Abu-Muslim was soon after, 
onThw-sdaythol3th February, 7*5 A. D„ 24th Sha hAn 
137 A. H., ungratefully and barbarously murdered by 
Al-Man>ur, and his body was tlirown into the Tigris. 
Abd-Muslim took his origin (as Isfahani. a Persian 
historian relates) from llamm, who pretended to descend 
from Uaudars, one of the ancient kings of Persia.

Abu-Baihan al-Biruui^^i yl.or AM-Baibin 

Muhammad bin- Ahmad al-Uiruni, was born about the year 
971 A. B. in the town of Biriin, said tu be situated in 
the province of Khwar i«m. He was astronomer, gixime- 
tririan, historian, scholar, ami logician. Besides meta- 
physics and dialectics, he studied and appears to have 
drawn his chief lustre from attainments in the magical 
art. Of this, the following instance is related. One day 
Sultan Mahmud ordered him to deposit with a third 
person a statement of the precise manner in which the 
monarch would quit the hall where he then was sitting. 
The paper being lodged, the king, instead of going out 
by one of the numerous doors, caused a breach to be made 
in the wall, by which he effected bis call ;-but how was 
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he amazed, when, on the paper being examined, there ni 
found in it a minute specification of the precise spot 
through which he penetrated ! Hereupon the prince with 
horror denounced thin learned man an a sorcerer, and 
commanded him to be instantly thrown out of the window. 
The barbarous sentence was presently executed : but rare 
had been taken to prepare beneath a soft cushion, into 
which the body of the sage sank without sustaining any 
injury. Abu-Raihan was then called before the monarch, 
and was required to my whether by hi* boasted art 
he had been able to foresee these events, and the treat- 
ment through which he had that dav passed. The 
learned man immediately desired his tablets to be sent 
for, in which were found regularly predicted the whole 
of these singular transactions. lie travelled into dif- 
ferent countrii*, and to and from India for the space 
of 40 years. He wrote many works, and is said to have 
executed several tranxlulie/ns from the Greek and epitomhed 
the Almajest of Ptolemy, liis works are said to hnvo 
exceeded a eamel load. The most valuable of all his works 
is the " Tirikh-ul-llind." Another of his works is tho 
Kanun Mas'udi. dedicated to Sul(an Mas'ud of Ghaxni, 
for which he received an elephant-load of silver coins. 
He lived in the time of Sultans Mahmud and Mas'ud 
Ghaxnawi, and died in the year 1039 A. 1)., 430 A. U.

After his diath. Sultan Husain Baikra, suraamed Abul- 
Ghazi, a descendant of Amir Timur, made himself master 
of the empire. Abu-Sa'id at his death left eleven sons, 
nr.. Mirza Sultan Ahmad, Mirza Sultan Mahmud. Mirza 
SiUtan Muhammad, Mirza Shahrukh. Mirza Ulugh Beg, 
Mirza 'Umnr Shaikh, Mini Aba-Bakr, Mirza Sultan 
Murad, Mirza Sultan Khalil. Mirza Sultan Wali'd. and 
Mirza Sultan 'Umar ; of whom four arrived to the dignity 
of kings, wit.

Abu-Sina, "H--^, or Abu-' AH Sini, whom we call Avi- 
cenna, was a famous Muhammadan physician and philo- 
sopher, who early upplicd himself to literature, botany, 
and mathematics. At the age of eighteen, ho began to 
practise, and with snrh success that he became physician 
to the court of Baghdad. He was bom in the city of 
Bukhara in 983 A. D„ 373 A. H., and died at Hamadan 
in July, 1037, 427 A. H-, aged 64 lunar years, with 
the character of a learned man but too much addicted to 
wine and effeminating pleasures.

Ahmad Shah Abdali, J *U ^ ■ 

Shih Durrani, waa the aon of a chief of the Afghan tribe 
of AbdiL in the vicinity of the city of Hirit. Hn was 
taken prisoner in hia infancy by Nadir Shah, who gave 
him the jxiat of u mace-bearer, and by degree* promoted 
him to a considerable command in the army. The morn- 
ing after the assassination of Nadir Shih, which took 
place in the night of the 12th May, 1747, O. 8., he made 
an attack, supported by a oorpa of U sboka, upon the Per- 
sian troops, but was repulsed. He then left the army, 
and proceeding by rapid marches to Kandahar, not only 
obtained possession of that city, but took aiarge convoy 
of treasure which was coming from Kabul and Sindh to 
the Persian camp. By the aid of theae means, he laid the 
foundation of a kingdom, which soon attained a strength 
that rendered it formidable to the surrounding nations. Ho 
not only subdued Kandahar and Kabul, but took Pesha- 
war and Lahor ; and emboldened by this success, and the 
weakness of the empire, ho resolved the conquest of the 
capital of Hindustan. In the beginning of the year 1748, 
1161 A. U., he began hia march from IMior. Muham- 
mad Shah, the emperor of Dibit, being at this time too 
indisposed to take the field, dispatched his only son, 
prince Ahmad, against the enemy, under the command of 
the waxir Kamar-uddtn Khan, Safdar-Jong, governor of 
Audh, and so vend other chiefs, with a great army. For 
some days several skirmishes took place between the 
two ann ies near Sarhind. At length, on Friday 11th 
March, 1748, 22nd Kahf 1. 1101 A. H., Kamar-uddin Khan, 
the waxir, being killi-d as he was at his devotion in his 
tent by a cannon ball, a panic prevailed in the Mughul 
army; the battle, however, continued till a magaxino of 
rockets taking fire in the enemy's camp, numbers 
of the troops were wounded by the explosion ; and Shih 
Abdali, either disheartened by the loss, or satisfied by the 
plunder gained at Sarhind. thought it proper to retreat 
towards Kabul, which he did unmolested. In the veur 
1757 A. D., 1170 A U., he again advanced as far as Uihli 
and Agra, and after having plundered and massacred the 
inhabitants of Mathuri, he returmil to Kandahir. About 
the year 1758 A. D., 1172 A. H., the Marstha power 
had spread itself in almost every province of Hindustan, 
when Najfb-ud-dauK the Rohilu, Shuji'-ud-daula Nawab 
of Audh, and not only the Muaalraan* but Hindus also, 
joined in petition to Ahmad Shah Abdali, that ho would 
march and assume the throne of Dihli in which they 
promised to support him. The Abdali enraged at tho 
seizure of Lahor by the Marathna. rejoiced at the invi- 
tation, and advanced without delay across tho Indus, 
and driving the Marat has before him, ho did not stop 
till they reached tho vicinity of Dihli. He engaged the 
Marathas in several battles, and attained the highest 
renown among Muhammadans by the memorable defeat 
that he gave the hostile army on the plains of Pinipat. 
This famous action was fought in January, 1761. After 
this victory, Durrani Shah returned to his own country , 
but before his departure, he acknowledged Shah 'A lam, 
then in Bengal, as emperor of Hindustan, and commanded 
Shuji'-ud-daula and other chiefs to submit to 
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rity. lie died after a reign of 26 years in 1772 A. D., 
1182 A. H., sged 4P years, and was succeeded by his 
son Timur Shih. His' tomb, covered with a silt cupola, 
stands near the king's palace, and is hold sacred as an 
asylum. 

Wali Bahmani I, jU j—i, 

(SuHin), was the second son of HulUn Diud Shih of the 
Bahniani race. He ascended tho throne of tho Dakhin on 
tho 15th September, 1422 A. D , 5th Shawwal 825 A. H., 
ten days before tho demise of his brother Sultin Finis 
Shih. who had resigned tho crown in his favor. He is the 
founder of the city and fort of Ahmodibid Bidar, the 
foundation of which ho laid in the year 1432 A. D., 836 
A. H. It is said that tho Sultin, on his return from a 
war at Uidar, took to the amusement of hunting ; and cam- 
build upon it a city, to bo'callod afterTbf 'name, Ahi'nadi 0 
bid. A citadel of great extent and strength was erected 
on the very site of Bidar, the ancient capital of princes, 
who, according to tho Hindu books, 6W0 years back, 
possessed the whole extent of Mirhat, Ksrnatik, and' 
Talingina. liiji Blum Sen was ono of the moat cele- 
brated of this house, and the history of the loves of his 
daughter and Kiji Nal, king of 'Milwi, are famous 
thnxigh all Hindustan. Their story was translated from 
the Sanskrit by Shaikh Faixi, under tho title of " Nal 
Daman", into Penuan verse, at the command of the 
emperor Akbar Shih. Ahmad Shih reigned 12 lunar 
years and 10 months, and died on the luth of February 
1435 A. D., 18th Rajab, 838 A. H. He wm buried at 
Ahmudibid Bidar, and was succeeded by his son Sultin 
'Ali-uddin II. 

Ahmad Shah Bahmani, II a**t* * u (Sultin). 

On the death of hi* father Snltin Mahmud Shih II. in 
October 1518 A. D., Shawwal 924 A. H., Amir Bsrid, his 
prime-minister, dreading that the surrounding powers 
would attack him should he assume open independence, 
placed prince Ahmad, son of the late king, ujion the throne 
at Ahmadibid Bidar, leaving him tho palace, with tho 
use of the royal jewels and a daily allowance of money for 
his support- The sum not being equal to his expenses, 
tho king broke up tho crown, whieh was valued at 400,000 
huns, or £ 160.000, and privately sold the jewels. He 
died two years after his accession to the throne, in the 
year 1521 A. U., 927 A. U. After his death Amir Band 
raised Sultin •Ala-uddtn III, one of Uie princes, on the 
throne. Two years after, he was imprisoned, and another 
son of Mahmud Shah, named Wab-uUah Shih, was placed 
in his room. Three years after his accession, the minister 
conceiving a passion for hi* wife, he caused him to be 
poisoned, and espoused the queen. He then placed Kalim. 
ullah, the son of Ahmad Shih II, on the throne, litis 
princo enjoyed uothing but the rutmo of sovereign, and 
was never allowed to leave the palace. He was after- 
words treated with great rigour by Amir florid, where- 
upon ho made his escape, first to his undo Isaii'fl 'Adil 
Shih to llijipur, and thence to Burhin Niiim Shih of 
Ahmadnagor, where he resided till his death. With him 
ended the dynasty of the Bahmani kings of the Dakhin.

L»T, king of Persia, of the tribe of Kajar, and ton of 
Muhammad Hasan Khan Kajar, ruler of Maznnderan. 
He was made an eunuih in his childhood by 'Adil Shah, 
the nephew and immediate successor of Nadir Shih. 
After the death of 'Adil Shih, ho obtained his release, 
and joined his father, who waa afterwards slain by Karim 
Khan Zand, king of IVnria. Aghi or Aka Muhammad 
was obliged to surrender himself to him, and was a pri- 
soner in the city of Shiriz. He had, for some time, 
been very strictly guarded, and was never allowed to 
go beyond the walls of tho town, but afterwards ho was 
permitted to go a-hunting. When the hurt illness of 
K.irim Khan assumed a dangerous appearance, he con- 
triv,d to leave that city on the usual pretext of hunting. 
When intelligence was brought to him that the founder of 
the Zand dynasty was no more, accompanied by a few 
attendants, he commenced his flight, and favored by tho 
confusion of the moment, he reuched his provinco of 
Maxandarin in safety, and proclaimed himself one of 
the competitors, for the crown of Ferua.

Akbarabadi MahaU, <J«* iS^jf', AWun-Xi*a Re- 
gain, was the name of one of the wive* of the emperor 
Shah .Tahiti. The large rod atone mosque at Faijhaaar 
in Dihli was built hy her in the year A. P. 1651, l n <10 
A. H„ at a tost of 150,000 Rupees. She died on the 29th 
January, 1677 A. P., 4th Zil-hijja, 1087 A. H.. in the reign 
of 'Alamgir. There is also a maajid inside the city of 
Agra built by her. called Akbaribidi Maajid. She hud 
a villa also built at Agra. 

Akbar Ali TaBhbihi, t/t^^cr* Ho is men- 
tioned in the KbubUat.ul.Ash'ar to have bi>en the son 
of a washerman, lie went to India, and turned fakir, but 
aa he was an infidel, his ascetic exercises cannot have 
been of much use to his soul. He left a diwan of

Akbar Khan, tho son of Dost Muhammad Khan, ruler of 
Kabul bv hia nrst wife. He ahot Sir \V. U. Macnogh- 
ten on the 26th December, 1811. when his father Dost 
Muhammad Khan was a State prisoner in India. When 
his father Dost Muhammad Khan came in possession 
of Kabul after Uiu retreat of the Kngliah in 1812, he 
waa appointed heir-app4irent in preference to Muhanimad 
Afjnl Khan, his eldest son by his second wife. He died in 
1848. when hia full brother Ghulatn ll.ii.iar Khan waa no- 
minated heir-apparent, after whose death, in 1S58, Shcr 
'All hia brother, the present Amir, was nominated. 

Akbar (Prince) the youngest son of the emperor 'Alamgir, 
was* born on tho 10th September, 16.57, O. S., Uth Zil- 
hiiia. 1067 A. H., raised the standard of rebellion against 
his father, and joined the Maratha chief Sarobhujf in 
Juno 1681. He afterwards quilbd his court, and repaired 
to Persia, where he died in 1706. 1118 A. H., a few

ber 1644 A. P.. 5th ltijab. 949 A. H., at a time when his 
f ither after being defeated bv Sher Shih. had taken refuge 
with Una Prasad. At tho time of his father's death, 
Akbar was at Kalanur. where he had been deputed by his 
fcttHT with .considerable force to expel theex-kingSikan- 
dar Shah Bur from the Siwalik mountains. When infor. 



mation reached the prime of this monmful event. Bnir&m 
Khan, and other officers who were present. raUed him to 
the throne on Friday, 14th February, I5'>6. A P., 2nd 
Rabf 1 1. 963 A EL, Akbar being then only 13 years and 9 
months old. He enlarged hia dominions by the conquest 
of tiujrat, Bengal. Kashmir, and Sindh. Besides the forts 
of Atak. Agra* and Allahabad, many military works were 
erected by him He also built and fortifiid the town of 
FathpurSikri. which was his principal residence, and which, 
though now deserted, is one of the most splendid n nuiitis 
of former grandeur of India. He died aft' r a prosperous 
reign of .51 lunar years and 9 months on Wednesday, the 
lfith October, 1606, Old Style, I3:h Jumiiila II, " 1014 
A. H , aged 64 lunar years and 11 months. The words 
" Faut-i-Akbar Shall," (the death of Akbar Shih; un- 
tile chronogram of his death. He was buried in the village 
of Sikandni in the environs of Agra, where a splendid 
mausoleum was built over his remains by his son Jahangir, 
which is atill in a high state of preservation. He received 
after his death the title of " Arah-' Ashyani," and was 
succeeded by his son Sultan Salim. who a»umeil the title 
of Jahangir. His mother s name was Hamida Banu. ' om- 
monly calhs! Maryam-Makani. The history of this poten- 
tate has been written, with great elegance and prci i -.ion 
bv his waiir Abul-Fajl. in a work, entitled the « AkW- 
nama." In order to keep his turbulent I' maris, Turks, 
and Afghans, in cheek, Hindu chiefs went encouraged by 
AkW. and entrusted with the highest powers, both 
military and civil, as was the raae with Raja Maldi-o of 
Miirwiir.

Alahwirdi Khan, c* 1 *- U»JJ **j or more correctly, 
Ilahwirdi Shan, a nobleman of the reign of the 
emperor Jahangir. lie waa raised to the rank of 6000 
in the time of Shah Jahan, and held several offices of 
importance. Ho was appointed governor of 1'atna, and 
espoused the cause of Sultan Shuja', brother of Aurangzib, 
A. D. 1668. 1068 A. U., and after the defeat of Shuja', 
accompanied him to Bengal, where he was slain together 
with his son Saif.ullah by order of that prince in July 
1669, Zil-ka'ds, 1069 A. U.

'AUinigir-Shahi. He was appointed Subudar of Allahabad, 
where he died A. D. 1669, 1079 A. U. Ho w«s an 
excellent poet and has left a diwin. 

Alahwirdi Khan t^*"*-* 1 ** *J*- cf*y or more 
correctly, A Ilahwirdi Khan, styled Mahabut-Jang, the 

usurper of the government of Bengal, w*s originally named 
Mirca Muhammad 'Ali. His father Mines Muhammad, a 
Turkman, a officer in the service of the prince A'sam Shah, 
on the death of hia patron in 1 707 A. D., falling into distress, 
moved from IHhli to Ka^ak, the capital of Orisa, in hopes 
of mending his fortune under Shuja -uddin, the son-in-law 
of Nawab Murshid Kuli Ja'far Khan, Subudar of Bengal, 
who received him with kindness and after some time 
bestowed on his son tho Faujdari of Kajuuihall, and pro- 
cured for him from the emperor a tnansab and the title 
of Alluhwardi Khan, and afterwards that of Mshabat- 
Jang. After the death of Shuja'-uddin, and the accession 
of his son Sarfarax Khan to the government of Bengal, 
Allah wirdi contrived to murder the latter in 1741 A. D, 
1163 A. I1-, and usurped the government. He reigned 
sixteen years over the three provinces of Bengal, Bihar, 
and Orwi, and diid on Saturday, the 10th April. 1766, 
N. 8., 9th Kajab. 1169 A. H , aged 60 years. Ho waa 
buried in Murshidabad near the tomb of his mother in 
the garden of Khush-Bagh, and was succeeded by his 
grand-nephew and grandson Mirza Mahmud, better known 
by his assumed name of Siraj-ud-daulu. It does not 
appear that Allah wirdi ever remitted any part of the reve- 
nue to Dihit. 

Alah Yar Khan, ot mor e correcUy, Hah 

Tar Khan, (Shaikh;, son of Shaikh 'Al>du»-8ubhan, was 
formerly employed by Nawab Muh«rix-ul-Mulk Sarboland 
Khan, governor of Gujrat, and in the reign of the empe- 
ror Farrukhsiyar was raised to the rank of 6,000, with the 
title of Runlam Zumsn Khan. In the time of the emperor 
Muhammad ShAh, when Raja Abhai Singh, the son of Raja 
Ajit Singh Marwsri, was appointed governor of Gujrat in 
the room of Nawab Sarbaland Khan, tho latter made some 
opposition to his suec-esitor ; a battle ensued, and Shaikh 
Ilah Yar, who was then with the nawab, was killed in 
tho action.

Baghdad, m March. 809 A. D . 193 A. H. He wis no 
sooner seated on the throne than he formed a doaurn uf 
excluding his brother al-Mimun from Oio «uoce*rion 
Accordingly, he deprived him of the furniture of the impel 
rial palace of Khurasan ; and in open violation of hia 
father's will, who had bestow^ on al-Mamun the perpe- 
tual government of Khurasan and of all tho troops in that 
province, he ordered these forces to march directly to 
Baghdad. Upon the arrival of this order, al-Mimin 
with the general al-Iaxl Ibn Rabf a, who com- 
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manded his troop*, and endeavoured to prevent his marrh- 
iiiK to Baghdad ; but without effect, for ho punctually 
obeyed the orders Bent by the khalifa. Al-Fo/I having 
ingratiated himself with the khalifa by hi* ready compli- 
ance with hia orders, was chosen prime-minister, and 
governed with alxulute away, al-Amin abandoning hini- 
aelf entirely to drunkenness. Al-Faal was a very able 
rninister ; out fearing tel-Maniun'a resentment, if c-ver 
he should ascend the throne, he gave al-Amin aur-h 
advice as proved iu the end the ruin of them both. He 
adviaed him to deprive al-Uamun of the right of succession 
that had been given him bv hia father, and transfer it to 
hia own son Husa. though then but an infant. Agrccablo 
to this pernicious advice, the khalifa sent for hia brother 
ul-KaMm from Mesopotamia, and recalled al-Moinun from 
Khurasan, pn lending he luid occasion for him as an assist- 
ant in his councils. By this ill-troalrnent al-Mamun w»a 
so much provoked, that he reaedved to come to an open rup- 
ture with hia brother. A war soon after broke out be- 
tween them. 1'ahir ibn-Husain, the general of al-Maraun, 
bud siegi' to Baghdad, took it, and having seized al-Amin, 
cut off his head, and exposed it to public view in the streets 
of Baghdad. Afterwards he sent it to al-Mamun in 
Khurasan, together with the ring or seal of the khilafat, 
the sceptre and the imperial robe. At the sight of these, 
ul-JIibiiun fell down on his knee*, and returned thanks to 
God for his succism, making the courier who brought 
the insignia a present of a million of dirbam*. The death 
of al-Amin took place on the Cth October, 813 A. 1>.. 6th 
Safar, 1«8 A. H. He was then 30 years of age, and had 
reigned but four years and some months. 
Alamayo, (Prince), the son of king Theodore of Abyssinia. 
After the fall of Magdala and the death of hia father, 10th 
April, 1868, he was wait to England to bo educated. 

■Alaingir I, >.U. 'j jtt+Jle emperor of Hindustan, surnamed 
Abul-gafar Muka-uddm Muhammad Aurangtfb, took tho 
title of 'Alamgir on his accession to tho throne. He was 
the third son of the emperor Shall Jahan, born on Sunday, 
10th October. 1619 0. 8., 11th Zil-kada, 1028 U. His 
mother's name was Aijmnnd Binu, Bunuuned Mumlax- 
Makall. In his youth, he put on the appearance of religious 
sanctity, but in June, 1658, iianutn, 10G8 U., during his 
father's illness, he in conjunction with his brother Muriel 
Bakhsh, seized Agra, and made his father prisoner. Mursd 
waa soon after imprisoned by 'Abimgir, who marched 
to Dihli, whore he caused himself to be proclaimed em- 
peror on the 21st July of tho same year, 1st JJil-ka'da, 
1068 H., but waa not crowned till the first anniversary 
of hia accession, a circumstance which ha* introduced 
some confusion in the chronology of hia reign. Soon 
after, ho put Murod Rakhah and hia eldest brother the 
heir-apparent Dara Shikoh to death. He greatly en- 
Urged his dominions, and became so formidable, that 
all Eastern princes sent ambassadors to him. He was 
an ablo prince, but a bigoted Sunni. and attempted to 
force the Hindus to adopt that faith, destroying their 
temples, and levying the capitation tax (jitj/iii from every 
Hindu. The feudatory chiefs of Kajputana successfully 
resisted tho impost. He died after a reign of 60 lunar 
vcum at Ahmadabad in the Pakhin, on Friday, tho 21st of 
February, 1707 0. 8., 28th Zil-ka'da. 1118 H„ aged 90 
lunar years and 17 days, and was interred in the court of 
tho mausoleum of Shaikh Zain-oddin, in Khuldabad, 8 
kot from the city of Aurangabad. After his death, 
he received the title of " Hajrat Khuld-Mokan ', (i. t. 
He whose place is in paradise). He was married in tho 
19th year of his age to a daughter of 8hahnawac Khan, the 
son of A Biif Khan the prime minister of the emperor Ja- 
hangir. by whom he had 6 sons and 6 daughters. His 
eldest son, named Sultan Muhammad, died before his 
father ; his second son was Muhammad Mu'axsam who 
succeeded him with the title of Khah ' Alam Bahadur Shah ; 
tho third A' cam Shah waa slain in battle fought against the 
latter ; the fourth Muhammad Akbar, who revolted against 



bis father, took refuge in Persia and died there j tho fifth 
Kain Bakhsh who was also slain in tattle.

'Alamgir II, 'Aziz-uddin, was the son of the >iniHmr

1099 A. U., and raised to the throne in the fort of 
Dihli by 'Imad-ul-Mulk Gluizi-udditi Khan the wazir, 
on Sunday the 2nd June, 1754, S. 8.. 10th Sha'lian. 
1167 A. H., after the d<']>ositi«n and imprisonment of 
Ahmad Shah, the son of the emperor Muhammad Shah- 
He was, after a nominal reign of A years and some 
months, assassinated by the some person who hod placid 
him on the throne, on the 29th November. 1749. K. S.. 8th 
Kabi' II, 1 173 H., and was interred in the platfe.nn before 
the mausoleum of the emperor Humayun. His son 'All 
Gaiikar (afterwards Shah 'Alam) being then in Bengal, 
M uhiy-ul-Sunnat, son of Kara Bakhsh, the son of the em- 
peror Aurangsib, was seated on tho throne, with the title 
of Shah Jahan, and insulted by the empty name of em- 
peror for some months, after which on the 10th October 
17G0 N. 8..

Saif-ud-dafttla brother of the deceased took possession of 
GhoxniinlMS A. D., 613 A. II., but afterwards was 
defeated, taken prisoner and put to death bv Bahrain Shah 
in 1149 A. D., 544 A. H. When the mournful news of 
his brother'* death reached 'Ala-uddin, ho burnt with 
ruga and being determined to bike revenge, invaded Qhazni 
with > great army. He defeated 11a hi am Shah, who

A. H., and gave up the city to flames, slaughter, and 
devastation for several days, on which account ho is 
known by the epithet of '• Jahan-sot," or the burner of 
the world. He carried his animoeity so Cur as to destroy 
every monument nf tin; (ihuxni cnqwjrors with the excep- 
tion of those of Sultan Muhmud, Mos'ud, and Ibrahim ; 
but ho defaced all the inscriptions, even of their tiue-s, 
from every public odificc. 'Ala-uddin died in the year

Kangoh Bahmani, the first Bahmani king of the Dakhin. 
He was a native of Dihli, and in the scrrirc of a 
Brahmanieal astrologer named Kangoh. or Gingoh, en- 
joying high favor with the prince Muhammad Tughluk, 
afterwards king of Hihli. This Brahman assured Hasan 
that ho perceived from hia horoscope that he would 
rise to great distinction, and l>c eminently favored of the 
Almighty ; and made him promise that if he ever should 
attain regal power, he would use the name of Kingnh and 
employ him as hia minister of nuance, a request with 



which Haaan readily complied. The governor of Daulatibad 
and others having revolted took possnwon of the pbiee, and 
selected Hasan (who had then the title of ifafar Khan and a 
jagir in the Dakhin) to lie their king, tin Fridav, the 3rd 
August, 1347 A. I)., 84th Ilabi' II. 748 A. H., they crowned 
him_ and raised him on the throne, with the title of 'Ali- 
uddin Hasan Kangoh Bahmani at Kulbarga, which place 
became the royal residem-e and capita] of the first Mu- 
hammadan king of the Dakhin, and was named Ahsan- 
abad. Towards the end of the reign of Muhammad 
Tughluk of Dibit he subdued every part of the Dakhin 
previously subject to the throne of Dihll. The death 
of 'Ali-uddin Hasan happened 10 years, 10 month" and 
7 days after his accession to the throne, about the 10th of 
Fetiruury 1358 A. D, 1st Uabf I, 759 A. EL He was 
succeeded by his son Muhammad Shih I Bahmani. The 
following is a list of the kings of the Bahmuni dynasty 
of Kulbarga or Ahaanibid with the years of their acces- 
sions :

(Sultin) styled Sikandar-i-Sini. "the second Alexander" 
was the nephew and son-in-law of Sultan Jalil-uddin 1'iriii 
Shih Khilji. whom he murdered at Kara-Manikpur in the 
province of Allahabad on the 29th, July, ISM A D., 17th 
Kamazin, 695 A. U., and marching thence with his army 
aseendi-d the throne of Dihli in the month of October the 
same year. Zil-lii; in. 695 A. H., after having defeated and 
p nu'Vi ;1 Bukn-uddiu Ilirahun, tho son of FiriizShah. Ho 
was the first Muaalman king who made an attempt to con- 
quer tho Dakhin. He took the fort ofChilor in August, 1303 
A. D., 3rd Muharram, 703 H. It is said that the empire 
never flourished so much as in hisn>ign. Palaces, mosques, 
universities, baths, tnauaolea, forts and all kinds of public 
and private buildings, seemed to rise as if by magic. Among 
the |Kiets of his reign, we may record the narucs of Amir 
Khusntu, Khwsja Hasan. Sadr-mldin 'All, Fakhr-uddin 
Khawaa, Hamid-uddin Hiji. Maulini 'Arif, 'Abdul-Hakim 
and Khihab-iuldin Sadr-Kishin. In poetry Amir Khuamti 
and Khwija Hasan had the first rank. In philosophy and 
physic Manlina Badr-uddin Damishki. In divinity, Mau- 
lini Shitabl. In astrology. Shaikh Nizim-uddin Auliri 
acquiri'd much fame. 'Ali-uddin died, according to Fi- 
ri»hta, on the 6th Shawwil, "It! A. H. (or 19th December, 
1316 A. D.) after having reigned more than 20 years. 
Ue was buried in the tomb which he had constructed in 
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his life-time near the Manihir Masjid in Old Dihli. Amir

'Ali Bao, <J h . i/K (whoso name is .pelt in our English 
Biographical Dictionaries AH Bey) was a native of Nate 
lia, son of a Greek priest. In his 1 3th year he was carried 
away by some robbers as he was hunting, and sold to 
Ibrahim, a lieutenant of tho Janissaries, at Grand Cairo, 
who treated him with kindness. 'AH distinguished himself 
against the Arabs, but when his patron was basely assas- 
sinated in 1748, by Ibrahim the Circassian, ho avenged his 
death, and slew the murderer with his own hand. This 
violent measure raised him enemies, and his flight to 
Jerusalem and to Ptolemais or Acre with difficulty saved 
him from the resentment of the Ottoman Porte, that had 
demanded hia head. Time, however, paved tho way to 
hia elevation. Those who had espoused the cause of the 
Circassian were sacrificed to tho public safety ; and 'AH 
recalled by the public voice, governed tho .country with 
benevolence and equity. In a battle fought against a re- 
Mlioua Mamliik to whom ho had entrusted part of his 
army, 'Ali saw snmn of his troops desert, and unwilling 
to survive a defeat, ho defended himself with tho fury 
of a lion, till he waa cut down by a sabre and carried 
to the conqueror's tent, where eight "days after ho expired 
of his wounds, April 21st, 1773, in his 45th year, and left 
behind him a character unrivalled for excellence, for 
courage, and magnanimity. 

'Ali Bae, *r*^*» ^ m ^7 which he was known in 

the Muhammadan countries, were, al Amir, a!- Hakim, al- 
Fkfcfh, al.Sharif, al-Haj 'AH Bae ibn Usman Bae al-Abbas, 
Khodim Baitullah al-Haram, i. e. the prince, the learned, 
doctor of the law, of the blood of Muhammad, pilgrim, 
'All Bae, son of Usmin Ban, of the race of the Abbasidesi, 
■errant of the house of God. He was master of tho 
Arabic language, and had carefully studied the mathema- 
tical and natural branches of science and knowledge. It 
wits in 1802 that he visited England. In June 1803 he 
sailed from Spain to Morocco, and trnvelhd through Tri- 
poli. Cyprus, Egypt, Arabia, Syria, and Turkey, and wrote 
a history of his travels, which was translated into Eng- 
lish and published in London in the year 1816. entitled 
44 Tho Travels of 'AH Bae." In his visit to the isle of Cy- 
i he surveyed some rnrious remains of antiquity that 
usually overlooked. Having been admitted 
in his character of a Muhammadan prince to sweep the 
interior of the Ka'ba at Mecca, the most sacred office that 
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a Mnsalman can perform, and to visit it repeatedly, he 

has given, from personal inspection a more minute and 

could lay More the public. His notice of the vt-ncratod 
mountain beyond Mecca, the lost and principal object of 
the pilgrimage to that city, and his description of the in- 
terior of the Temple of Jerusalem, which no Christian is

'Ali Bahadur, J*r*S, Naw.b of 

son of Sham'her Bahadur I, and grandson of the Mar- 
hatta chief ltaji Itao l'cshwa I. He received the inves- 
titure of Bundelkhand from Nana Farnawis, the Puna 
minister, about the year 1790 A. 1). and accompanied by 
his brother Ghani Bahadur, and supported by a powerful 
army, invaded Bundelkhand, but was opposed by Nana 
Arjun, (the guardian of Kakhat Singh a descendant of 
Kaja Chalurxil) who fulling in the contest, and Raja Ba- 
khat Singh being taken prisoner, AH Bahadur acquired 
the whole of that part of the raj of Banda which belonged 
to Bakhat Singh and all the raj of 1'anna. He reigrtsd 
alxiut 11 or 12 years, and as at the time of his death, 
which happened in 1801 or 1802 A D-, his eldest son 
Shnmshcr Bahadur II was absent at Puna, his youngest 
son Zulflkir Ali was proclaimed (in violation of the title 
of his eldest brother) as his successor by his uncle Ghani 
Bahadur and his IHwin Himmat Bahadur Goshaiii. 
Ghani Bahadur, however, was soon after ex|>ellcd by 
Sham&hcr Bahadur who took possession of tho raj. 

'Ali Bahadur Khan, iJ^-j^ J^, tho last Kawib of 
Banda and son of Zulfikur AH Khan Bahadur. He is 
the author of a diwan and a masnawi called "Mehr- 
ulUh." He was removed for alleged complicity in the 
rebellion of 1857. 

'Ali Barid I, *trl J', succeeded his father Amir Band 
to tho throne of Ahinadslsid Bidar in the Pakhon in the 
year 1542 A. D. and was tho first of this family who as- 
sumed rovaltv. He died after a reign of more than 20 
years in 1562' A. P., 970 A. U. and was succeeded by his 
son Ibrahim Barid. 

•Ali Barid II, succeeded his father Kasim Barid II in tho 
government of Ahmadahod Bidar in 1.572 A. D. and was 
deposed in 1609 by his relative, Amir Barid II, who suc- 
ceeded him, and was the hist of this dynasty. 

♦Ali Beg, jS*J,jJLe a I'ole, born of Christian parents. When 

young he was made prisoner by the Tartars and sold to 
the Turks, who educated him in tho Muhammadan faith. 
He rose in the Turkish court, and was appointed inter- 
preter to tho Grand Signior, and translated tho Bible and 
the English CatiThism into the Turkish language, llis 
great work is on tho Hturgy of the Turks, their pilgrimages 
to Mis-ca, and other religious ceremonies, translated into 
Latin by Dr. Smith. Ho died 1676 A. D. 

'All Beg, (Minta), J* JL* \\y> t .natiroof Badakhshan 
who held a high rank in tho service of the emperor ALb.tr ; 
and was honored with the office of 4,000 in tho reign of 
Jahangfr. He accompanied the emperor one day to visit 
the shrine of the celebrated saint. Shaikh Main-uddin 
Chisbti at Ajmir. and happening to see the tomb of 
Shiihhai Khan Karnhu, ho embraced it, and crying out 
with a loud voice, that, " he, when living, was one of his 
oldest and best friends," gavo up the ghost. This hap- 
pened on the Uth of March, 1616 0. S., 2nd Kabi I, 1025 
A. H.

Boya. wan employed by a governor of his native country 
named Murawij, ami was in the command of tho chief 
part of bis army, with which he encountered and defeated 
Yakut, the governor of Isfahan, and hy the immense 
plunder that he obtained from that victory, ho became at 
onee a leader of reputation ami of power. He pursued 
Yakut into 1- jis, defeated him again, and took possession 
of the whole of that province aa well as these of Kirmin. 
Khuzistan and 'Irak in 933 A. 1>., 321 A. 11. This chief 
was afterwards tempted, hy the weak and distracted state 
of the Khilafat or Caliphate, to a Mill higher enterprise : 
accompsniid by his two brother*. Hasan and Ahnuid. he 
m marched to Baghdad. The Kluilif al-Razi Billah fled, 
but was soon induced to return : and his first art was to 
heap honors on those who had taken possession of his 
capital. 'Ali Boya, on agreeing to pay annually 000,000 
dinars of gold, was appointed viceroy of Kara and 'Irak, 
with tho rank of Auiir-ul-Umri, and the title of 'Irasd- 
ud-elaula. Hia younger brother Ahmad, received the 
title of Maisx-nd-aaula, and was nominal- d wazir to tho 
khalif. Hasan, who was his second brother, received the 
title of Rukn-ud-daula. and aeted. during the life of Ali 
B6ya, under that chief. Ali l56ya fixed his residence at 
Shira*. and died on Sunday the 1 1th Nuv.-mbcr. 949 A. D., 
16th Jamad I, JJh H., much regretted by his soldiers and 
subjects. Ho was succeeded hy his brother liukn-ud- 
daula.

'Ali Mahaomi, i^*t a native of Mahicin in tho 

Dakhin. was the son of .Shaikh Ahmad, and is tho author 
of the commentary on the Kuran entitled " Tafsir Hah- 
mani." He died A. D., 1431, 835 A. Ji. 

'Ali Mardan Khan, w 1 ^ J*, Amfr-ul-Umra, was 
a native of Persia and governor of Kandahar on the part 
of the king of Persia, hut finding himself exposed to much 
danger from the tyranny of his sovereign Shah Kali, ho 
gave up the place to the emperor Shah JaMn, and himself 
took refuge at Dihli in the year 1637 A. D., 1047 A. H. 
He was reiM-iv.*! with great honour, was created Am(r-ul- 
tVmra, and was at different times, made governor of Kash- 
mir and Kabul, and employed in various wars and other 
duties. He cxrited universal admiration at the court by 
the skill and judgment of his public works, uf which the 
canal which bears his namo at Dihli still affords a 
proof, and the tosto and elegance he displayed on all 
occasions of show and festivity. Ho died on his way to 
Kashmir, where he wa» going for change of air, on the 
16lh of April. 1657- A. D., O. 8., 12th ltajab. 1007 A. U., 
and was buried at Labor in the mausoleum of his mother. 
He li ft three sons, fir., Ibrahim Khan, Isma il Beg and 
ls-bik Beg. of whom the two last were slain in the battle 
whii h took place between Dara Shikoh and 'Alamgir at 
Dbaulpur on the 29th May, 1658, 0. S., 7th Ranuucan, 
1068 H. He is believed to have introduced the bulbous 
Tartar dome into Indian architecture. 

'Ali Musi Rasa, U J is-y° c/**. the eighth Imam of the 
race of Ali. and the son of Musi Kazim the seventh Imam. 
His mother's name was Umm Sayyid ; he was Iwm in tho 
year 764 or "69 A. D., 147 A. H. and di.d on Friday the 
12th of August 818 A. D., 9th Safar, 203 H. His wife's 
name was Umm Habil tho daughter of the Khalif al- 
Mamun. His sepulchre ia at Tua in Khurasan. That 
town is now commonly called Slash-had, that is, the place 
of martyrdom of the' Imam. To the enclosure wherein 
his tomb is raised, the Persians give the name of " ttauzat 
ltizawi." or the garden of Kali, and esteem it the most 
aacnd s]a>t in all Persia. The chief ornament and support 
of Mash-had is this tomb, to which manv thousands of 
pious pilgrims annually retort, and which had la-en onco 
greatly enriched by the l>ounty of sovereigns. Nasir-ullih 
Mirza the son of Nadir Shih carried away the gulden 
railing that surrounded the tomb, and Nadir Mirza son of 
Shah-nilh Mir/a ami grandson of Nadir Shih, took down 
the great golden ball which ornamented the top of the 
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dome over the grave, and which was (aid to w.-igh 60 
maunds or 420 pounds. The rorpcts fringed with gold, 
the golden lamp*, and everything valuable were plundered 
by these necessitous und rapacious princes. All Miisi 
Kara was poisoned by the khalif al-Mamuu, consequently 
is called a martyr. 

'Ali Muhammad Khan, «A founder of the 

Rohila government. It is mention"! in Forster's Trav is, 
that in the year 1 720 A. D. Bashirst Khan and Datid 
Khan, of the tribe of ltohilas, accompanied by a small num- 
ber <>f their adventurous countrymen came into Hindustan 
in quest of military service. They wore ft rut entertained 
by Madnn Shah, a Hindu chief of Seranli. (a small town 
in tho north-west quarter of Rohilkhand) who by robbery 
and predatory excursions maintained a largo' partv of 
banditti. In tho plunder of an adjacent village. Baud 
Khan captured a youth of the .lit sect, whom he adopted 
and brought up in the SI uluimmadan faith, by the namo of 



'All Muhu minad. and distinguished this bov by pre-emi- 
ncnt murks of paternal uff.s-tion. Some years after, the 
Rohilas quarrelling with Madan Shah, retired from his 
country, and associnting themselves with Chind Khin the 
chief of Bareli, thev jointly entered into the service of 
Aanat Khan, the governor of Momdabad. After the 
death of Baud Khan, who was slain bv the mountaineers in 
one of his excursions, the Rohila |s»rty in a short space of 
time seixed on the districts of Mudan Shih and 'AH Muham- 
mad Khan was declared chief of the partv. From the negli- 
gence of government and the weak state of the empire of 
Wkll in the reign of Muhammad Shall, he possessed himself 
of the district of Katir (now called from the rcsidmco of 
the Rohilaa, Rohilkhand) and assumed independence of tho 
royal authority. He was besieged in March. 1745 A. D.. 
Safar 1 168 A. II., in a fortress called Bunkar and 'Aouli 
and taken prisoner, but was released after some time, and 
a jigir eonfemd on him.

•AUahor, (Amir) surnamcd Niiim-uddin, 

wastoe primo minuter of the Sultin Husain Mini ruler 
of Khuraain. He sprang fmm an illustrious familv of the 
JaghUi or ( 'haghtai tribe. His father tlajkina Bahidur 
held one of the principal offices of government durine the 
reign of Sultan Abul Kiaim Bihar Bahidur, a descendant 
of Amir Taimur. His grandfather, by his mother', side 
was one of the principal Amirs of Sultin Baikaru Mini,' 
tho grandfather of Sultin Husain Mini. Alisher at- 
tached himself originally to Sul(in Abut Kiaim Bihar 
Mini, who was greatly attached to him, and calhd him 
J 0 "" , A - ft * r hi " dcoth h « retired to Mash-had and 
continued his studios there; which place ho subsequently 
qiutt'd for Samarkand, on account of tho disturbances 
which broke out in Khurasan, and applied himself dili- 
gently to the acquirement of knowledge in tin, college of 
Khwaja Fail-ullah. When Sul(i n Husain Mini becamo 
uncontrolled ruler of Khurasan, he n-qnested Sultin Ah- 
mad Mini, at that time ruler of the countries bevonrl tn« 
Oxus, to send 'Alisher to him. On his arrival he was 
rewivtd with the greatest distinction, and raised to tho 
highest posts of honor. 'AlUhcr'B palace was open to all 
men of learning : and notwithstanding that the rcina of 
government were placed in his hands, in the midst of the 
weightiest affairs, he neglected no opportunity of improving 
both himself and others in the pursuit of knowledge. Ho 
was not only honond by his own Sultin and hi* office!*, 
but foreign princes also esteemed and n-spected him. 
After being employed in the capacity of diwin and primo 
minister for some time, lovo of etudy induced him to ro»k>n 
and bidding u final adieu to public life, he paswed there? 
maindcr of his days in composing Turkish and Persian 



works, of which Sim Mini recounts the names of no lo_ 
than twenty-one. Daulat Shih the biographer, Mirkhund 
and his son Khundamir, tlm historians, dedicated their 
to him, and amongst other men of genius who were 
led by his liberality may be mentioned the cele- 
p<wt Jaini. His collection of Odes in the (Whtai 
or pure Turkish dialect, which ho wroto under the poetical 
name of Nawii, amounU to 10,000 couplets, and hi* 
parody of Nuimf s five poems, containing murly 30 000 
couplets, is universally admired bv the cultivators of 
Turkish poetry, in which he is connd'ered to bo withoufa 
rival. In the Persian language also he wroto a collection 
of Odea, under the poetical name of Fini or Fanai. con- 
sisting of 6,000 distiches. 'Alisher was born in the v.-ar 
1440 A. D., 844 A. H-, and died on Sunday tho 6th of 
December, 1600 A. D.. 16th Jamad I, yob A. 11., fivo 
years before his royal friend and master Sultin Hnsain 
Mirzi. Khiindamir has recorded the year of hi* death in 
an affectionate chronogram : " His highness the Amir, tho 
asylum of divine guidance, in whom all the marks of 
mercy wore conspicuous, has quitted the thorn v link* of 
the world, and fled to tho rose-garden of pity. Km™ the

Al-Hadi, t/j'tA the fourth khalif of the house of 'Abbas 
succeeded his futher al-Mahdi on the 4th of August, 78* 
A. P., 23rd Muharram, 169 H., to the throne of Baghdad. 
He reigned one yejtr and one month, and having formed a 
design to deprive his younger brother Harun-al-Baahid of 
his right of succession and even to assassinate him, was 
poisoned by his prime minister about the month of Sep- 
tember "80 A. D-, Itabi I, 170 A. H. On his death his

ibn Abdul Hakm, an Arabian author 

(according to the chronological arrangement of tho 
authorities by Howard Vysc and l>r. Sprenger, in

or any opening of the pyramid. Bat when we draeend to 
Mnsaiidi. in 967 A. I>~ hi-, after an astonishing amount 
of romancing on what took place at the building of the 
pyramids 300 years before the Flood.— mentions that, not 
ai-Mamiin, hut his father, khalifa Harun-al-ltashid, at- 
tempted to break into the Great Pyramid ; and after pe- 
netrating 20 cubits, found a vessel containing 1000 coins 
of the finest gold, each just one ounce in weight, and 
making up a sum which exactly repaid the cost of his

Al-Habdi, U^t^ 1 ) the third khalif of the race of Alibi*, 
amxwded his father Abu Ja' far al-Mansiir to the throne 
of Baghdad, and was inaugurated on Sunday the ttth of 
October, TTo A. P., 6th Zil-i.iijja, 138 A. H. From the 
accession of al-Mahdi to the year "81 A. P., 164 A. II , the 
moat remarkable event iru the rebellion of al-Makna (ur 
al-Makautii.} which see. All thin time war had W. n car- 
ried on with the (ireck*, hut without uny remarkable 
success on either side. Hut after the suppression of tho 
rebellion of al-Makna, tho khalif ordered his son Harun- 
al-Kashid to penetrate into the Greek territories with an 
army of 9.5.000 men. Uariin, then, having entered the 
dominions of the empnn* Irane, defcati-d one of her com- 
manders that advanced against him ; after which he laid 
sevenl of tho imperial piovinccs with fire and 
and even threatened the city of Constantinople 
itself. Hy this tho empress was so terrified, that she pur- 
chased a peace with tho khalif by paying him an annual 
tribute of 70,000 piece* of gold, which for the present at 
least, delivered her from the depredation* of these barba- 
rians After the signing of the treaty, Uariin returned 
homo laden with spoils and glory. This year (i. *. tho 
164th year of the Hijri or "Ml A. D.) according to some 
of the 'orii-ntal historians, the son one. day a little after 
his Hang, totally lost his light in a moment without 
being eclipsed, when neither any fog nor any cloud 
of dust appeared to obscure him. This frightful dark- 
ness continued till noon, to tho groat astonishment of 
tho people settled in the countries where it happened. 
Al-Mahdi was poisoned, though undesignedly, by one of 
his concubine*, named Hasauia. She had designed to 
di'atroy one of her rival* whom she imagined to have too 
great an asci-mlmey over the khalif, by giving her a 
poisoned pear. This the bitter, not suspecting anything, 
gave to the khalif ; who had no sooner eaten it than he 
felt himself in exquisite torture, and soon after expired. 
This event took placo on tho eve of Thursday tho 4th of 
August, 78* A. D., 23rd Muhurram, 169 H. in a village.

Al-Mahdi, t/«V^, » khalif of Barbary, ri* Obeid-ullah 
al-Mahdi and Muhammad al-Mahdi. 

Al-Makna, nr al-Makontia, 5^**"j » famous impostor of 

Khurasan who lived in the reign of al-Mahdi the khalifa 
of Baghdad. Hi* true name was Hilcam ibn Hisham, 
and had been an under secretary to Abu Muslim governor 
of that province. He afterward* turmd soldier, and passed 
thenre into Mawarunnahr. where he gave himself out as a 
prophet. The name of al Ma^no, asaUo that oful-Rurkaf, 
that is, the veiled, he received from his custom of covering 
his face with a veil or girdle mask, to conceal hi* deformity ; 
he having lost an eye in the wars, and being otherwise of 
a diwpirablc appearance, and a stutterer ; though his fol- 
lowers pretended he did this for the same reason that 
Moac* did. tit., lest the splendor of his countenance should 
daule the eyes of his beholder*. In some place* he mado 
a groat many proselytes, deluding the people with a num- 
ber of juggling tricks which they swallowed as miracles, 
and partii ularly by causing the appearance of a moon to 
rise out of a well for many nights together ; whence ho 
was also called in the Persian tongue, Sazindu Mat), or the 
Moon>maker. This wreU'li, not content with being reckoned 
a prophet, arrogated to himself divine honors ; pretending 
that tho Deity resided in his |ierson. He hud first, he said, 
assumed tho body of Adam, then that of Noah and subse- 
quently of numy other wise and great men. Tho last 
human form he pretended to have adopted was that of 
Abu Muslim a prima' of Khurasan, from whom it proceeded 
to him. At last this impostor raised an open rebellion 
against the klialif, and made himself master of several 
fortified places in Khurasan, so that al-Mahdi was obliged 
to »cnd one of hi* general* with an annv against hint about 
the year 780 A. D.. 163 H. Upon the approach ofthe kha- 
lifa', troops. al-Makna retired into one of his strong 
fortress.-* which he had well provided for a siego. Hut 
being closely l„*i.-ge.| by the khalifa's force*, and seeing 
no possibility of escaping, ho gave poison in wine to his 
whole family and all that wcru with hint in tho castle ; 
when they were dead, ho burnt their bodies, together with 
all their furniture, provisions, and cattle ; and lastly ho 
threw himself into tho flames. Ho had promised his 
followers, that his soul should transmigrate into tho form 
of an old man riding on a greyish coloured beast, and that 
after so many years ho would return and give them thu 
earth for their jMswejision ; which ridiculous expectation 
kept tho sect in being for several years. Knglish readers 
will remember the use made of this story by thu author of 
Lulls Kookh. 

Al-Mamun, u^ 1 *", surnamod ■Abdullah, was the seventh 
khalif of the race of the Abbaaides, and tho second son of 
Hirun-al-Itashid. Ho was proclaimed khalif at Baghdad 
on the 6th October. 813 A. D., 6th Safur. 198 A. U., the day 
on which hi* brother al-Amin was assassinated. Ho con- 
ferred the government of Khuriain upon Tahir ibn Uusain 
his general, and his descendants with almost absolute and 
unlimited power. This happened in tho year 820 A. D., 
205 A. U., from which time wo may date the dismcmber- 
*nt of that province from tho empire of the khalifs. 



During the reign of this khalif nothing remark 
ly the African Moslems invaded tho 



poms! ; only the African Moslems invaded tho island of 
Sicily, where they made themselves master of several 
places. Al-Mamun conquered part of Crete, had the best 
Greek writers translated into Arabic, and made a collec- 
tion of the beat authors. He also calculaUal a sot of 
astronomical table*) and founded an academy at Baghdad. 
In Khuriain he made Tus. at that time the capital of tha 
kingdom, his place of residence. Under his patronage Khu- 
rasan became the resort of learned men ; and the city of 
Tus, the great rival »f Baghdad. He died of a surfeit on

Al-Mansur, 2nd khalif of Barbary of tho FatimiU 

race, titlt Ismail, sumamixl al-Msnsiir. 

Al-Mansur, jj***^, whose former name was Abu Ja'far, 

was called al-Mansur, tho victorious, by his overcoming 
his enemies, lie was the second khalif of the noble house 
of Bani Abbis or Abhasidea, and aw .-. • •< -i.il to the throne 
uf Baghdad after the death of hia brother Abul Abbas aur- 
named al-Saffah. in 7 54 A. I).. 136 A. 11. lie wiis op- 
posed by hia undo, 'Abdullah son of Ali, who eau*d 
himself to be proclaimed khalif at Damascus, but was 
defeated by ai-Mansur s general, Abu Muslim, lie laid 
the foundation of the city of Baghdad on the banks of the 
Tigris in 762 A. I), and finished it four years after, lie 
waa a prince of extraordinary talent ana taste, and an 
ardent lover of science and literature. He got the Pah- 
lawi copy of Pilpav's Fables translated into Arabic. In 
the rear 776 A. D.,158 A. H-, the khalif set out from 
Baghdad in order to perform tho pilgrimage to Mecca ; 
but being taken ill on the road, he expired at Bir Maimiln, 
ence his body was carried to Mecca ; where, after 100 
had boon dug. that his sepulchre might Is; con- 
, he was interred, having lived, according to somo 
63, according to others 68 yeara, and reigned 22 lunar 
years. Ho is said to have been extremely covetous, and 
to have left in his treasury 600.000,000 dirhama, and 
24.0OO.000 dinars. He is reported to haw paid his cook 
by assigning him the heads and legs of the animals dressed 
in his kitchen, and to have obliged him to procure at his 
own expence all the fuel and vessels he had occasion for. 
He was succeeded by hia son al-Mahdi. A Christian phy- 
sician, named Bnctishnm was very eminent at the court 
of al-Mansur, who understanding that he had an old 
infirm woman for his wife, sent him three beautiful Oreek 
girls and 8,000 dinars as a pnwent. Bactiahua sent back 
the girls and told the khalif that his religion prohibited 
his having more than one wife at a time ; which pleased 
the khalif so ranch, that ho loaded him with presents, and 
permitted him. at his earnest request, to return to his own 
country of Khurasan. 

Al-Mo'tamid Billah, *W| tho fifteenth khalif 

of the house of Abbis, was the son of a]-Mutwakkil Billah. 
He waa raised to the throne of Baghdad by the Turks 
lifter tho murder of al-Muhtadi in 870 A. D., 256 A. IL 
This year the prince of the Zanjians, Ali or al-Habfb, 
made incursions to the very gates of Baghdad, <kiing pro. 
digious mischief wherever he passed. In the year 874 
A. 1)., Yu'kub-bin-LyB having taken Khnriaan from the 
descendants of Tahir. sttacked and defeated Muhammad 
ibn Waail (who had kill.nl the khalifa governor of Far*, 
mid afterwards made himself master of that province) 
seising on his pslaco, where he found a sura of money 
amounting to 40,000.000 dirhama. In the year 879 A. D., 
28 > A. H, Ahmad ibn Tulan rebelled against the khalif 
.in.l set up for himself in Egypt. There were now four 
independent powers in the Moslem dominions, besides tho 
house of Umyya in Spain ; tit. The African Moslems, or 
Afihlabites, who hud for a long time acted independently ; 
Ahmad ibn Tfilan in Svria and Kgypt ; Ya'kub ibn al- 
l.\ 5 in Khurasan, and ai-llabfb in Arabia and I rak- In 
the year SH3 A. !>., 270 A. H , al-Hahib was defeated and 
slain bv al-Muwafik tho khalifa brother and coadjutor, 
who orders! his head to be cut off, and carried through 
■ great part of that region which be had so lon»r disturbed. 
In the year S91 A. 1> 278 A. H. the Karmatians first 
made their appearance in the Moslem empire, snd gave 
lUmoat continual disturbance to the khalifa and their sub. 
jeet*. Al-Mo'tamid reigned 22 lunar years 11 



and some da vs. and died in the vear 892 A. I)., 279 A. H. 
He was succeeded by his nephew al-Mo'tasid Billah the 
son of al-Muwafik. 

Al-Mo'taaim Billah, * U1 * ^- aI '^ 1 , was the fourth son 

of Harun-al-Rashid, and the eighth khalif of the house 
of Abbis. He succeeded to the throne by virtue of hit 

exclusion of his own 3^^^^^ other" brother 
al-Kisim, who had been appointed by Harun-al-Rashid. 
In the beginning of his reign 833 A. I)., 218 A. H., he 
was obliged to employ the whole forces of his empire 
against one Hihak, who had been for a considerable time 
in rebellion in Persia and Persian Irik. and had taken 
upon himself the title of a prophet. He was, however, de- 
feated and slain. In the vear 838 A. P., 223 A. H., the 
Greek emperor Theophilus invaded the khalifa territjrios, 
where he behaved with tho greatest cruelty, and by de- 
stroying Soxopetra the place of al-Mo'tasiro's nativity, 
notwithstanding his earnest entreaties to tho contrary, 
occasioned the terrible distinction of Amorium. Ho "is 
said to have been so robust, that he once carried a burden 
of 1,000 pounds weight several pares. As the people of 
Baghdad disturbed him with frequent revolts and commo- 
tions, he took the resolution to abandon that city, and build

'Irik. He was attached to the opinion of tho Mataxalitos 
who maintain the creation of the Kurin ; and both he and 
his predecessor cruelty persecuted those who believed it to 
be eternal. Al-Mo'tarim died on Thursday tho 5th Janu- 
ary, 842 A. 18th Rabi I., 227 H. He reigned 8 yeara 
8 months and 8 days, was born in the 8th month (Shihan) 
of the vear, was the 8th khalif of the house of Abbaa, 
ascended the throne in the 218th year of the Hijri, died on 
tho 18th of Rabi L, lived 48 years, fought 8 battles, built 
8 palaces, WhI 8 sons and 8 daughters, had 8,000 slaves, 
and had 8,000,000 dinars, and 80,000 dirhama in his 
treasury at his death, whence the oriental historians gave 
him tho name of al-Musamman, or the Octonarv. He was 
the first khalif that added to hia name tho title of Billak, 
equivalent to the Itri Gratia of Christian sovereigns. He 
was succeeded by his son al-Wathik or Wiaik Billih! 

Al-Mo'taaid BUlah, *^ *-*Wl, the son of al-Muwafik, 
the son of al-Mutwakkil Billah, was the sixteenth khalif 
of the race of Abbas. He came to the throne of Bogh- 
did after the death of his undo al-Mo'tamid Billih in 892 
A. I)., 279 A. H. In the first year of his reign, he de- 
manded in marriage the daughter uf Khamarawia, Sultin 
or khalif of Egypt, the sun of Ahmad ibn Tulan; which 
waa agreed to by him with the utmost joy, and their nup- 
tials were solemnized with great pomp in the year 894 
A. D., 282 A. H. He carried on a war with the Karma- 
tiana, but very unsuccessfully, his forces Wing defeated 
with great slaughter, and his general al-Abbis taken pri- 
soner. The khalif some time after his marriage granted 
to Hardn. son of Khamarawia, the perpetual prefecture 
of Awisam and Kinnisrin, which he annexed to that of 
Egypt and Syria, upon condition that he paid him an 
annual tribute of 45.000 dinars. He reigned 9 Years 8 
months and 25 days, and died in 902 A. D., 289 A. H. 
His son al-Muktafi Billih succeeded him. 

Al-Mughira, Irt*^ 1 , the son of Sayyid and 

Kufa in the time of Mu'awii the first khalif of the 
of Umyya. He w*a an active man, and of very good 
ports ; he had lost one of his eyes at the battle of Ters- 
nonk, though some say that it waa with looking at an 
editne. By the followers of Ah' he was accounted to bo 
of the wrong party, and one of tho chief of them. For 
thus they reckon, there are five eld.-ra on Alf s side ; Mu- 
hammad, Ali, Pilima. Hasan and Husain ; and to these 
are opposed, Abu Bokr, 'Umar, Muiwia, 
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Mughfre. Ho died in the year 670 A. D., 60 A. H., at I 
Kufa. A great plague had 1m raging in the city, which 
made him retire from it ; but returning upon it* violence I 
abating, ho nevertheless caught it, and died of it. 

Al-Muhtadi, Cf"tA the fourteenth khalif of tho Abba- 

ml.*, wan tho »on of one of al-Watluk's concubine* named 
Kuril, who i* auppoaed by aome to have been a Christian. 
Al-Muhtadi wa* rained to t)i. throne of Baghdad after the 
delhruncTDent of al-Muttai'x Billah in 869 A. I)~, 255 
A. II. The beginning of hi* reign is remarkable for the 
irruption of the Zanjiuns, a people uf Nubia, Kthiopia and 
tho country of Calfrea, into Arabia, whtxe they penetra- 
ted into the neighbourhood of liuara and Kufa. The t hief 
of thia gang of robbers, wa* 'All ibn Muhammad ibn Ab- 
dul Rahman, also called al-Habib, who falaely gave him- 
•elf out to be of the family of Ali ibn Abu Taleb. This 
mado *uch an impreaaion upon the Shiaa in thoae parts, 
that they flocked to him in grant number* ; which enabled 
him to seize upon the cities of U*an and Kanda, and even 
to past the Tigris at the head of a formidable army. In 
the year 870 A. D., 256 A. H., al-Muhtadi wa. hurharoUidy 
murdered by the Turk* who had raised him to the throne. 
He reigned "only eleven month* and wa* succeeded by si- 
M6'uunid. 

Al-Mukhtar, J^^ 1 , a celebrated Muhammadan chief 
who had beaten all the generals of tho khalif* Yeiid, 
Marwan, and Abdiil Malik, and had mado himself nolo 
master of Uabylonian I'rak, whereof KuJa was the capital 
He persecuted all those ho could lay hi* hand* on, who 
were not of Uiisiiin'* party ; he never pardoned any one 
of those who had declared themselves enemies to tho 
family of the prophet, nor those who, a* he believed, had j 
dipped their hand* in Hosain's blood or that of his rela- 
tion*. He sent an army against Ubcid-uUah the son of 
Zsyad, who wa* sent by tho khalif Abdul Malik toward* 
Kufa with leave to plunder it for three day*, and alew 
him In battle in August, «8« A. D., Muharnim, 67 A. H. 
al-MukhUr was killed at Kufa in a battle fought with 
Mssaa'b the brother of Abdullah the son of Zuber, gover- 
nor of Basra, in the month of April. 687 A. D., Hamsun 67 
A. H., in tho 67th year of his ago. It ia said that he killed 
nearly 60,000 men. 

Al-Jf uktadi Bill ah, *^ ^f** 5 ^ 1 , rurnamedAbul Kasun 
Abd-ullih, the son of Muhammad, and grandson of al- 
Ka* in Billah, was raised to the throne of Baghdad after 
the death of his grandfather in 1076 A. I)., 467 A. 11., by 
orders of Sulpin Malikahah Saijuki who was then the real 
master of the empire. Ho was the 27th khalif of the race 
of Abbas, reigned 19 lunar year* and 6 months and died 
in 109* A. IX. 487 A. H. UU death induced Barkayarak 
the Saljuki, the reigning Sultan of Persia, whoso brother 
Mahmud had died about the same period, to go to Bagh- 
dad, where he confirmed al-Muxtaxhir the son of tho late 
khalif as his successor, and w»» himself hailed by the new 
lord of the faithful, as SuttAn of the empire. 

Al-Muktadir Billah, *Uty>i*J\ t the eighteenth khalif of 
the house of Abba*, was tho son of al-MA'taiid Billih. 
lie succeeded his brother al-Muktafi to the throne of 
Baghdad in 908 A. !>., 295 A. H. He reigned 24 lunar 
v.wr* 2 month* and 7 day*, and was murdered by a eunuch 
m the 29th Uctober, 932 A. D.. 25th Shawwid, 820 U. 
He was succeeded by hi* brother al-KUur Billah. 

Al-Muktafi Billah, *"v /^l, was the seventoenth 
khalif of the house of Abba* who reigned in Baghdad. 
He succeeded hi. father al-Mb Uesid Billah in 902 A. IX, 
289 A. U-, and proved a warlike and successful prince. 
He gained several advantages over the Karmatians, but 
was not able to reduce them. The Turk*, however, hav. 
ing inva<led the province of Mawarunnahr, were defeated 
with great slaughter ; after which al-Muktafi carried on a [ 



successful war against the Urecka, from whom he took 
Seleueia. After thia he invaded Syria and Egypt, which 
provinces ho recovered from the house of Ahmad ibn Tit- 
ian in 905 A. I)., 292 A U. ; ho then renewed the war 
with .uccess against the Greeks and Karmatians. Al- 
MukUfidicd in 908 A. I)., 295 A. H., after a reign of 
about six years and a half. He was the but of the kha- 
lif* who mado any figure by their warlike exploit*. His 
successors al-Muktadir, al-^ahir and al-Baxi, were so dis- 
tressed by the Karmatians and numberless usurpers who 
were every tlnv starting up, that by the 826th year of 
the Hijri 937 A. I)., thoy had nothing left but the city 
of Baghdad. 

Al-Muktafl Bi-amr-illah, *' V* J****', U»> "»n of 
al-Mustasahr was tho Slat khalif of the house of Abbas. 
He succeedid hi* nephew al-Kashid in A. I). 1116, 530 
A. H., reigned about 24 lunar y< ars and died in 1160 
A. 1).. 666 A. H., leaving hi* kingdom to hi* son al-Mu*- 
tanjad. 

Al-Muataa'U Billah, *W the sixth Fatimite 

khalif succeeded hi* father al-Mustanamr Billih in the 
government of Egypt and Syria. During hi* reign, the 
power of that dynasty was impaired, and its authority 
weakened, their political influence having ceased in most 
of the Syrian cities, and tho provinces of that country 
haiing fallen into tho possession* of the Turkman* on one 
hand, and the Frank* on tho other. Thi* people (the 
Crusaders) entered Syria and encamped before Antioch in 
the month of Octobur,'l097 A. It., Zil-kada 490 A IX. ; they 
obtained possession of it on the 20th June, 1098, 16th 
Hajab, 491 A. H. ; the following year thoy took Maaratun 
Neman, and in the month of July, 1099, Sha'han, 492 
A. H., they became master* of Jerusalem, after a siege; of 
more than 40 days. Thia city was taken on a Friday 
morning ; during tho ensuing week, a great multitude of 
Moslems perished, and upward* of 70,000 were slain in 

the Masjid al-Aks* (or roosquo of Umax) ahMuste- 

a'li was bom at Cairo on the 24th August, 1076, 20th 
Muharram, 469 A H , proclaimed khalif on Thursday the 
28th of December, 1094, 18th Zilhijja 4H7 a. H., and died 
in Egypt on tho 10th December, 1101 A. D., 16th Safar, 
495 AH. His son Amax bt Ahkim-ullsh Abu All Man- 
sur succeeded him. 

Al-MuaUa'aim Billah, «Wi (*^«W|, aU mamcd Abd 

Ahmad Abdullah, was tho thirty -seventh and last khalif 
of the race of Abbas. He succeeded his father al-Mua- 
tanaaar to the throne of Baghdad in 1142 A. I>., 840 A H. 
In bis time Halaktt Khan Tartar, emperor of the Mughals 
and grandson of the great conqueror Changix Khan, 
besieged Baghdad for two month*, and having taken that 
place, seised al-Mustaa'sim and hi* four sons whom he 
put to a most cruel death with 800,000 of it* inhabitants. 
Halbku Khan wa* very desirous of seizing npon Bagh- 
dad, and of adding the whole kingdom of Mesopotamia to 
his already vast and numerous conquests ; but, partly on 
account of his own scruples, and partly from ftsir of 
offending the prejudices of his Sunni followers, who were 
all of the same faith with the khalif. he refrained for a 
time from entering the sacred dominion of ono who was 
considered as tho head of their holy religion, and the true 
representative of their beloved prophet. But the glorious 
dan of tho house of Bani Abba* had already been num- 
bered, the efleniintte Mustan'sim hid personal vice* enough 
to lead to and excuse the final extinction of his race ! 
Ibn al-Kama, his prime minister (who hated him more 
than any other of hi* oppressed subject*) from within, and 
N iw'r-uddin Tuai, the preceptor of the Mughal prime 
(who owed him on old grudge] from without, urged the 
conqueror to th« gate* of Baghdad. N>u>ir-uddin had a 
few rears In Cure been at Baghiad. seeking shelter from 
persecution, when he wa* intruduecd to Mustaa'sim. the 
Utter asked him to what country he belonged t " Tils, 
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> your holiness", answered N'asir-uddtn. " AH thou 
of the usee, or of the oxen of Tiis t" said tho khalif 
(meaning the two principal brunches of the Shia f«i Ih — • 
Akhbaris and I "mil is). Mortilii-d as the illustrious refugee 
was at this inhospitable insult, ho still submissively an- 
swered, " Of the oxen of Ti'js, plea*? your highness." 
" Where, then, are thy horna", said the insolent buffoon. 
" 1 have them not with me", replied Nasir-uddiu, " but, if 
your holiness permit, I will go and fetch them." " Make 
haste, hence, then, tljou deformed animal", said the khalif, 
•• ami never again appear in ray presence in so imperfect 
a atato !" Nasir-uddin kept hi* promise well, fur. at the 
moment when Baghdad was on tho point of being sur- 
rendered, anil the khalif driven to the hut extremity, he 
sent him a message to the effect that the ox of Tus was ut 
the gate with Au Aorwr, and inquiring, whi-n it would 
please his holiness to receive him . Nasir-uddin had in 
tho city another old offender, whom he was anxious also 
to chastise. This was ibn Hajib, also one of the khalifa 
ministers, and a |ier»on of gr.-at reputation for his learn- 
ing ; but being an Arabian Sunni. and a very bigoted one 
too, he had behaved stiil mure i nitily than hi.s master to 
tho distressed I'ersian Shin when he sought protection at 
Baghdad. Ibn Hajib having his-n scixed with depression 
of spirits, tho physicians had recommended him (and the 
prii-at* had gmnt.sl him dispensation) to Uikc, occasion- 
ally, a littlo wine. This happi-n.nl when N'uair-uddin 
was at Baghdad. One day, ibn Hajib feeling himself 
particularly melancholy, and having, in eonae«|uence, taken 
a larger diwe than usual, he Iss-ame unusually merry, and 
requested Nasir-uddin to accomfiany him on the Tigris, 
Having reached the miildle of the stream, he stopped tho 
boat, and products] the several volumes of Nasir-uddin'* 
works, which the learr.ed refugee had proscnttsl to the 
khalif — some of them in the original manuscript, and not 
yet transcribed, and in the presence of their anxious au- 
thor, he threw them all. ono after another, into the river, 
with such Spiteful force, that the water was splashed 
about in every direction ; when turning himself, on each 
occasion, to his mortifiod guest, he exclaimed with a 
sarcastic smile of triumph, " How wonderfullv it bubbles!" 
When the turn of Nasir-uddin came, he. too, gave full 
vent to his revenge. He ordered ilm Hajib to bo cased 
up to his neck, in an ox's hide, just taken off the animal, 
and, having lllled the skin with air, he laid it for a few 
hours in tho sun, till it bocomo quite dry, and sounded 
like a drum. Then the victor advanced close to his half 
exhausted enemy, gave him a kick of triumph, and, as ho 
rolled ou tho ground, exclaimul, " How wonderfully it 
rattles I" This mclancholv event took place on Sunday 
the 10th of February. I tit A. P., 4th Safar, 656 A. H , 
from which time Baghdad was added to the ofh«T con- 
quered province* of this prond emperor. Al-Muataa'aim 
reigned 15 lunar years and 7 months. 

-Musta'in Billah, * Ul ? tho son of Muham- 

mad, tho son of al-Mo'ta«im Billah was the twelfth khalif 
of the race of Abbis. He ascended the throne of Bagh- 
dad in 802 A. P., 248 A. II , after the death of his cousin 
or brother al-Mustanosar Billah, but was forced to abdi- 
cate the throne in 866 A. P.. 252 A. 11 , by his brother 
al-Mo'ti/ Billah, who afterwards caused him to bo privato-

He reigned 25 lunar 
years and some months, and at his death which happened 
in tho y.*r 1 1 18 A. P, 512 A. IT, he wu .uccoodod by 
his son al-Mustoraahid. 

Al-Muat aai Bi-amr-illah, *U\y°k ^-J\, tho thirty- 

third khalif of the Ablmsido family, succeeded his father 
al-Mustanjad to the throne of Baghdad in 1171 A. P., 
566 A. H. He reigned about seven years and died in 1179 
A. P., 575 A. II., when his son aJ-N'isir Billih succeeded 
him. 

Al-Mutaa'M BiUah, *Ulij*iJt, tho son of al-Mutwak- 
kil was the thirteenth khalif of tho race of Abbas. Ho 
deposed his lirolher al-Mustain in 866 A. P.. 252 A. H., 
and having caused him to Is- murdered privately, ascended 
the throne of Baghdad. He did not, however, long enjoy 
the dignity of whiih he had so iniquitoiialy posscturd 
himself, Is-ing d.-po*d by the Turkish Militia (who now 
began to set up and defK.sc khnlita as they pleased', in tho 
year 869 A. P.. 255 A. H. After his deposition, he waa 
sent under an escort from Kurr Manrae to Baghdad, where 
he died of thirst and hunger, after a reign of thn si years 
and about seven months. The fate of this kbxlff waa 
|Kxuliarly hard : the Turkish towns had mutiui.-d for 
their pay; and al-MuUuuz not having money to satiafy 
their demand., applied to his mother named Kabth* for 
50,UOU dinars. This she refused, telling him that she had 
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no money at alL although it afterwards appeared that «ho 
was possessed of immense treasure. After hi* deposition, 
however, she was ohligid to discover them, and oven depo- 
sit them in the hands oi the new khalif al-Muhtudi. They 
consUted of 1,000,000 dinars, a bushel of emeralds, and 
another of pearls, anil three pounds and three quarter* 
of rubies of Ihe eolour of fire. 

Al-Mutia' Billah, f" t *' , J the twenty-third khalif 

of the rare of Abl«e was the son nf al-MnkUdir Billiih. 
He ascended the throne uf Baghdad after al-Mu.-tnkli in 
946 A. I»., 334 A. 11 , reigned 29 lunar yearn and 4 month i 
and died in 074 A. D-, 3t<3 A. H. Hi* son al-Taya' sne- 
oroded him. 

Al-Muttaki Billah, the son of ol-Muktadir 

was the twenty-Ural khalif of the dvnasty of AblAs. lie 
succeeded his brother al-Kaii Biildh to the throne of 
Baghdad in 941 A. D., 329 A. 11., reigned 3 years U 
months and 1G days and died in 94ii A. X)., 333 A. H. 
He was succeeded by his nephew, al-Mustakfi tho son of

the name and title assumed by Abul Pari Ja'far on Kii 
accession to tlie throne of Baghdad. He was Uie tenth 
khalif of the house of Abbas, and the son of al-Mo'tasim 
liillah. He sucoetd<d hi* brother al-\\'dthik or Wisik 
in the year 84" A. D., 232 A. H„ and began his reign 
with un act of tho greatest cruelty. The lato khalif * 
waitir having treated al-Mutwakkil ill in his brother's 
lifetime, and opposed his election to the khilafat, was on 
that account now sent to prison, and afterwards thrown 
into an iron furnace lined with spikes or nails heated rod 
hot, where he was miserably burnt to death, During 
this reign nothing remarkable happened, except wars with 
the Greeks, which were carried on with various success. 
He was very intolerant especially of the Jews and Chris- 
tians, on whom lie hcaptd many indignities. He did not 
stop there. In his imbecility and ferocity he forbade the 
pilgrimage to Kartsila. and caused the sacred repository 
of the ashes of Uusnin and the other martyrs intemsl 
there to Iki nucd. Hi- reigned 14 years 9 months and 9 
days, and was assassinated and cut into seven pieces on 
the 24th December. 8<ll A. D.. 17th Shawwnl, 247 A. 11 . 
at the instance of his son al-Muatanaaar who succeeded 
him.

Al-Haahid or Hai un al-Rashid, ^jJl the cele- 

brated hero of the Arabian Nights, was the fifth khalif of 
the rare of Abbas and son of al-Mahdi. he succcd.d his 
eldest brother al-Hadi u> the throne of Baghdad in 786 
A. D n 170 A. U. 'lliis was one of the best and wisest 
princes that ever fed on the throne of Baghdad. He was 
also extremely fortunate in all his undertakings, I 
he did not much extend bis dominions by conquest, 
his time the Moslem einptro may be said to have boon in 
its most flourishing state, though, by the independency 
of the Moslems in Spain, who had formerly set up a kha- 
lif of the house of Umyya. hi s territories were not quite 
so extensive as those oi" some of his predecessors. He, 
possessed thi provinces of Syria, Palestine. Arabia. Persia, 
Armenia, Natotia, Media or Asurbejan, Babvlonia, 
Assyria, Sindli, Sijislan. Khurasan, Tabrisbin, jurjan, 
Zdbulistan. Mawarunnalir. or gnat Bukharia, I'.gypt, 
Libya, Mauritania are., so that hi* empire was bv far the 
most powerful of any in the world, and extended farther 
than tin. lioman empire ever had done. 

In the beginning of the year 802 A. D , 186 A. H., he 
divided the government of his extensive dominions among 
his three sons in the following manner : To al-Amin tho 
eldest, he assigned the provinces of Syria, Irak, the three 
Arabia*, Mesopotamia. Assyria; Media, Palestine, Kgvpt, 
and all the part of Africa extending from the confines of 
Egypt and Ethiopia to the Straits of Gibraltar, with the 
divrnilv of khalif; to al-Mamun the second, he assigned 
Persia, Kirman, tho Indit-, Khtrrssaii. Tabristin. Kabu- 
lisUn and Zabulistan. together with the vast province of 
Mawarnnmihr, nnd to his third son al-Kssim, he gave 
Armenia. Natolin, Jnrjan, Georgia, Cireaaaia, and alltliH 
Moslem territories bordering upon the Kuxine sea. As to 
the order of succession. al-Ainin was to ascend the throne 
immediately after hia father's decease ; after him. al-Ma- 
mun ; and "then ul-Kasim, ' ' 
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vnkcd him to make war upon them, and whom he always 

overcame. In the year 803 A. D.. 187 A. H.. the khalif 
received a letter from th« Greek emperor Nirephorus, 
commanding him to return all the money hi- had extorted 
from the Empress Irane, or expect soon to see an impo. 
rial army in the heart of his territories. This insolent 
letter so exasperated Hai-iin, that he immediately asm Ta- 
bled his force* and udvancod to Hcrnelca, laying the 
country, through whieh he paused, MMst with fin; and 
•word. For some time also lie kept that city strait ly 
besieged ; whieh so terrified the Greek emperor that he 
submittal to jmv an annual tribute. 

In the year 804 A. P., 188 A. H., war was renewed with 
the Greeks, and Nirephorus with a pre.it army attacked 
the khalirs forces with the utmost fury. lie was, how- 
ever, defeated with the loss of 40,000 men, and received 
three wounds in the nctiun ; after which the Moslems 
committal terrible ravages in his territories, and returned 
home laden with spoils. The next year Harun invaded 
l'hrygia ; defeated an imperial army sent to oppose him, 
and' having ravaged the coiuitrv, "returned without any 
considerable loss. In the year 806. 190 A II., the khitlif 
marched into tho imperial territories with an army of 
I35,0v>0 men. besides a great Dumber of voluntu rs and 
others who were not enrolled among his troops. He first 
took the city of Heraclca, from which he is said to have 
carried 16,000 prisoners; aftur which he made himself 
master of several other plac-s. and. in the conclusion of 
the expedition, ho made a descent on tho islam! of Cyprus, 
whieh he plundered in a terrible manner. This success so 
intimidated Nieephorus, that he immediately sent the 
tribute due to Harun, tho withholding uf which had been 
the cause of the war; and concluded a peace upon the 
khalif* own tenna. Charlemagne respected hia character, 
and Harun in token of hia friendship presented to the 
European prince a clock, the mechanism and construction 
of which were regarded among the prodigies of the age. 
Uanin reigned 23 years and died in Khurasan on the eve 
of Saturday the 24th Mureh. 809 A. I).. 3rd Jurand II. 
193 A. H.. and was buried at Ti'is which is now called 
M.i-hhad. H« was succeeded hy his eldi-st son al-Amin. 

Al-Bashid Billab, *^ J . tho thirtieth khalif of 

the Abliasidea succeeded his father al-Mustarashad in 
August or September, 1 184 A. P.. Zil'kad, 429 A. U., and 
died in the year 1136 A. 1)., 430 A. H. Hu was succeeded 
by al-Muktafi the son of al-MusUxahir. 

AJ-Ra*i, «ee IUzi. 

Al-Rasi Billfth, **** the son of al-Muktadir and 

the twentieth khalif of the house of Abbas, was the last 
who deserved the title of the Commander of the Faithful. 
He was raised to the throne of Baghdad, after the de- 
thronement of his undo al-Kahir Billah bv the waxir ibn 
Makla in April 934 A. D.. Jamad I. 322 A. 11. In tho 
year 93G. the khalif finding himself distressed on all sides 
by usurpers, and having a waxir of no capacity, instituted 
a new office superior to that of waxir. whieh he entitbtl 
Amir-ul-Cmra. Tliia great officer, Imad-ud-daula Alt 
Boya, was trusted with the management of the finances 
in u much more absolute and unlimited manner than any of 
the khalif s wasirs ever had been. Nay he ofliriati d for tho 
khalif in the gnat mosque at Baghdad, and had his name 
mentioned in the public prayers throughout the kingdom. 
In short the khalif was -■ ■ much under the power of this 
officer, that he could not apply a single dinar to hia own 
use without the leave of the Amir-ul-Dmra. In the year 
937 A. D. the Moslem empire so groat and powcrfoJ,'wa8 
shared among tho following usurpers : 

The cities of Waaat, Basra. Kufa with the rest of tho 
Arabian Irtk, were considered as the property of the 
Amir-ul-L'mra, though they had been in tho beginning of 
the y-«r seixed upon by a rebel called al-Baridi, who could 
uut be driven out of them. 



Al-Saffah 

Tho country of Fars, Faristan. or l'ersia properly so 
called, was possessed by Imad-ud-daula Ali ibn Boya, who 
resided in the city of Shirix. 

Part of tho tract denominated al-Jabal, together with 
Fenian Irak, which is the mountainous part of Persia, 
and the country of the ancient Parthians, otayed Hukn- 
nd-daula, tho brother of Inuid-ud-daula, who resided at 
Isfahan. The other port of tho country was possessed by 
WetkmaJan the Pibimite. 

Duysj Itabia, Dayar Bikr, Dayar Slodar, and the city 
of Mousal. acknowledged for their sovereign a rare of 
princes called Hamdanites. 

Egypt and Syria no longi-r obeyed the khalifs, but Mu- 
hammad ibn Taj who had formerly been appointed gover- 
nor of those provinces. 

Afrira and Spain had long been independent. 

Cicily and Crete were governed by princes of their own. 

The provinces of Khurasan and Malvarunnahr were 
under the dominions of al-Nosr ibn Ahmad, of the dvnaaty 
of the Samanians. 

The provinces of Tabristin. Jurjan or Georgia, and 
Mazindarin, had kings of the first dynasty of the POa- 
mites. 

The province of Kiniuin was occupied by Abu Ali Mu- 
hammad ibn Kylia al-Somini, who had made himself 
master of it a short time before. And 

Lastlv, the provinces of Yemama and Bahryn. inrluding 
the district of Hajr, were in the possession of Abu Tahir 
the Karmatian. 

Thus the khalifs were deprived of all their dominions, 
and reduced to the rank of sovereign pontiffs ; in whir h 
light, though they continued for some time to be regarded 
by the neighbouring princes, yet their power never arrived 
to any height. In this low state the khalifs eontinued 
till the extinction of the Khilafnt by Halaku Khan Urn 
Tartar in the vear 1258 A. D., G46 A. H. 

Al-Raxi Billah reigned 7 y«ars 2 months and 1! d»vs 
and died in 941 A. T)., 329 A. U. He was succeeded by 
his brother al-Muttakf. 

Al-Sahorawi, tSlir*^ 1 , riot Abiil Kasirn. 

Al-Saflah, X^-h, surname of AbQl Abbas, the son of Mu- 
hammad, the son of Ali. the son of 'AbdulUh. the son ( ,f 
Abbas the uncle of the prophet. He was proclaimed khalifa 
by the inhabitants of Kiifn on Friday the 29th of November, 
749 A. P., 13thKabilI. 132 A. II , u|» in whieh a battle took 
place between him and Marwan II the hist khalifa of the 
lion— of I'mvya or Ommaides, in which tho latter was 
slain, 5th of August, 750 A 1)., 2Gth Jfil-byja, 132 A. H. 
Al-Saffah after this victory investing himself with sover- 
eign power, biiil the foundation of the dynasty of the 
Abboaidea, which continued to be transmit Im! to his family 
from father to son for 524 lunar yoars, during a succession 
of 37 khidifs. till they were disfiosscsw-d by Hulaku Khan 
the Tartar king of Persia in 1258 A. P., 040 A. H. By 
the elevation of the house of Abbas to the dignity of khi- 
lafat, began that glorious period during which Arabic and 
Persian literature nached its highest perfection. With 
some few exceptions these khulifaa were the noblest race 
of kings that ever adorned the throne of sovereignty. 
Abu! Abbas died, after a reign of more than four years, of 
the small-pox. on Sunday the 9th of June. 754 A. P., 13th 
Zil-liijja 136 A. II., and was succeeded by hia brother Abu 
Ja'far Almansur.

Uwrge Hopkina Walters, a pensioned European Officer, 
who with his far.iily, eon-isting of a wife, two daughters 
and <in>. son, had establi-bed himself in Lakhnau an a 
merchant, many year* ago- After his death hi* family 
through the intrigues of one lltikh&h Alt Khan, eniliraei-d 
the Muhammadan religion, and the younger daughter nut 
long after wis consigned to the Seraglio of king Xinir- 
uddin Hydar and became one of the queens of that mon- 
arch, under the title of Wilayeti Mahal, or the King's 
European consort. The elder daughter also received the 
name and title of Ashraf-un-niaa liegam. She remained 
unmarried all her life. The brother Joseph Walters re. 
wived the niuno of Amir Mima, lie was brought up as a 
Musalman of the Sbfa set t, and always took a pride in 
showing himself as an orthodox follower of the Crescent. 
After Wilayeti Mahal's death, her elder sister Ashraf- 
un-nisa Hi gum succeeded to her estate, consisting of 
Government Securities valued at 1,1 4.00,000 rupees besides

jftwelh-ry, moveable and immoveable property of consider- 
able value. In 1832 Ashraf-iin-nisa died, and was sur- 
ecfsled hy Amir Mint* her brother, who, squandered 
almost the whole |u-opcrty by his niklcs* prodigality.

Amir Taimur, tt»y^ U i3<-*J**, »tyled Sahib Kirin, 

Is cause he re igned more than 30 years. He is also calbd 
Timarlang ;Tanierbt»ie) from some defect in his feet ; was 
born at Ku-h in ancient Segdania on Tuesday the '.eh 
April. 1336, A.I>. 27tli Sha'biiu, 736 A. H. Some say he was 
the son of a shepherd, and others, that he was descended in 
aright line from Kiijuli liiJiadur, wm of Tumana Kluin, 
of the same lineage 'with Chang, i Khan the celebrated 
conqueror of Persia- His fathi r's name was Amir Tura- 
ghiii and mother's Takina Kbatun ; however, his ob- 
scurity waa siM.n forgotten in the glory of his exploits. 
Distinguished by his conmg" and unls<unded ambition, 
he gained a tiumls r of faithful adherents, and s. iiesl the 
city of Ualkh, the capital of Khurasan, and having put 
to death Amir Husain tin- ruler of that placo, whose sister 
ho had married, he ascended tie- throne on Wisinnsdny 
the 10th of April, 1370 A D., 12th Ilamzan, 771 A. n. Ho 
then sulslucd Kandahar. Persia, and Baghdad, and iK-cond- 
ltd bv an eitthusiastic armv, he penetrated to India, t.sik 
Dehli ion Tuesday the 17th' D.-eember, 1S»B A. D, 7th 
ltabi" 11. K01 A. it., with its immense treasures, and return- 
id to punish ltnghtlad tliat slusjk off his j oke. Tlie offend- 
ing city was given up to pillage, and SO.000 of her inhabi- 
tants put to the sword. Now master of the fairer part of 
Asia, he int. rfered, at the request of the Greek emperor, 
in the affairs of lUiaxid (Majn*ft) emperor of the Turks, 
and cummaiided him to abandon the siege of Constanti- 
nople. The message rou.*ed the indignation of Uauuid ; 
he mantled against the m w enemy, and was defeatcsl 
bv him in Phrvgin, after a buttle of 3 da> s, on Friduv the 
21st of July, 1402 A. D., Hull Zil-liijja, 80 1 A. U. U.iiarid 
fell into the hands of the emperor, and was earri.sl about 
in HKs kery in an imn cage. To th.»- conquests Taimiir 
added Kgypt and the treasures of Cairo, and then fixed 
the suit of his empire at Samirkaml, where he receives! 
the homuge of Manuel Pabeologus. emperor of Constan- 
tinople, and of Henry lit, King of Castile, by their ambas- 
sadors. Taimur was pn'paring fresh victories by the 
invasion of China, when death stopped his career on 
Wednesday the 18th of February, 1405 A. D., 17th Sha'- 
han, 807 A. 11^ in the 36th year of hi* nign, agisl 71 yeJirs, 
and was buried at Samarkand. He was the first who 
foundisi the dynasty of the Mughul em]sTora of Dehli. 
After bis death lie nteived the title of " Firdaus Makiini," 
i. " May paradise bo his place of residence." II" had 
four suria, nr., Jabangir Mina, Umar Shiikh Mirzi, 
Mirin Shah and Shahmkh >Iirxi. Tamerbino ,.n his 
death-lasi nanusi hia grandson Pir Muhamiiud son of 
Jabangir Mirzi, the universal heir of all his dominions ; 
but the contempt with whieh his will was tntaU'd after 
his death, was equal to the vene ration which had lasm 
paid to his authority during his life. The Sultan Khald, 
another of his grandsons, immediately took possession of 
the capital of Samarkand, anil proclaimed himself emperor. 
Pir Muhammad did not live long enough to assert his

He replied, " Moat 
gracious Sire, when I first became your Majesty's servant, 
this was my drcaa, and till that period, humble had bta-n 
my lot. Now that, by the grace of tiod and your ma- 
jesty's favor, I um elevated above all the nobles of the 
land, and am intrusted with the treasures of the world, 
I am fearful that my heart should be puffed up with 
vanity ; I therefore daily practice this humiliation to 
remind me of my former insignificance." Tho Sultan 
being much pleased, added to his rank, and severely re- 
primanded his slanderers.

her to him with a basket of dates, and when the girl waa 
alone with him, he stretched out his hand, and rudely 
took hold of her clothes ; upon which she looked fiercely 
at him. and said, " People call you the faithful man, but 
your behaviour to me shews you are a periidious one." 
But this story is most probably one of those calumnies 
against Muhammad, which were invented and found favour 
during the Middle Ages. After the diath of her husliand, 
she opposed the succession of Ali, and had several bloody 
battles with him ; although violent, her character was 
respected, and when taken prisoner by All. she was dis- 
missed without injury. She was called prophetess and 
mother of the faithful. She died aged 07 in the year 
678 A. 1)., 68 A. H. Her brother Abdur Rahman, 'one 
of the four who stood out against frsjd'l inauguration, 
di'il the same year. There ia a tradition that 'Ayosha 
was murdered by the direction of ILVkwfc I, and the 
following particulars are recorded. 'Ayesha having reso- 
lutely and insultingly refused to engage her allegiance 
to Wild, Mu'awia invited her to an entertainment, where 
he had prepared a very deep well or pit in that part of 
the chamber reserved for her reception, and had the mouth 
of it deceptively covered over with leaves and straw. 
A cluiir was then placed upon the fatal spot, and 'Ayeaha, 
on being conducted to her seat, inntantly sank into eternal 
night, and the mouth of the pit waa immediately covered 
with stones and mortar. There is, however, no trust- 
worthy authority in support of this story.

On the news of his grandfather's death, 
leaving hia own son Farrukhsiar (afterwards emperor) to 
superintend tho affairs of that country, he came to Agra, 
and was present in the battle which took place between 
his father and his uncle 'Axim Shah in June 1707, A. D„ 
1119 A. H. He was slain in tho battle which ensued 
after hia father's death between Jah&ndar Shah and hia 
other brothers in the month of February 1712, O. 8., 
Muharram 1124.

The descendanta of 'All from tho dmth ot Al- 
MuMa ali Billah A. U. 1101, had become pupp-U in tho 
hands of their waxir or Amir-ul-Jayuah (m^iienJissuno), 
who wielded all the regal authority of tho sUto : two 
Amirs, Rargam and Shawar, had eont^ted in anna : this 
high dignity ; and the Utter, defeated and expelled from 
Egypt, sought refuge and aid from Niir-uddin styled 
alilik-ul-'Adil Nur-uddin Mahmud, the celebraUHl rulor 
of Syria. Tho sovereign of Damascus eagerly cmbnie.4 
the opportunity of obtaining a footing in Egypt, and in 
1163 A. P., 658 A. H-, despatched a force under Aattd-ud- 
din Shirakoh (tho brother of Aiyub) and hia nephew 
Balah-uddln to reinstate Shawar ; whwte rival tilled in 
tho Christians of Palestine to his support: but ero 
Amauri (the brother and sucoeaeor of Baldwin III) 
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Bargam had bora overpower*! and »lain 
by Shirukob, who replaod Shiwar in his former power. 
But Shiwar, faithless alike to friend and foe, now entered 
into arrangement* with the Franks in order to elude tho 
fulfilment of his engagement* with Nur-uddin ; and 
Shirakoh. after maintaining himself for some time in 
Bclbe* against the joint forces of Jerusalem and Egypt, 
was compelled to enter into a convention with Amauri 
and evacuate the country. Hut he was soon recalled by 
Shiwar to deliver him from the verurcamce of his new 
allies to whom he had proved as pa rndious as to those of 
his own faith ; Cairo was closely besi. g< d by the Franks, 
and the Fatimite khalif 'Arid le-din-iiUah sent the hair of 
his women, the extreme symbol of Oriental dutri"**, to im- 
plore the succour of Nur-uddin (1108 A. 1).). Shirakoh 
•gain entered Egypt with an army, forced Amauri to 
retreat, and after beheading the double traitor .Shawar, 
installed himself in the twofold office of wazir to the 
Fatimite khalif. and lieutenant of Egypt in the name of 
Nur-uddin ; but dying the sarnie year, was succeeded in 
his dignities by hi- famous nephew Silah-uddin. who 
after tlie death of Nur-uddin in May, 1173 A. P.. Shaw- 
wul, 469 A. H-, became the w-le miller of Egypt and 
.Syria. Tho khalif 'Arid di.d in 1171 A. P.. 607 A. II., 
and the name of the Abbanide khalif Mustaii waa sub- 
ttituta-d in tho public prayers till the death of Nur-uddin.

•Azim on Monday tho 18th of May, 1502 A. P., 12th 
Ramxan, 069 A. H . in a mom adjoining to that occupied 
by the emperor. Adham Khan waa immediately bound 
hand and foot, by older of tho emperor, and thrown 
down headlong from a window of the court at Agra, where 
this circumstance had taken place, and crushed to death.

K6k„ or Kokaltish. was the son of 'Azim Khin or Khin 
'Aziin. Ho was calbd Koka or Kokaltish on account of 
his being foster-brother and playmate of Akbar ; for hi* 
mother whose name was Jiji Begum, wa» Akbar's wet- 
nurse. He was one of the lsst generals of the emperor, 
who, in the ICth year of his reign conferred on him the 
title of 'Azim Khan.

on hoard a Teasel, and on the 13th of March, 1594 O. S., 
1st Hajab, 1002 A. II., set sail for H<jax without leave 
or notice. In a short time, however, he found his situa- 
tion irksome in that country, and returned to India, wh. ro 
he made his submission, and was restored at once to hi* 
former place in the emperor'* favor and confidence. He 
died at Ahm:<dat«d liujiat in the 10th yeur of tho reign 
of Jahangir 1014 A P-, 1033 A. li. His remains were 
transported to Dehli and buried close to his father's mau- 
soleum, where a splendid monument was erected over hi* 
tomb all of marble. It consists of 04 pillars, and is called 
by the people " Chaunaa'lh Khambh." 

'Azim Khan, vu^- ft*, title of Mir Muhammad Bikir, 
the brother of 'A*af Khan Jafar Iteg.

of lradat Khan. In the first year of Shah Jahin. 1628

bad. Gujrit and latterlv of Jaunpiir, where he died in 
1649 A. P., 1050 A. H.. aged 76 lunar years, and wa» 
buried there.

Daring cloven years 
he fought several battles with I hi* Tartar and l"»lxik 
prin< i -v hut was at hut obliged to leave hi» country and 
fly toward* Kal'ul. which place he conquered, without 
opposition, together with Kandahar and Badakludian. 
lie reigned for 22 year* over thorn countries before his 
conquest of India, lie then proceeded to Hindustan, 
•lew Ibrahim Hiuvtin Lodi, the Puthin king of Dehli, 
in a battle at Panipat on Friday the 20th of April 152G. 
A. 1).. 7th lUjab, 932 A. II , and became the founder of 
the Mughal dynasty of India which ended in 1867- 
Bnhar wrote his own life in the Turkish language, called 
'• Tiisak Balari" with auch elegance and truth, that the 
performance is universally ndmind. It was transUtod in 
the reign of his gnuid-un Akbar, by Abdul kahini Khin, 
KhtoMllnfa into Persian, and recently into English from 
the .laghatai Turki, by J. I^cyden.

Mian Manju by this time, having over- 
count his rivals, repented of his offers, and prepared to 
oppose the prince Having committed the city to the 
charge of Nasir Khan his deputy, and the care of Chand 
Bibi, great aunt to Sultan Bahadur, he departed to raiso 
levies, and implore the assistance of Kutb Shah of G61- 
kanda and 'Add Shah of Bijipur. Sultan Murad besciged 
Ahmadnagar, on the 16th of December 1595 O. S., 23rd 
liabi II, 1004 A. II., which was gallantly defended. 
Breach.-* were made, but were immediately repaired by 
tho heroic conduct of Chand Bibt, who covering herwlf 
with a nttj headed the troops.

Baha-uddin Muhammad, ^ ^r> 

Jalal or Jalil (Shaikhl of 'Amil. Thii person is men- 
tioned hj- H. M. KHiot, Ksq., in hi* "Historians of 
India,'' and appeur* to be the same with the prociding. 
Ho was a Persian mathematician, guy* he. and livid in 
the reign of Shah 'Abba* the Urri«t. He was cclebrut«-d 
among hi. countrymen for a supposisl peculiar power 
which ho poMftwil ovrr themngi and writers of talismans, 
and wa* one of the most pious devotees of hi* time. Hi* 
work* on various subjects are much n-.ul in Persia, par- 
ticularly one cntithd " KashkAl" or the Beggar's Wallet, 
being an universal miscellany of literature. The " Ja'nia'

day the 1st of March 1.1S9 A. 1)., 2nd llubf I, 71»1 A. 11., 
and wus buried at Bukhara. 

Baha-uddin Nakshband (8haikh,) c*^' \> 

> a celebrated saint and the founder of an Order of 

Sufis, distinguished by the title of XakshUndi. He is the 
author of the '• H.iiat Nnimi," an esteemed moral jioom. 
He died at H.rafa in Persia U53 A. 1)., 857 A. II. Ho 
appears also to lie the author of a work on Siifiism calltfl 
» Dalfl-ul-'Ashikin." 

Baha-uddin 8am, f 1 - V. *<m of Ghayaa-uddfa 

Mahmud, king of Ghor and Gharni. He soeiwdcd hi* 
father in 1210 A. 1)..

nddin Mauliwi itumi. He flourishi-d and enjoyed distin- 
guished honors in the time of Sultan Muhammai sunumed 
, Kulb-uddin of khwarizm. He was an enthusiastic fol- 
lower of the doi trine of the Sufis, and became so ccle-

of the .SxxnnLin race, was the son of HurmUl (Hormisdiis) 
whom ho succeeded to the Persian throne in tho year '273 
A. D. He was a mild and munificent prince., and much 
beloved by his subjccta. The most remarkable (tt of 
his reign was. the execution of the celebrated Mini 
(Manij the founder of the sect of the Manich'cans, VUt 
Mini, llahrsm nigmsl only llinx' years and three months, 
after which he h ft the crown to his son llahiim II, about 
the y.ar 27fi A. 1). 

Bahram II, f»!/rS (some authors term him the fourth of 
that name), M the son of lLihrim I, whom he sui-eeeded 
to the i rown of Persia in 27t> A. II. He reigned 17 yarn, 
and utter hi* demise, was succeeded by his son Bahram 
III, about the year '293 A. D. 

Bahram III, j*l/t J > succeeded his father Uahrfim II to the 
Persian throne about the year 293 A. I>., reigned only 
four uioutha, and wan succeeded by his brother, Xarsi, 
or Nam* 

Bahram IV, {{ftil the twelfth king of Persia of the Saaa- 
niaji rare, succeeded his brother Shahptir (Saporcs) aliout 
the year 31*0 A. I>., and is distinguished from other 
prince* of the same name, by his title of Kimuuwhah, 
whieh ho received from having, during the reign of his 
brother, lilbd the station of ruler of the provime of Kir- 
min : and he has perpetuated it by founding the city of 
Kinninshih. He reigned, according to some nivnunta, I 
eleven years : and to others fifteen. He was killed by 
an arrow when endeavouring to quell a tumult in his 
army, anil was succeeded by Vcxdijurd 1, who is called 
Isdigcrdcs by the Ureck authors. 

Bahram V, flrtrfi (or Varanes V.) the fourteenth king of 
Persia of the Saaanian dynasty, who is known, in Persian 
history, by the name of liuhram tier. He was the -on of 
Yemlijard I, whom he sueec. ded to the throne of Persia 
In 420 A, I>. The wonl Oct signifies a wild ass : an 
animal to the chase of whieh this monarch was de voted ; 
and it was in pursuit of one of thine that he liwt his life; 
having suddenly e..ute upon a dei p pool, into which his 
horse plunged, and neither the aniui.il nor his royal rider 
were ever seen again. The first rhythmical compoeition 
in the Persian language is rvcorded to have la i n the pro- 
duction of Bahrain and his mistress Diliram. Itihram 
visited India, was ronti-mponiry with llii-odosiu* the , 
emperor of Constantinople, and ruled Persia eighteen years. 
U.' died in 43b A. IX, and was succeeded by his »o' Vex- 
dijard 11. 

Bahram, (*L"t J > »n author who wrote the History of tho 
Partis of Bombay in 1599 A. IX, entitled Kissai Sanjan. 

Bahram Chobin, vii?^ fUt 1 / 0T Jovian, a general of 
Hurmtu III. king of Persia, whom he deposed ; ha reigned 
eight months about the year 5«.I0 A. 1>. IVrfr Uurmus III. | 

Bahram Mirza, Lir* fWt kb of shah Saaulil Kafuwi. 
He was a good poet and died in the prime of youth in 
1640 A. D., 967 A. H. 

Bahram Saqqa, (*lrr?» a ]**'*, was of Turkish extrac- 

tion and lielonged to tho Davit tribe. It is said that the 
prophet Khizr appeared to him, and a divine light filled 
him.

friend. Aft. r the d-ath of Ktih-nllsh Khan, he was raised 
to the post of Mir ltukhahi or chief pas master by the 
emperor in 1692 A. D., 1103 A. It , and died fa tho 
I>akbun on Uie 17th October, 1703 0. S., 4th Jumida II, 
1114 A. H. lie was buried at his otvn ri-<|iiest in a small 
Umib nt llahadurgnrb. Ho was suecetdid in hi* OflW 
by ZulflUr Khan Nasrat .lung, who notwithstanding this 
appointment continued in the i - auiuuid of the army 
against the Marhaltas in the Dulli.ui.

IM A. 11. In Knglish Histories he is ealtixl Itatu. In 
1235, at the hoad «f half a million of Kept, hak Mongols, he 
conquered the east of Ku»sia, destroying liiaian, Mosiow, 
Vlaudimrr and other towns. 

Baikara Mirza (Sultan), Lr*i'^ o 1 ^, the son of 

Ulnar Shaikh Mir/i, the sei ond son of Amir Taimur. UJi- 
kara Bueci-odcd his brother as governor of Persia in l.'trtl 
A. 1>., 706 A. II. His eldest brother, Pir Muhammad Jahan- 
gir wits sluiii in 1 UK A. D., Su.H A. H. Hiikaru Mir/a was 
slain by his uncle Uhihrukh Mima in 1416 A. It., 819 
A. II., he left a son named 3Iansur, who Iweamv the fi'.h-jr 
of Sultin Husain Mir/i, sumitmid Abii'l Oliijf Uahidur. 

Baihaki, t^rH. surnamcd Abu'l Fatl, and whose proper 
name is Abu li.ikr Ahmad, was the son of Husain Rvihakf. 
He is tho author of the works in Arabic call, si "Smftin 
Knbra arid Smchra." and of one entitled ' Slu'b-ul- 
Iman." Ho died in the year InfiO A. I* , I3S A H 
His collection of Traditions is also of the highest au- 
thority.

Bairam Khan. ^ Cb*, *»yl.d Khin Khinin, or Lord 
of lords, was one of the most distinguished officers of tho 
Mughal court. He was a Turkman and descended from a 
line of ancestors who served for many generations in tho 
family of Taimur. Itairim ocrom[K»nii^l the emperor 
Uumiyun Lorn Penii to India, and on tho ueoossioa of 
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hi* son Akbar, ho w»a honored with tho titlo of Khin 
i and tho office of prime minuter ; and had tho 
• civil mid militurv powers vestisl in his hands. Whi n 
Akbar in 1-joS A. I>.. ilft.5 A, IF. thought h<' was capable 
of acting fur himself, he di.imi.tH.ii ISairam Khan from the 
wiiarat. Bairim at first had recourse to rebellion, but 
being uiuuiTi s»ful, was compelled ti> throw himself on the 
cli-meni y of his sovereign, who not only pardom d him, 
but assigned to him a pension of 50.000 nrpOW annually 
for his support. lJairiim soon after took leave of the em- 
peror with th« design of making n pilgrimage to Men*, 
and had proceeded lotJujriit in older to ' , mbark for Meet a, 
but was slain by one Mubarik Khun Lnhum, whose father 
Bairam Khan had slain in battle with his own hand 
during the reign of the emperor Humiviin. This event 
took plu. e on Friday the 31st of January] t.iul A. I> , Uth 
Jumida 1.

*• Ni/.'nnut Tawankh," but the author of this work is aaid 
by otheis to be Abu Sa'id Fiai/awi, which see. 

Baisanghar (Mirra), bj", son of Mini Shah- 

rukh, the son of Amir Taimur. He was a learned and 
noble prince, a great protector of letters and learned 
men.

Baiazid (Sultan), * J .j>S>. J^. There ia a cenotaph 
at f'hntigaoii. called the ILauza of Sultan BiUam'd. It 
is rt lated that he w..s l*rn at Bustani in Khurasan, of which 
country he was kim;: but abandoning regal pomp and 
care* for the tranquillity of the ascetic life, be iame with 
twelve uttending A\m spies to Chatigion. TTieir arrival 
was pretDptijr oj.postd by the king of the fairies and the 
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attendant genii, who dc*ircd them forthwith to depart. 
Sultan Biiaxid, with feigned humility, entreated to be 
allowed to remain that night and to oceu py only aa much 
ground as could be illumed by a single bunp, called in 
Bengali, eha»i or chat ; on obtaining their consent, he 
kindled from hi - urine a lamp of such radiance, that its 
light extended to Til X*»f, u distance of 120 miles, and 
scorched the terrified genii, who Aid from it* flame in dis- 
may. In commemuration of this event, the plactt was 
turned Chat igram, in common parlance, ("hatgaon. signi- 
fying the village of the lamp. This insult and breach of 
confidence, led to implacable war on the part of the genii, 
whom Sultan Baiaxid. in various conflicts, drove from the 
field , and in his strenuous exertions dropped a ring when 
the cenotaph now stands — his Karanphi'il, or oar-ring, fell 
in the river, which thence m» named the " Koran phuli ;" 
and a sankh, or shell, dropped from his hand, into the 
other stream, from which it derived the name of San- 
khauti. Sultan Bniaxid then become a Gurehcla (i. ,., did 
penance in tlie tomb) for 12 years : after endowing it with 
lands to keep it in repair and defray the cxpciiac* of pil- 
grims and the twelve disciples, he proceeded to Makun- 
pur, and waa succeeded by his dbsiple Shalt — who in the 
hope of an eternal reward, performed the penance uf 
standing fur 12 years on one leg, after which he also pro- 
reeded to Makanpur ; leaving the cenotaph under the 
charge of Shah l'ir, an attending dwiple of Baiorid. 
This place wan therefore in after ages held in great repute, 
and visited by numerous pilgrims from distant parts. It 
ia situated on a hill, ascended by u flight nf steps, inclosed 
by a wall about 3D feet square and 1.5 high, with mitred 
battlement*, anil a pillar rising two feet above them at 
•<ach angle, similar to the buildings of the time of Akhar. 
tin tomb, nbout 1 2 feet by 9, is in the centre of the area, 
with some shells and ■.•orals deposited nt its bond.

Chandar Bhan, L.'**r? iv'r'j* 1 ^', a Brahman of Patj- 
al.t. wcll-vcrscd in the rersian lxnguagis was employed as 
a Miiushi in the service of the prince l>ira Shikoh, the 
eldest son of the eni|wn.r Sliali Jahiin. He is the author

I, of Rijapur. After the death of her husband in 1680 
A. V.. OSS A If., she had been queen and downger-rcgent 
of the neighlwuring kingdom of Bijipur during the mi- 
nority of her nephew Ibrahim 'Adil Shah II. and was one 
of the most able |«liticians of her day. The Mughals 
under prince Murad, the son of Akbar. proceeded in 
November. 16% A. 1> . Rabf II, 1004 A. H„ and bisxieged 
Ahmadnagnr for some months, while <'hand Sultina do- 
hnded tlie place with masculine nsuilution. At the same 
time there being a scarcity of provisions in the Mughal 
cnniji, the prince and Khan-Khanan thought it advisable 
to enter into a treaty with the besieged.

He was 
born in Hit A. I).. 64» A. U., and at the age e.f 13 he 
began to reign, hot the conspiracies of his subjects obliged 
him to lly f..r safety to Avant Khiin. a Tartar prime, whom 
he supported on hi* throne, ami whose daughter he mar- 
ried. These wire not binding, Avant Khin joimsl 
against Change*, who t«>ok signal vengeance on his 
enemies, and lifter almost unexampled vicissitude*, he ob- 
tained, at the age of 4'.', a complete vic tory over all those 
who h'id endeavoured to effect his ruin, and received from 
the Khun* of Tartary the title of Khakin in 1206 A. LI,, 
Ml A. II.. and wa» declared emperor of Tartary.

Substouentlv 
he mnirred the displmsure of Tip,', S„] tl in, who cliuim d 
him like a wild beast to the walls of bis dimg.t,n» in 
Berangupatain, from which " durance vile" be hud Is en 
liberutctl by the English soldiers after the taking of 
Serungspatam. He now threatened Mysore with fl.OGO 
cavalry. The Government of Mudrns instructed Colonel 
Wi lb-slcy to pursue him wherever he could hi< found and 
to hang him on the first tree. His subjugation and sub- 
sequent death (in 1800) with the extirpation of his formi- 
dable band of freo-twoterH, relieved the English Govern- 
ment from an e-nemy, who, though bv no means tonal to 
Hydar and Tipu, might eventually have afforded consi- 
derable annovanre.

In the year 1398 A. R, 80 1 A. H., Jlah- 
mud 8hah. king of Dehli, being driven from his throne 
by Amir Taimur (Tamerlane,) made his escape' to tiujrit, 
and then to Malwa. where' he remained thres' vi ars, after 
which, in 1401 A. D„ 804 A. U., he, at the' instance of 
the Dchli nobles, quitted MaUwa, in order to resume the 
reins of his own gove-rnment. Hiliwar Khan shortly af. 
terwarda assumed royalty and divided his kingdom into 
•states among his officers whom he ennobled. Hihiwar 
Khan em assuming independence took up his residence

mud and his mm Kimran from Kabul. Azim Khan in 
tho iirst instance offered the vacant throne to Shah Shu- 
jaV. but offended by some pirsonal slight, withdraw his 
support, and placed iu his room. Aivuh. a brother of 
Shah Shujaa', who was content to lake the trapping* with 
the power of royalty. On Azim Khan's death, his bro- 
thers dissatisfied with their position coiupired against his 
son, HabiVullah Khan, and s. izing his jn-raon, by threat! 
of blowing him from a irun. induced his mother to deliver 
up the residue of Azim Khan's immense wealth. Ai- 
yub's son was killed in these disputes, , in <l he huiiiilf, 
alarmed by these scem^ of violence, fled to Uhor. Dost 
Muhammad Khan, the most talented of the brothers, then 
took possession of the throne and became rfr farto king of 
Kabul.

put*. Dalpat Bah was a man of uncommonly tine ap- 
pearance, and this addt4 to the oMcbrity of hi* father'* 
name and extent of hi* dominion*, made Durgawati a* 
di^irou* )oi himself for the union, but he wua by hi-r 
given to understand, that she must be relinquished or 
taken by force, since the difference of caste would of itself 
be otherwise an insurmountable obstacle. He marched 
with all his troops he could assemble, met those of her 
father and his rival, — gained a victory and brought off 
Durgawati as the prire to the fort of Singnlsjurh. Dal- 
pat Sab. died four year* after the ir marriage, b nving a son 
named Dir Narayan about thn-c years of age. and his 
widow a* regent during his minority. Asaf Khin. the 
imperial viceroy at Kara Manikpuron the Ganges in the 
province of Allahabad, invited by the prosj» it of appro- 
priating so fine a country and so much wealth as she was 
reputed to ]»><w»s, invaded her dominions iu the year 
lifil A.D.. at the head of 6,000 cavalry and 12,000 weUdis- 
cipUned infantry, with a train of artillery. He was met 
by the queen at the head of her tnio|He. and an action 
took place' in which she was defeat, d. She re ceived a 
wound from an arrow in the eye ; anil her only son, thm 
about 18 years of age. wa* severely wounded and taken 
to the rear' At this mome nt she received another arrow 
in the nock ; and si-cing her troops give way and thu 
enemy closing around her, she snatched a dagger from 
the driver of her elephant, and plunged it in her own 
bosom. Her son was taken off the field, and was, UO- 
pereeiviel by the enemy, conveyed bark to the palace at 
Chunigvrh, to which Asaf Khan returned immediately 
lifter his victory and laid siege. The; young prince wa* 
killed in the siege ; and the wom«'n set fire to the place 
under the apprehension of suffering dishonor if they fell 
alive into the hands of the enemy. Two females are said 
to have escaped, the sister of the queen, and a young 
princes* who had been betrothed to the young prime 
Bir Xarayan ; and these two are said to have l.i- ri sent 
to the emperor Akhar. Iu this district of Jabbalpur, the 
marble rocks and the palace called Madon Mahal is worth 
seeing. There is some dogged rhyme about this palace 
which i» not generally known, though of some interest. 
This building stands on a single granite boulde r, and was 
construe-tcd bv the Gond princess Rani Durgawati, at the 
time of the Muhammadan invasion of Central India. 
Years after the cession of the country to the British, a 
wag of * Pandit wrote on the entrance door of thu palac 
the following line* : 

Modan Mahal U chhain m6, 
Do tangon ke bich, 
Gara nau lakh rupi, 
Aursonekadoiot. 

Translation — 

In the shade of Madan Mahal 

There are buried nine lakh* of rupees 
And two brick* of gold. 

It did not take long for the new* of the appearance of 
this writing on the door to spread abroad, and the very 
person to fall a dupe to the Pandit's trick wa* Captain 
Wheatley, at that time a Political Assistant at Jabalpur. 
He mustered some peon* and lalKircrs. and having pro- 
ceeded to the spot, commenced digging for the treasure 
on the; part of Govomnwnl. The native lady, in whose 
possession was the village lands on which the palace stood, 
came rushing down to the Agent to the Governor-General 
and represented that she Wa* being plundered of her 
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treasure by Captain Wheatley. " FagH," replied Sir Win. 
~' w.man, " hi; is as mad as you arc ; the Pandit would not 



have divulged the seen* won- it of much value.'' Many 
years have since elapsed, and many others not possessed

Faridun, U|*Jr*, an ancient king of I'ersia, the sou of 
Abtln, an immediate descendant of Tahinurs, king of 
Persia. He had escaped, it i« said in a miraculous manner, 
from Zohsk, when that prince had seised and murdered 
his father. At the age of lfi hn joined Kawn or Giwa, 
a blacksmith, who had collected a large body of his coun- 
trymen : these fought with enthusiasm under the standard 
of the blacksmith's apron, which was afterwards convert- 
ed into the royal standard of Persia, called the Durafsh 
Klwiai. Zohak, after numerous defeats, was made pri- 
soner, and put to a slow and painful death. Faridun, 
who was a very just and virtuous king, had three, sons, 
tit. : Salm, Tur, and Erij. among whom ho divided his 
kingdom ; but the two elder, displeased that Persia, 
the fairest of lands and the sent of royalty, ahould have 
been given to Erij their junior, combined to effect his 
ruin, and at last slew him, anil sent his head to Faridun. 
The old man fainted at the sight, and when ho recovered, 
he called upon Heaven to punish the base perpetrators of 
so unnatural and cruel a detsl. The daughter of Erij 
waa married to the nephew of Faridun, and their young 
son Manijchehr proved the image of his grandfather. 
When he attained manhood, the old king made every 
preparation to enable him to revenge the blood of Krij. 
A war commenced ; and in the first battle Salm and Tur 
both slain. Fareidiin soon iifti-rwnrds died, and was

J5il-hijja. 1124 A. II. The former Amir-ul- 1'mni Zulhkar 
Khin and manv other nobles and dependants of the late 
emperor were 'put to death by the bow-string and "thtr 
punishment*. ltaja Subh. hand, Diwan to the l .t- Amir- 
ul-Umri, bad hi* tongue cut out: Assiit-uddiu, son of Ja- 
haudir Shah. "Ali Tabir, the son of 'Azim Shah, and 
Humayun Bukht, younger brother to Farrukh-siyar were 
deprived of their night by a red hot iron drawn over their 
eyes. On Farrukh-siyar'* accession, Alsiullah Kh&n. the 
eldi«t brother, was made Waair with the title of Kutb-ul- 
Mulk. and Husain Ali Khan raised to the rank of Amir- 
ul-Umni (Commander-in-Chief) which was the *ee ond in 
the Stato.

The 
performance wits universally nsad and admired, and it was 
not long la'forc hii4 fame rca* h.sl tho cars of tin- Sultan, 
who itultiediat. lv invited Iiini to his court. It U related 
that wlun Firdausi. on the invitation of the Sultan, 
reached the capital of (ihatui, lie happened to puss a pub- 
lie garden where the tim e royal porta. l/nsari. Asjsdi and 
Farrukhi were enjoying themselves. The poota olwerved 
him appmai h and at once Mgritd that if the strangrr 
chanced to have any taste for poetry, which they int. nd. d 
to put to le«t, he should 1m.' a.lmitt.d to their friendship, 
and in order to deride as t*> Jiis meiits they settled among 
themselves to r> prat each in his tnm u hemistich, and 
have to Firdausi to complete the fourth, hut at the name 
Uoip satish.sl in their own wind*, that there was no other 
word in th" 1'. rsian language that would rhyme with the 
three, which they had taken rare to pro-occupy. Firdausi 
oining them and hearing the pr.jpo.sJ, promised to exert 
lis powers.

If never »o mu. h 
honored us when Firdausi «, t hU foot at tihami ; be waa 
never more proud, than that Firdausi was hv Ins com- 
mand. com]»»ing. in hit fuulth-s* vcree, a hiatory of the 
moiumha of r. rsin, his predceewu.ra Xo reward then 
app. ai.-d to him too great to offer, to induce th* poet to 

undertake th.- tusk, no promises t plendid to excite 

"Write. unc^ualhal one," med he, " and for every 
thousand niupt.t* a thousand piis-cs rj f gold (.hall 
thine." Firdausi (toyed, hut resolved to urocpt no re- 
ward till he had cn,„pl,t.,| the w..rk he had undertaken, 
und for thirty yearn he studi.si and laboured that hia poem 
might l.e worthy of eternal fame. In this he succ.sd.sl, 
and pres. ntid nuel. g: 4 nt copy of bis book to Mahmtid. but 
the patience of the Miltan was exhausted, his enthusiasm 
was gone, his lil-rality had faded »wav, and when the 
60,IHN> couplets of the Shahnamn was ended, there «» a 
pause, which brought to the poet disappointment and to 
tho monarch such everlasting disgrace as bus oblit. ratal 
all his triumphs. Muhmud nseicd the Isjok, coldly ap- 

plaud.sl hi - diii.'e • and dismiso.il him. Many months 

elapsed, and Firdausi heard no more of his work : he then 
took ociuaion to remind the king of it by the fullowuig 
epigram :

ment, Firdausi having thus prepar.il his vengeance, 
quitted the curt and »a» safely arriv.si in Mazandarin 
where news reached him that his lines had fully answered 
the purpose he had intend, d tin y should do. Mahmud had 
heard and trembbsi, arid too late discovered that hv had 
ruined his own reputation for ever. After his satire had 
boss raid by Mahmud. the poet feared to remain too long 
in one place : he wiught shelter in the court of the Kliulif 
of Itushdivl in whose honor he add. d a 1000 coupleU to 
tho Shihnaina. and who rcward.-d him with <M>,ooo gold 
dinars which had lss n withheld by Mahmud.

turer. The Jata are a stalwart and brave race, and showed 
what they could do under hia leadership, but when left 
to themselves they are so divided by factions, that 
Human* has always fallen an easy prey to every ad- 
venturer who has taken it into his head to subdue it. 
Thus it was overrun by the Marhattas, under Messrs. 
Louis and Perron, by the Bohillas under Amir Khan, and 
another loader, and finally by tho British. George Thomas 
came out to India as a common seaman, and having de*er. 
ted his ship, first took service with Madho Itao Scindhia 
about the year 1770 A. D. Tho famous Begum of Sir- 
dharta waa then in the smith of her power, and ho left 
Scindhia to serve her. and shortly after, having collected a 
bisly of men, ho left her, and marched down to Humana, 
and in no time carved out a kingdom for himself. Ho 
made the city of Uanai his capital and built a strong fort 
in it. He built another fort about 20 miles to the south 
of tho town of Rohtak, and called it after his own Chris- 
tian name Goorgegarh, era* the natives call Jahajgarh. 
After a few vcara the Marhattas under Mens. Louis 
invadod his 'territories. He hastened to givo them 
battlo, and throwing himself into tho small fort of Jahaj- 
garh, ho fought them for three days, though his fnrco 
was infinitely smaller than theirs.

Haflz Halwai, iS f J^ ^*^,n confectioner and poet of Hirat 
who flourished in the reign of Shahrukh Mirza. tho son of 
Amir Taimnr about the year 1430 A. ]>., 834 A. H. 

Hafiz, Khwaja, •V.j-*, whose proper 

Khams-uddin Muhammad, was the most elegant 
poet of Persia. He was born at Shiraz in the 
tho Muzaflariang, and was living at tho time whi 
Taimur (Tamerlane) defeated Shah Manstir the last 
Sultan of that dynasty. The language- of Hafts has been 
styled among the Musalman*, " Lisan-ul-tihaib," the lan- 
guage of mystery. From his frequent celebration of love 
and wine in his odes he has not improperly been deno- 
minated, by some Orientalists, the Anscreon of Persia. 
He died in 1389 A. D-, 971 A. H. at Shiraz, where hi* 
tomb is yet to be seen at a place called Musallo, and 
is visited as a sacred spot by pilgrims of all ng.» After 
his death a collection of 669 of his odes was made b> 
Sayyad Hasten Anwar, entitled " Diwan Hafiz." A few 
of his poems may be understood in a lit" nil sense ; hut 
in general they ore figurative, and allude to the Sufi 
doctrines ; most of them havo been at different times 
translated into some of the European languages. At the 
head of tho English translators, stand Sir W. Jones, 
Messrs. Richardson and Carlyle. There have been two 
aian poets of the name of Hafiz, one of them 
Halwai, that is to say, the confectioner, who 
in tho reign of Bultin Shahrukh. the son of Tamer- 
and the other was named Ajan Kumt. Many a»al- 
ous admirers of Hafiz insist, that by wine he invariably 
means devotion ; and they have gone so far us to compose 
a dictionary of words in the language, as they call it, of 
the Sufis : in that vocabulary, sleep is explained by mt- 
dilution on tho divine perfections, and perfume by kopr 
of tho divine favor ; gales are illapses of grace ; kit** and 
embrace*, the raptures of piety; idolaters, infidtli, and 
libertintt, are men of tho purest religion, and their idol 
is the Creator himself; the tavern is a retired oratory, 
and its kttprr, a sage instructor ; keauty denotes the per- 
fection of tho Supreme Being ; tresses are the expansion 
of his glory ; lips tho hidden mysteries of his essence , 
down on tho choek, tho world of spirits, who encircle his 
throne ; and a black mole, the ]>oint of indivisible unity , 
lastly, wantonness, mirth, and inebriety, mvun religious 
ardour and abstraction from all terrestrial thought* 

Haflz Muhammad, author of the "Hawt BagMr." 
Hafiz Bahmat Khan, J*> **K a celebrated 

Rohila chief. He joined his countrymen during the 
administration of 'Ali Muhammad Khan, who advanced 
him to an important station, and Pflfhhit and llareily 
were given to him and Mnrudabad to another chief named 
D&nde Khan. Having attained his office, by military 
ability and genius, ho at length wholly sur»-mdid the 
authority of Ss'd-ullah Khan, tho son of 'Ali Muhammad 
Khan, and was advanced to the supremo administration of 
affairs. He tailed in his engagement to pay forty lacs of 
rupees to Nawab Bhuja-uddaula of Audh for the protec- 
tion of his country from the ravages of the Marha{tas, 
was killed in a battle fought by tho nawiib by the aasis- 
Of the English on the 23rd April, 1774 A. D- 10th 
1188 A. H. His life is translated by Mr. Elliott.

Hamza 
Mini, regent of the empire This prince, by his valour, 
extricated his weak father from all the difficulties with 
which ho was surrounded. But this gleam of good for- 
tune soon vanished. This gallant prince was stabbed by 
a harbor, in his own private apartments on the 24th of 
November, 1686 A. D., 22nd $l-bijju 994 A. H. 

Hanbal, Imam, 1 -M ak f* 1 *', or Ahmad Ibn Hanbo], the 
son of Muhammad-ibn-IIanbal, was the fourth Imam or 
founder of one of the four orthodox sects of the 8unnia 
called Hanbalitcs. This sect mado a great noise in Bagh- 
dad in tho reign of the Khalif Al-Muktadir in 929 A. D., 
317 A. H„ Merouxi chief of the sect, had asserted that 
God had placed Muhammad on his throne, which asser- 
tion he founded upon the passage of the Kuran : "Thy 
Dord shall soon give thee a considerable place or station." 
All the other sects of the Muanlmin* regard the explica- 
tion of the Hanbalitcs as a shocking impiety. They 
maintain that this 4 nmtderatlt plate »r nation,' was 
the post or quality of a mediator, which they affirm to 



belong to thnr prophet. This dispute passed from the 
schools to the public assemblies. At length they came 
trom words to blows which cost the Uvea of several 
thousand.. In the year 935 A. D., 823 A. U„ the. 
HaiitwJitos become so insolent, that thev marched in arms 
on the city of Baghdad, and plundered the .hops on 
pretence that wine was drunk in them. Ahmad was a 
traditionist of tho first class, and composed a collection 
of authenticated traditions called " Maanad" more copious 
than those any other |>erson had till then been able t« 
form : it is said that ho knew by-heart one million of 
those traditions. He wjs bom in the year 780 A D

Imim Hanbal, Imim Shifa'i and 
Imfm Milik, from who m are derived the various Codes of 
Muhammadon Jurisprudence. He was one of the most 
celebrated doctors of the Musalmans, and chief of tho 
sect of Hanffites ; and though his sect is the principal of 
the four which they now indifferently follow, he was ill- 
used during his lifetime, and died in the prison at Bagh- 
did 767 A. D., 150 A. H. His principal works are, tho 
'* Musnad," i. the foundation or support, wherein he 
established all the poinU of tho Muaalmin faith- a 
Treatise entitled " Filkalam," or Scholastic Divinity - 
and a Catechism called ** MmTlln 111 Mil" i. t the 
Instructor.

His life was passed in contests to esta- 
blish his authority over the territories of Baghdad, and he 
died before this object of his ambition was accomplished, 
in July 1356 A. D., Rajab, 791 A. U. His son Sultin 
Owes Jaliyer was more fortunate : ho not only succeeded 
in completing the conquest his father hod commenced, 
but carried nis arms into Aiurbejin and Khurasan. 
Sultin Owes died in October 1374 A. D., 776 A. H., and 
loft his government to his second son Sultan Huaniu 
Jaliyer. This excellent prince, who is also alike cele- 
brated for his benevolence and love of justice, lost his life 
in an action in 1382 A. D., 784 A. II., with his brother 
Ahmad, sumamcd rikini, a cruel and unjust ruler, 
whose enormities, compelled his subjects to invito Amir 
Taimur (Tamerlane) to their relief in 1393 A. D., and 
almost the whole of tho future life of Ahmad passed 
in an ineffectual struggle with that conqueror. He fled 
to Egypt for safety, and when, after the death of Taimur. 
he returned to recover his dominions, he was taken and 
put to death by Kara Yusaf, a Turkman chief in 1410

He died in tho w»y whilo 
returning from Meceu, in tho year 1170 A. P., 665 A. U. 

Hasham, .u* ^ flU, u l0 ^ of Abdul Malik, 

uud tho tenth Khalif of tho houao of Umaiya or Ummaidca, 
succeeded his brother Yazid II in 721 A. !>., 106 A. H. 
He conquered the Kbakan of Turkifttan, and made war 
against Leo III, the Isaurian. He was always attended 
by 600 camels to carry his splendid wardrobe. Ho 
died after a reign of 19 years 7 months and 11 davit in 
the year 743 A. 1)., 12.5 A. B., and was succeeded by 
Walid II, son of Veu'd 1 1. In his time lived the celebra- 
ted Majnun, tho lover of Laili. 

Hashim, f*"* t a poet who flourished at Burhanpur in the 
Dakhan in the reign of the emperor Jahangir and was a 
disciple of Shaikh Ahmad Paruk), commonly called Shaikh 
Ahmad Snrhindt. He ia the author of a Pi wan and se- 
veral other books, and was alive in 1646 A. P., 1066 A. H. 

Hashim, (****, the son of Abdul Manif, was the father of 

Abdul Muttalib. who was tho father of Abdullah and 
grandfather of Muhammad the prophet of tho Musalmttna. 
He aw i etded his father as president of tho Ka'ha, and 
raised the glory of his people to the highest pitch ; inso- 
much that tho neighbouring great men and heads of tribe*) 
made their court to him.

He was born in Jam a city of Hirat, and died there in tho 
year 1621 A. P., 927 A. H, and was buried in tho village 
of Kharjard. He was a good poet, and author of several 
works. Having finished his studies, under the patronage 
and instruction of his uncle, Hatifi, with his permission, 
secluded himself from tho world. When Shah Isma'fl 
Safwi fought the Uzbek Tartar* in Khurasan, and slew 
Shahibeg Khan their chief in 1608 A. P., 914 A. H-. he 
prevailed on our poet to quit his cell, and come to court. 
Solely ambitious of rivalling the Khamsa or fivo poem* 
of Nizami, he wrote in imitation of them his " LaU( and 
Majnun," " Khusro and Shlrin," " Haft Mannar," the 
" Taimur Noma," which is also called " Zafarnima," and 
in imitation of the Sikandar Kama, he undertook a 
heroic poem in praise of his patron, called " Fetuhat 
Shahi," which he did not live to finish. Among the nu- 
merous Persian poems on tho story of Laili and Majnun, 
that of Hatifi scums universally esteemed the simplest and 
most pathetic. 

Hatim, commonly called Hatim Tat, a famoo* 

Arabian Chief of tho tribo of Til, celebrated for hi* liber- 
ality, wisdom and valour. He flourished before the bir*h 
of Muhammad, and hi* sepulchre may still be seen at a 
little village, called Anwarz in Arabia. There is an ac- 
count of his adventures in the Romance entitled " Hitim 
Taf ' in Persian, which has also Wn translated into Urdu.

Hatim, l** 4 sumamed Al-Asamm, that is to say, the 

deaf, was a great Musalmin doctor, much-esteemed for 
his piety and doctrine.

A. P., 237 A. H. in the reign of Mutwakkil the Khalif 
of Baghdad, and waa buried at Bulkh in Khurasan his 
native country.

Kashin in Persia, who flourished in the reign of Shah 
Abbas the Great. 

Hatim, f**^* or Shih Hatim, poetical name of Shaikh 
Zahir-uddin, a poet who waa a contemporary of Wall'. 
Ho was born at Pehli in 1699 A. P., 1111 A. H., and waa 
u soldier bv profession. He gave the first impulse to 
Urdu poetrV in Pehli. In 1720 A. P., 1132 A. U., the 
Piwan of Wali was brought to Pehli and verses of it 
were on every body'* lip* : this induced him and three 
friends of hi*. Naji. Mazmun, and 'Abrii to apply them- 
selves to Rekhta poetry. Up to the time of Hatim. it 
would appear, that Indian poet* wrote in Persian. Ho 
i* the author of two Piwins in Urdu, one in imitation of

ment for life in India, and it contains a variety of personal 
and historical anecdotes, excellent olwervatinns on men 
and manners, beside* an interesting account of his travels, 
and remarks on many modern literary productions. 
A translation of this work, entitled. "Tho Life of Shaikh 
Muhammad A Li Haxfn," was made liy T. C. Balfour, 
Esquire, and published in 1830. llis father's name was 
Shaikh Abu Talib of Oilan, a descendant of Shaikh Taj- 
uddin Ibrahim, commonly called Shaikh Zahid Oflant, 
who was tho spiritual guide of Shaikh Hafi-uddfn Ardibeli.

Hcasing, Colonel John William, of Holland. He 
rami to India and was at first employed by the Nawab 
Nixani All Khan of the Dakhan in the year 1763 A. D., 
1177 A. U., and afterwards by Madho ltao Scindhia 
in 1784, after whoso death in 1794, he continued 
in the service of his nephew Danlat Itio Scindhia, by 
whom he wus appointed a Colonel in 1795, with tho com. 
mand of the fortress and e ity of Agrah. Ho died on tho

Himu, J*i*, a banian or Indian shopkeeper of the caste of 
Dhiisar, whom Salim Shah, king of Dchli, had made «u- 
| i rl a t i wi im1 of tho markets. In tho reign of Muham- 
mad Shah 'Adil, he was appointed his wazir, and intrusted 
with the whole administration of affairs. This person in 
the beginning of the reign of the empcrur Akbar laid 
siege to Agrah, and having reduced it proceeded to Dehlf 
which also surrendered, and Tardi Beg, governor of tliat 
place, who fled to Sarhind, was aeixed by Bairam Khan, 
tho minister of Akbar, and beheaded for abandoning 
Dehlf, where he might have defended himself. Hirnn 
was afterwards defeated and made prisoner in a battle 
fought at Panipnt on Thursday the 5th of November, 1556 
A. D., 2nd Mubarram. 964 A. H., and brought into the 
preface of tho long by Bairam Khan, who beggod him to 



kill the infidel with his own hand. Akbar (who was th.-n 
in his fifteenth year) in order to fulfil tho wish of his 
minister, drew his sword and touched the head of the cap- 
tive, while Bairam Khan, drawing hi. own sabre, at a 
single blow severed tho head of Uimii from his body.

Humayun, clM^ «v»ir* ^j*/! j^a> y emperor of Hin- 
dustan, aumamod Kaair-uddfn Muhammad, waa the 
eldest son of the emperor lihhar Shah, was born at Kabul 
on the night of Tuesday the 7th of March, 1506 A. P., 
4th 2>'Ka da, 913 A. H-, and his mother's namn wns 
Miham Begam. Ho succeeded his father on the throne 
at Agrah on the 26th December, 1630 A. D., 6th Jumida 
I, 937 A H, and conferred the government of Kabul, Kan- 
dahar, Ghazni, and the Punjab on his brother Mirza Ki- 
rniran, to Mini Askari he gare the government of Sarkir 
Sumbhal. to Mirni Hartdil, Sorkar Al war, and the govern- 
ment of Badakhahan to Mini Sulaimin, the son of Khan 
Mink, tho son of Sultan Muhammad, the son of Sultin 
Abu Said. Humayun was defeated the first time by Sher 
Khan (afterwards Sher Shah) in a battle fought on the 
tmik* of tho Chaunsa in ttehar on tho 26th June, 1539 
A. D., 9th Safar, 946 A. H., and the second time at Kan- 
noj on tho 17th of May, 1540 A. D., 10th Mubarnun, 
967 A. H. Tho capital no longer afforded him a place 
of refuge ; even his brothers became his enemies, and 
would not grant him shelter in their provinces. He fled 
from one place to another, subject at tune* to tho greatest 
hardships; and was at last obliged to quit the king- 
dom and seek an asylum in Persia, where he arrived in 
July, 15(4 A. I 1 -, 9/>l A. II., and waa hospitably and 
honorably entertained for some time by Shah Tahmasp 
of Persia, who assisted him with troops. During tho 
of Humayun, which extended to a period of 
,m vears, five kings ascended tho throne of Pchli, rix. 
■ Shah, his son Sulim Shah, Muhammad Shih Adilf, 
Ibrahim Khan, and Sikandar Shih. Humayun having 
overcome his brothers at Kibul and Kandahar, com- 
menced his march from the former city in the month of 
January, 1555 A. D., Safar, 962 A. H., towards India. He 
took the Panjib, and advancing towards Pchli, defeated 
Sikandar Shih on the 22nd of June, 1555 A. D., 2nd Sha- 
bin, 962 A. II., in a battle fought at Sarhind. Sikandar, 
to the mountains of Sewilik, and 



Humiyun having reached Pehli in triumph, became a 
second time emperor of Hindustan. Bairim Khin, to 
whoso valour and talent tho king was principally indebt- 
ed for his restoration, was rewarded with the first offices 
in the state with the title of Khin Khinin. The year of 
this victory was found by Bairim Khin to be contained in 
the words, " The sword of Humayun." Seven months after 
this victory, on the 21st January, 1566 A. P., aa Humiyun 
waa coming down at the time of evening prayers from the 
terrace of tho Library at Dehli, he fell headlong over the 
step*, and died on tho 25th January, 1556 A. D., 11th 
Habf L 963 A. H. The words " Alas ! my sovereign fell 
from tho terrace," contain tho year of his demise. Ho was 
buried at Gflokhari, a distance of four kos from the city 
of Shihjahinibad on the bank* of the river Jumna ; and 
a splendid monument was erected over his remains some 
year* after, by his son Akhar, who succeeded him. Hu- 
miyun died at the age of 49, after a reign of 26 years, 
including the fifteen year* of his banishment from his ca- 
pital. The foundation of his mausoleum was laid in 1665 
A. P., 973 A. II , waa superintended by Haji Begam 
mother of Akhar, and was finished in 16 veara at a cost 
of 16 lakhs of rupees.

eye* to bo put out. ascended the throne of the Dakhan. Ac- 
cording to the will of his futher, he conferred tho office of 
Wakfl-us-Saltanat on Khwaja Mahmud (iiwin, with the 
title of Halik-ut-Tajjir and the government of Hijapiir. 
He was an unjust prince and a groat tyrant, on which 
account he was sumamed " the Cruel." Ho reigned 3 
years 6 months and G days, and was murdered with one 
stroke of a heavy club on the 1st of September, 1461 A. P., 
28th Zt-Ka'da, 865 A. H., during a lit of intoxication by 
his own servants who were wearied out with his inhuman 
cruelties. He was succeeded by his son Sultin Nizim 
Shih, then only eight years of age. 

Hunain, c^ 1JV , surname of Abu Zaid 'Abdur Rahmin 
Hunain, sun of Ishik, son of Hunain, was a celebrated 
Christian physician who translated many books out of the 
Greek into Syriac and Arabic. 

Hurmui or Hurmuad I, >»>*r* ^>°r*> tho third king of 
Persia, of the Sasanian race, was the aim of Shihpur I, 
whom ho succeed ed in 272 A P. Ho is the llormiBdaa 
of the Greek authors, and is said to have resembled, both 
in person and character, his grandfather Ardisher. The 
mother of this monarch was the daughter of Mihrukh a 
petty prince, whom Ardinher had put to death, and whose 
family he had persecuted, because an astrologer had pre- 
dicted that u descendant of Mihrukh should attain the 
throne of Persia. This lady had fled to the tents of a 
shepherd where she was seen by Shihpur when hunting. 
This prince became enamoured, and married her privately. 
Hi* father Ardisher, going one day unexpectedly to hi* 
son's house saw young Hurmuz. He was greatly pleased 
with the appearance of the child and made enquiries, 
which compelled Shihpur to confess all that had happen- 
ed. _ The joy of the old king was excessive. "The pro- 
mo such alarm, is, thank God, confirmed, and a descen- 
dant of Mihrukh shall succeed to my crown." Hurmuz 
waa a virtuous prince, but reigned only one year and ten 
day*. He died about the year 273 A. D., and was suc- 
ceeded by his son Bahrain I. . 

Hurmuz or Hurmusd II, ^ tho eighth king of 
Persia of the Sasanian race. Ho succeeded his father 
KarsI about tho year 303 A P., ruled Persia seven year* 
and five months and died 310 A. D. No events of any 
consequence occurred during the reign of this prince. At 
his death he left no son : and tho kingdom was on tho 
point of being thrown into confusion, when it was de- 
clared that one of tho ladies in the harem was pregnant, 
and that there were certain indications of the embryo be- 
ing a male. 'When the child was brought forth, it wo* 
named Shihpur ; and every care was taken to give the 
young sovereign an education suited to his high duties. 

HI, cJlJ tyj*, the second son 

of Yczdigard II , succeeded his father, of whom he wns al- 
ways the favourite, 456 A P. His elder brother Fires,

a revenue of Ave lakhs of rupees. Bahlul having delivered 
over Jaunpur and its kingdom to hit own son Barbak, 
enjoined him not to deprive Husain Shah of the small 
tract to which he was confined, terming it hit family 
estate. This event took place about the year 1476 A. D., 
88 1 A. H ., and the subversion of tho Shark! dynasty may 
be dstcd frum that year. The reign of Huaain Shah 
ln.it.-d for a |*-riod of 1 B lunar years. Some rears after 
the death of Bahlol Lodi (which happened in 1489 A D„ 
894 A. H.) Husain Shah incited the prince Barbak to rise 
up against his brother Sikandar Lodi, king of Dehli, and 
wrest the government out of his hand* ; but Barbak was 
defeated in tho first action and retired to Jannpur, to 
which place he was pursued by the king. Jaunpur fell 
shortly after, and was added to the kingdom of Dehli.

This very eminent acholar and follower of S&afa'i doe- 
bines, was born at Arbela. but resided at Damascus, 
where he had filled the place of chief Kaii till tho year 
1281 A. !>., 680 A. 11., when ho was dismissed, and from 
that time till the day of his death he never went out of 
doors. He was a man of the greatest reputation for 
learning, versed in various sciences, and highly accom- 
plished ; he was n scholar, a poet, a compiler, and an his- 
torian. By his talents and writings, he merited tho hon- 
orable title of '• tho most learned man," and the ablest 
historian. His celebrated Biographical work, called tho 
Wafiat-ul-AiyAn or deaths of eminent men, is the acme 
of perfection. This work waa translated from the Arabic 
by Baron MacGucklin Do Slane, Member of the Council 
of the Asiatic: Society of Paris, &c, and published in 1 848 
A. D. This translation is a roost valuable w.irk to those 
who wish to gain a knowledge of the legal literature of 
the Muhammadans, as he has added to the text numerous 
learned noti«, replete with curious and interesting infor- 
mation relating to the Muhammadan law and lawyers.

coming into the world, as supposed, by the prayers of 
Shaikh Salim C'hiahti. a venerable Shaikh and dervish 
who resided in the village of Sikri, now called Fathapur 
Sikri. in the province of Agrah.

He rcigm-d 22 lunar years, 8 months 
and 15 days from the day of his father's demise ; and died 
in camp on Sunday the 28th of October. 1627, A. D , -jsth 
Safar, 1037 A. H.. on his way to Labor frnm Kashmir, 
aged 59 lunar years. 11 mouths and 13 dm; and wax 
interred in the »iit,urbs of Labor in the garden of his 
favourite wife Xur Jahan Begam. He was surc.i-d.sl 
by his son Mini Khiirrnm. who took Ihe title of 
Shih Jahan. His favourite Suljana Xur Jahan. who 
survived him 18 years, is also buried in the 



soli um. Jahangir, after his death, received the title of 
" Janiutt Makani." It was to this prince that Sir Thomas 
Roe was sent as ambassador by King Jamns I. Kir Tliomas 
has given a good description of the grandeur of the court 
of Hindustan ; but very littlo notico is taken of this em- 
bassy in the chronicles of the Kast.

Jaipal I, Jy J 1 ***, »n of HitpiLriji ofLihor of the Brah- 
man tribe, who reigned over the country extending in 
length from Saihind to Lamghan, and in breadth from 
tho kingdom of Kashmir to M ultan. He waa once defea- 
ted by Subaktagin, the Sultan of Ghazni, with great 
slaughter, and again on Monday the 27lh November, 1001 
A. I), by his son Sultan Mahmud, when Jaipal with 
fifteen of hi* principal chiefs, being hi* sons and brethren, 
were taken prisoners, and 5000 of hia troops were slain 
on tho field of battle. He was afterwards released by 
Mahmud, bat in compliance with a custom which prevailed 
among the Hindus, that whatever raja was twice over- 
powered by strangers, becamo disqualified to reign, ho | 
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ordered a funeral pile to be prepared, and baring let fire 
to it with hia own hand*, perished thsjgfcj, Ho wa* 
succeeded by his son Aimndpil. 

Jaipal II, ^ J«*i*> *H>, riji of Mhor. son of Anandpil 

whom ho succeeded in 1013 A. P. He was routed in a gn-at 
battle by Kuitiin Mahmud in 10^2 A. I). on the banka 
of the river Ravi, the result waa tho permanent oc- 
cupation of Labor by a Muhammadan governor, and tho 
appointment of a Viceroy of IAhor by Mahmud. This 
was the foundation of the Muhammadan empire in India. 

Jai Singh I, JV ^ (raja) of the tribe Of 
Kachhwahi, commonly eallid Mini Raji, was the son of 
raji Mahi Singh, the son of Partip Singh, the son of raji 
Man Singh. He served under the emperor Shah Jahin, 
and wa* made governor over the conquered provinces of 
the Pakhin about the yt«r 166* A. 1). by the emperor 
'Alamgir. He was recalled to court in 1G66 A. !>., but 
di«d on the road, neon after his arrival at Rurhinptir, 28th 
Muharram 1078 A. II, According to Orrnc'* Historical 
Fragmrnt* of the Mugbul Kmuire, Jai Singh died at 
Durhinpiir soon after the pretended revolt of Sultan 
Miuutzim the son of the emperor, and seems to have been 
poisoned by the procurement ,,f 'Alamgir. There never 
was a prince among the raj put* equal to him in accom- 
plishment*. He waa completely Inarn.d in Hindi, and 
understood the Turkish, Persian, and Arabic languag™. 
He left two *ons. Ram Singh hi* eldest, and Kirat Singh. 
The former was honoured afW his father's drath with tho 
title of raji. and put in possession of hi* father'* terri- 
tories. Jai Singh had built several fine edifice* at Agrah 
of which net sign remains now. but the name and place on 
which tho buildings stood is still called Jaisinghpura. 

Jai Singh n, Sawai, ^t^rl*- *&~ a riji of the 

tribe of Kachhwahi ra j put*, wa* tho «on of Bishun Singh, 
the son of Kishun Singh, the son of Rim Singh, the sun 
of Mini Raji Jai Singh. He i* commonly called Mini 
Riji Jai Siti^h Sawii. He was the zamindir or riji of 
a considerable territory in the province of Ajmir named 
Amer, but since the prince's founding a new city called 
Jaipur, the rajaship has also taken that name. Bishun 
Singh, the father uf Jai Singh and Bijai Singh, died 
about the year 1693 A. D., Sambat 1750, and after hia 
death the title of riji wo* bestowed on Jai Singh by the 
emperor 'Alamgir with the rank of 1500, and subsequent- 
ly with that of 2000. Afte r the death of Out emperor, 
ho espoused the cause of ' Azim Shah, the son of 'Alamgir, 
whilst his brother Rijai Singh aided Bahadur Shah, who 
on his accession to the throne conferred the rank of 3000 
on the latter. Bijai Singh quarrelled with hia brother 
for the raj ; and the emperor, not willing to duplicate 



either, confiscated their estate, and appointed Savyad 
Husain AU Khan of Barbie, a* Fuujelir of that plane. 
When the emperor marched to tho Dakhin to punish hia 
brother Kimhakhsh, 170K A. D-, 1120 A. H., Jai Singh, 
with the aid of riji Ajtt Singh Rithdr, engagid the 
Fsu jdar in battle and having killed him took poMension 
of the province. In tho reign of Farrukh-siyar he was 
honoured with the title of Hhirij Riji Jai Singh, and in 
the time of Muhammad Sluih, with that of Sawai. In the 
year 1732 A I)., 1145 A. II., he was appointed governor 
of Malwi. Hi* love of science make* him one of the 
most remarkable persons of his nation. Ue built five 
ohMervatoriea for astronomical studies, namely, at Dehli, 
Banaraa, Mathri, Ujain and Jaipur, and published a 
work on astronomy called " Zlj Muhammad Shahi." 
He alao erected a Karuvanaarae and market in every 
province of Hindustan for tho convenience of travellers at 
bis own cxpenco. After hia death, which took place in 
September, 1743 A. D.. »lh Shabin, 1156 A. 11 . three of 
hia wive* with many concubines burned themselves oa 
hia funeral pile. lie was succeeded by hit son Ishuri 
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Bhagwin Da*.

It is related that the emperor 
hod ordrred that all the ladies at eourt should provido 
precious stones, and bring them to a market-place that he 
had erected, and there shew their warce publicly to all tho 
noblemen at court, who were ordered to buy them at 
whatever prices the ladies put upon them ; and that tho 
king himself was to be a buyer, to put the greater honour 
on the new erected market. ' The ladies obeyed, and took 
their booths, as they thought fit. On the market day, 
the king and the noblemen came to market, and bought 
the jewels and other trifles the ladies had to dispose of. 
The king coming to the booth of a very pretty lady, 
asked her what she had to sell. Mho told him she had 
one large fine rough diamond still to dispose of. Ho 
desired to see it, and he found it to be a piece of fino 
transparent sugar-candy of a tolerable diamond figure. 
He demanded to know what price sho sot on it, and aho 
told him with a pleasant air, that it was worth a lakh of 
rupees, or £12,500 sterling. Ho ordered the money to bo 
paid, and. falling into discourse with ber, found her wit 
was as exquisite as her beauty, and ordered her to sup 
with him that night in his palace. Sho accordingly 
went and stayed with him three nighta and days, and 
then went back to her husband, whose name was Jamal 
Khan. Tho husband received ber very coldly, and told 
her that he would continue civil to her, but would never 
live with her again but in the same manner as if she waa 
his sister. Upon which she went to the palace, fell at 
the emperor's feet, and tcld him what her husband had 
said. Tho king in a rage gave orders to carry her hus- 
band to the elephant garden, and there put him to death by 
an elephant. The poor man was soon apprehended, and 
as they dragged him from his house, be begged to have 
leave to speuk to the king. A friend of his ordered tho 
messengers of death to stop awhile, till he had acquainted 
the king with the request, which was accordingly done, 
and he was ordered to be carried into the court of tho 



palace, that the king might hoar what he had to say ; 
and being carried thither, the king demanded what ho 
would hare. He answered, that what he had said to his 
wife was the greatest honour which ho was capable of doing 
his king, because, after he had honoured hi* wife with his 
embraces, he thought himself unworthy ever after to cohabit 
with her. The king, after pausing a little, ordered him 
to be unbound, and brought to his own room, where, us 
soon as he came, the king embraced him. and ordered a 
royal suit to la, put upon him, and gave him command 
of five thousand horso more, hut took his wife into his

Jami, cr" 1 ^ iy'*<v'l>>+» crf^'j^ the poetical name of 
Nur-uddin 'AWot Rahman, a celebrated Persian poet, the 
sou of Maulina Muhammad or Ahmad Ufuhani ; wus 
born on the 7th November, MM A. 1>., 23rd fc-haban, 
817 A. H., at a village in Hirat called Jim, from which 
he derived hU jKietical namo " Jami." lie was remark- 
ably polite, of a very gentle disposition, and endued with 
euch cxt< wive learning, that it was supposed there was 
not throUKhout the empire of Persia, so complete u master 
of the language as himself. Even princes, who were 
Uieui&elvts men of erudition and exalted talents, hnvo 
InvUhed upon him the most unlKiund.il praises and the 
highest honours. lie was very intimate with Sultan Abu 
Said Mirza of Hirat, who continued tlie friend of Jami 
so long as ho lived. After his death, our poet enjoyed 
thu same favours from his son and aucecwor Sultan llusuin 
Mini. lie wa» a cotcmporary of tho esteemed Biogra- 
pher, Duulat Shah, who recorded his fame in the Lives of 
tho Persian poets, called " Taxkira I>aulat Shahl" Jami 
was the author of more than 44 works. His poem on the 
Love's of Joseph and Zalikha in one of the finest compo- 
sitions in the language ; it contains about 4000 couplets. 
He is al»o the author of the book called " Nafnhal-ul- 
Ina," a v. ry celebrated abridgement of the Lives of the 
Bufi Shaikhs, translated from the Arabic "Tabkat-ua- 
Biiffa," and dedicated to the eelebril.il waxtr 'Alisher in 
1476 A. I)., 881 A. H. It mav bo here observed, that the 
celebrated poets, as HafU, Sidi, Jimi, &c. 4tc^ 
professed Sufia.

Kabir 
was a* Sufi or Deist of the newt exulted sentiment* and 
of benevolence unbounded, Hi" poems which are still 
universally r*t<-i med. inculcate the purest morality. Rood 
will and hospitality towards all men ; and breathe so 
tine a spirit of toleration, that both Hindus and Musal- 
mans contend for the honour of his having been born of 
th> ir religion. From the disinterested, yet allurinit. doe- 
trines his poems contain, a sect has sprung up in Hindu- 
stan, under the name of Kabir 1'anthi, who are so uni- 
versally esteemed for veracity, and other virtues, among 
both Hindus and Miv*almans. that they may be with 
propriety considered the lluakers of this country. The 
time of Kabir' s death seems involved in equal obscurity 
with the manner of his decease and burial. They relate 
that he liv.-d a long time at Kasi (Bcniras) and Crayi, 
and sojourned also at Jaganiith, where he gave great 
offence to the Brahman*, by hi* conduct and tolerant doc- 
trine. When stricken in years, he dcpnrti-sl this life among 
a concourse of his disciples both Musalniins and Hindus. 
He i* buried at Rataupur, where his tomb is said to be 
seen to this day. 

Kabir, Shaikh, jVr surnamod Bala I'ir, was the 

son of Shaikh Kasim Kadiri. whose tomb is at Chunar.

The 
rule of the Mughuls, hitherto severe and barbarous, 
changtsl its character in the rtign of this prince, who 
adopted entirely the manners of the Chinese, and who is 
regarded, even by that people, as one of the best and 
most illustrious of their emperors.

Kamran Mirxa, Jj^S, second son of the emperor 

Babar Shah, and brother to the emperor Humarun who, 
after his accession to the throne in 1530 A. D-, 937 A. H., 
conferred on him the government of Kabul, Kandahar, 
(ihazni and the Punjab. He was deprived of his sight by 
Humayun when at Kabul in the vrnr 1553 A. D . 960 
A. H., on account of his repeated offence*, and continu- 
ally raising disturbances in the government. The opera- 
tion was performed by piercing his eyes repeatedly with 
a lancet. Kamran bore the torture without a gro.ui until 
lomoii.jniic and suit were squeezed into his eyes, when 
he calbnl out " O Lord my ( »od '. whatever sins I have 
commitbHl I have been amply punished in this world, 
havu compassion on me in^ho next." Kamran eventually 
obtained permission to proceed to Mecca, where he resided 
three years and died a natural death in I.55G A. 1)., 9iH 
A. H. He left the- daughters and one son named Ablil 
Kasim Mirzi, who was imprisoned in the fort of CiwSlUr, 
and put to death by order of the emperor Akbar hia 
couain in the year 1565 A. D„ 973 A. H. 

Kamran Shah, dLr*^ "^"> the present ruler of Ilirat, 

is the son of Mahmud Shah, the son of Timur Shah, tho 
son ..f Ahmad Shah A Mali. On the death of his father 
Mahmiid Shall, in (1829 A, D.) he succeeded him on tho 
throne of Hirat. 

Kandahari Begam, f^A iSj^**, the first wife of 

tho emperor Shah .Tallin. She was the daughter of 
Mniuiflur Husain Mirza Safwi, of the royal hous.. of 
Persia, who was Uie son of Sultan Husain Mirzi, the son 
of Bahrain Mirzi. the son of Shah I*mii'il I of Persia. 
When Akbar Shall, in the third year of his reign, made 
over Kandahar to Shah 'Abbix, king of Persia, the latter 
conferrc-d the government of that province on his nephew 
Sultan Husain Mirzi, after whew drath his son Muxaffar 
Husain succeeded him. His three brothers came to ludi » 
in the 38th year of Akbar (1592 A. D ), and Musnffar 
Husain followt4 them afterwards, was reoetTed by the 
omperor with the greatest kindness, and honoured with 
the rank of 5090, and the jagir of Sambhal. His sister 
Kandahari Begam, was married in September, 1610 
A. D.. Kajab. 1019 A. H. to Princo Khurram (afterwards 
Shah Jahan) the son of the emperor .fahangir, and re. 
coived the titlo of Kandahari Begam, because she was 
born at Kandaliar. The year of her death is unknown. 
She lies buried at Agrah, in the centre of a garden c*lli-d 
Kandahari Bigh. The building on her tomb, which is 
in the vault, is converted into a dwelling place ; it is a 
beautiful edifice, and now belong* to the Baji of Bhartpur.

Karim Khan Zand, **J pi/. Tho history of 

Persia, from the death of Nadir Shah tai the elevation of 
'Aka Muhammad, though it occupies noarly half a cen- 
tury, presents no one striking feature, except tho lifo of 
Ktirim Khan, a chief of the tribe of Zand. He collected 
an army chiefly composed of tho different tribe* of Zand 
and Mali, defeated the- Afghiina in several engagement*, 
finally drove them out of the country, and secured to 
himself the kingdom of Firs, or tin- southern division of 
Persia, while Khurasan partially remain.sl in possession 
of the d'-scendants of Nadir Shah; and tho countrios 
bordering on the Caspian Sea were retained by Muham- 
nuul Hwui Khan Kachir. mler of Muindaran the great- 
grandfather of "Aka Muhammad Shah Kichar. Karim 
Khan, after subduing his enemies, enjoved independ.-nt 
power for twenty.aix years ; and during the lust twenty, 
tit., from 1739 to 1779. he had been, without a competitor, 
the acknowlodgi-d ruler of Persia. His capital waa Shi- 
rax. He died at an advanced period of life on the 2nd 
M.uvh, 1779 A. I).. 13th Sifar, Ub3 A. II., being nearly 
80 years of age. Afte r his death Zaki Khan assumed tho 
reins of government, and was assassinated two months 
after. Sadik Khan, brother of Karim Khan took pos- 
session of Shini/ after the death of Zaki Khan and was 
put to death on the Uth of Manh, 1781 A. I) , ISth 
lUbf I, 1195 A. II., by Ali Mnrid Khan, who now be- 
came the sovereign of Persia, and died on the 11th Janu- 
ary, I7S5 A D., 2Kth Safer, 1 m A. H. After his death 
. Lutf 'Ali Khan rcign.sl for some years at Shirax. Ho 
was dcfeati d in 17 u t and slain afterwards by 'Aki Mu- 
hamiuad Ktutu Kachar, who took pewaoasion of I' 



Karmat, **V, or Kaxmata, a famous importor, named 
Abu Zar, who in the year 681 A. D. became tho head of 
a sect called Karmati or Karamatuins, which overturned 
all the prini iplos of Muhammjidanism. He came from 
Kh6xistan to the villages nr«r Keifcs and then' pn tended 
great sanctity and strictness of life, and that (lod had 
enjoined him to pray fifty times a day ; pretending also 
to invite people to the obedience of a certain Imam of 
the family of Muhammad; and this way of life he con- 
tinued till he had nude a very great party, out of whom 
he chose twelve apostles to govern the rest, and to pro- 
pagate his doctrines. Afterwards his courage failing 
him, he retired to Syria, ami was never heard of any more. 
This sect began in tho KhiUfat of Al-Mo'tamid: they 
multiplied greatly in Arabian Irak or Chalde-a, and 
maintained perpetual wars against the Khaltf. In tho 
y.-ar931 A. !>., they beseiged and t.s.k tho city of Mecca, 
fllbnl the well Zamxam with dead bodies, defileil and 
plundered the temple and carried away the black stone ; 
but they brought it again in 950 A* P., and fastrn>il it 
to the seventh pillar of tin- portie o, giving out, that they 
had both taken it away, and brought it back again, by 
express order from heaven. ' 
deirree*. and at I 
Karmati.

Kuaim Aii Khan, Mir, wl*^* f ^jf, commonly 
rallied Mir Kasim, was tho son-in-Uw of Mir Ja'far 'Alf 
Khin the Xawib of Bengal. The English, deceived by 
his finance of manners, and convinced of his skill in tho 
finances of Bengal, raist-d him to the masnud in the room 
of hi* father-in-law in 1760 A. P., 117s A. H. He, in 
the latter years of his government, retired to Mungcr, 
and actuated by a keen resentment against the KnglUh, 
for their extensive encroachments on his authority, and 
the eommi rco of his country, funned the plan of throwing 
off th< ir yoke, and annihilating their influence in Bengal ; 
but whs deposed and defeated, in a battle fought on tho 
Odwtt Nala on the 2nd August, 17G3 A. P.. 22nd Mubamtm. 
1177 A. H., and the deposed Nawab Ja'far 'Ali Khin 
was again placed on the masnad, Kasim 'AM, incensed 
to madness ut them- reverses, fled to l'atna fiom M linger, 
and there emelly urdered the massacre of the KnglUh in 
his power : them were 50 gentlemen, Missrs. Ellis, Hay. 
Luahingloii, and others, and 1U0 of lower rank. On the 
6th October, they were brought out in parties, nnd bar- 
Iwrously cut to pieces, or shot under the direction of a 
German, named Suuiru or Sombre. Mungcr fell to the 
English early in October. I'atna was stormed on the 
6th N.nt ml-cY, and the Ex-Nawab K.sim Ali thd to the 
waxii of Audh, with his treasures, and the remnant of 



his army. On the 23rd of October, 1761 A. D., Major 
Comae fonght tho celebrated battle of Buxur, completely 
routing the wuxfr Shuja-uddauln's army. The following 
day the Mnghul emperor Shih 'Alam threw himself on 
the protection of the British, and joined their camp with 
tho imperial standard of Hindustan. Tho British army 
advanced to overrun Audh. The waxfr refused to deliver 
up Kasim 'Ali, though he had seized and plundered him. 
Kisiin "AH made his escape at first into the Bohela coun- 
try, with a few friends and some jewels, which he hud 
aaved frojn the fangs of his late ally, the waxfr. an ' ' 
comfortable asylum in that country ; M his 
rendered him disagreeable to the chief under w 



i disagreeable to the chief under whoso pro- 
tection he resided, he was obliged to ltwvo it, and txxik 
shelter with the Kami of Gohad. After some years' resi- 
dence in his country, ho proceeded to Jodhpur. and from 
thence came to try his fortune in the service of tho em- 
peror Shah Alam about the year 1771 A. P., 11S8 A. H., 
but was disappoint**], and died shortly after in 1777 
A. P., 1191 A. H., at KotwsJ an obscure village near 
Pehli. un pitied even by his own family. With Kasini 
'Ali inded, virtually, the powers of the Subudirs of 



Kasim Ali Khan, Nawab, cM^* f^* vVi "uclo to 

Las nawab of Kampur. He was living in Bareli in 1H69, 
and his daughter was murdered on tho 22nd December 
of that year. 

Kaaim Anwar, Say v ad, jj* f- 1 * aunuimed 

Ma'in-uddin All, a great mystical port, railed fmra his 
knowledge and writings, the " diver into the sea of truth," 
the "falcon of the transemdant plains," the "profound 
knower of the world of spirits," the " key of the treasury 
of socreey," Ac. He was bom at Tabn>t ; and was a 
member of a tonsidernble family of the tribe of Sayyad, 
dew-tided from the same stuck as tlie Prophet- In his 
youth he dedicntt d himself, under the guidance of Shaikh 
Sadr-uddm Musi Ardilfeli. to the cuutempUitive life and 
deep study of the Sufis. He then journeyed to GOan, 
where he soon acquired great fame ; and subsequently 
went into Khurasan. Puring his resilience at nirat, ho 
obtained such celebrity, and was surrounded by so many 
princes and UsMDed m< n, his followen, that Mini 8hih- 
rukh (the son of Amir Timur). moved by jealousy of 
the Sayyad. and attentive to the danger of th t . increase 
of the Siifi creed, comiuandcd him to retire from tho 
capital. In order to mitigate Un- harshneot of this com- 
mxnil, Baisanghar, the son of Shihrukh. a learned and 
noble prim e, twk upon himself to make it known to the 
Sayyad, which he did in the most humane manner, in- 
quiring of him, in the course of conversation, why he did 
not folluw the ixiunsel contain-d in his own verse. Tho 
Sayyad innnircd in which vcrae, and Baisanghar imtnu. 
' the following : — 



'■ Kaaim cease at once thy lay ; 
liiso and Uko thy onward way ; 
Other lauds havo wait«fl long, 
Worthy thy immortal sung : 
Give the bird of paradiw 
What the vulture cannot prise ; 
Ilonev let thv friends receive.

The Sayyad thanked him, nnd immediately set out for 
Balkh and Samarkand, where he remained for a time. 
He afterwards, however, returned to Iliiiit, where as 
before, he was r»n»1antly followed by great and powerful 
men. His death occurred in the vUloge of Kharjard in 
Jam near Hirst, where a garden had been 1 ought for 
him by hi* disciple*, in which hi greatly delight, d. This 
event took place in the year U31 A. P.. S3j A. H.. and 
his tomb was otveted in the very garden which he so 
much enjoyed. Amir Ali»her afterwards piously endowed 
it. A book of Odes is the onlv work he has left behind, 
in which he use. " Kasim" for hi. pO«tk>J name.

KHsim Aroalan, iS^f^ 0 sj^-j^ f^, of Mashhad, a 

poet who iu a descendant of Arsalin Jixib, a general of 
Sul(an Mahmiid of Uhaxni. Ho flourished in the time of 
the emperor Akbar, and was in great favour with that 
monarch. Ho died in 1587 A. D., 395 A. H., and has 
left a Diwin. 

Kaaim Barid Shah I, SU *jj ^-.li, ra the founder 

of tho Band Shahi dynasty in tho Pakhin. Ho was a 
Turkish ur Cdwifian slave, became bv degree* the wazfr 
of Mahmud Shah IT, king of tho bakhin. and assumed 
auch power aa to tako u|Hjn himself tho entire govern- 
ment of tho kingdom. He treated tho king aa a mere 
pageant, and about tho year 1492 A. D., 898 A. H.. by 
the advice of 'Adil Shah, Nizam Shah and 'Imdd Shah, 
became entirely independent, and leaving to the king 
only tlie town and fort of Ahmadabid Bidar, read the 
public prayer* and coined money in his own name. 
After having ruled his estate for a "period of twelve years, 
during the lifetime of his sovereign, he died in the year 
1501 A. D.. 910 A. U., and hit son Amir Band succeeded 
htm in office, mid assuming still greater power, deprived 
Mahmml Shih of what little power had been left him by 
his father. Seven persons of this family have reigned 
■IBM their establishment in tho capital of Ahmadabid 
Bidar ; thoir names are as follow :

Shah Kasim Sulaimani, a Musalman saint whoao tomb is 
at Chunir. Hia son Shaikh Kabir commonlv called 
Bili Pir is buried at Kanauj where ho died in 'the voor 
MM A. D„ 1054 A. H. The shrine of Shah Kasim 
Sulaimani at Chunir is the only notable Muhaiumadan 
endowment in tho Mirzipur District supported from tho 
income of rent-free lands and a Ma'ish Roxina pension. 

Kasim Kahi, Maulana, ^ f*- 1 * G V, a Saj-yad, 

whoso proper name was Najm-uddin and surname Abu'l 
Ka«im. He was a pupil of 'Abdul Bahrain Jstrn; ho 
aecumpaniod Mirxa Kimrin, the brother of the emperor 
Humayun, on a pilgrimage to Mecca from Hirat, and 
after the death of that prince in 1557 A. D., 964 A. U., 
ho cumo to India in tho reign of tho emperur Akbar. 
For a long period ho remained with Bahadur Khan tho 
brother of 'Ali Kuli Khan at Bcniraa, and after his de- 
rai.vj ho came to A'gruh, where he passed tho remainder 
of his life, and died there on the 17th of April, 1580 
A. D„ 2nd Rabf IX 9SN A. H., aged 110 lunar years. He

Kaaim Khan Jawini, Nawab. i/ift- f 1 * 

was a nobleman of the court of tho emperors 
Jahangir, and Shah Jahin, and held the rank of 5,000. 
He was a native of Sabiwar and was married to Manija 
lfc-gum, the sister of Nur Jahin, consequently he was 
sometimes in jest called by the officers of the roiirt 
"Kasim Khan Manija." He is the author of a Diwin, 
and his poetical name is Kaaim. He succeeded Fidif 
Klein in the government of Bengal in the lirst year of 
Shah Jahin 162B A. D., 1037 A. H. Uo slew' abottt 
10,000 l'ortugnese (men and women) and drove the rest 
from Hugli. of which place he took possession and died 
threo days after, 1631 A. D.. 1041 A. U. He had built a 
very grand house at Agrah on 20 bighas of land and on 
10 bighas of land the garden was built, of which no 
traces now remain. 

Kasim Khan, Shaikh, \J± ( *~ L » ^r, 

of Fathapur Silcri, entitled Muhtashim Khin, brother of 
Islam Khan. He was a noble of the rank of 4,000, in 
the roigti of the emperor Juhangir who appointed him 
guveruor of Bengal after the death of his brother in 1613 
A. U., 1022 A. H. He invaded Aaini, mid his troop* were

Khan Jahan Kokaltash, i_rlil/y eyli, whoso 

proper name was Mir Malik Husain, the son of Mir Abo'l 
Ma'ali Khwifi. He was a nobleman of true dignity, 
and king the foat. r-brother of the emperor 'Alamgir, 
thought himself superior to all the other Ttnra. He waa 
uppointed governor of the Dnkhiii in 1670 A. D., 1081 
A. H., and promoted by that monarch about the year 
1674 A. D. from tho rank of 700 to that of 7000 horse, 
and tho title of Khan J.ihin Bahadur Kokaltaah Zafar 
Jang. His former title waa Bahadur Khin. Ho died 
on the 24th November, 1697 A D„ 19th Jumida I, 1109 
A. H. He seems to be the author of the * Tarikh Asim," 
or the invasion of Asim.

Khan Jahan Lodi, \Jl± o 1 *, an Afghan pro- 

bably of low birth, but with all the pride and unrulinrat 
of his tuition in India. He is by some said to la; a do- 
aeeudant of Hul(an Bahlol L6dt and bv others of Daulat 
Khin Lodi Shihu Khali. Ho had held great military 
charges, waa raised to the rank of 50i'0 in the reign of tho 
emperor Jahangir, and commanded in the Dakhin under 
prime Parwet at the time of tlial prime's death. On 
the acccaaion of Shah .luhin. ho entered into u cloao 
intimacy with his late enemies, and acemcd to be aiming 
at independence. He was at last killed together with his 
aon in an engagement with the royal troops on the 28th 
January, 1631 A. D., 1st Rajab, 1040 A. H, and their 
heads sent as a most acceptable pnwent to Shih Jahan. 
An affecting account of his death may be found in tlie 
3rd Volume of Dow's History. The * Tarikh Khin 
Jahan Lodi" which is also called "Makhxun Afghani," 
contains tho memoirs of this chief, written by Haibat 
Khan in 1676 A. D. 

Khan Jahan Makbul, Malik, Jj*» J±

name Kattii. On his eonvecaion to Muhammadanism in 
his youth, Sultin Muhammad, the pn>d« t*eor of FmVa 
Shih, changed his name to Makbii), and appointed him 
to the government of Multan. He afterwards iKiamo 
Naib Wajtir under tho wazmhip of Khwaja Jahan. whom

The reign of Mahmud Shall was interrupted by 
serious internal commotions; and Khwaja Jahan taking 
advantage of those circumstances, and perceiving the 
weakness of the government arising out of the king*s 
minority, assumed the title of Malik-u*b-.8hark (King of 
the Kast), founded an independent kingdom at Jaunpur, 
and died in the year 1400 A. 1)., 802 A. 11., after a short 
roign of six years. He was succeeded by his adopted son 
Malik Wasil or Karanfal, who aMiuined tho title of Mu- 
birik Shah Sharki, and died in 1402 A. D„ 804 A. H. 
After his death his brother Ibrahim Shah Sbarki sue

Kulich Khan, «/■> titlo of 'Abid Khin, who cam© 

to India in the reign of Shah Jahan, was raised to the 
rank of 4000. Ho died by a cannon bull at the siege of 
Golkanda on thv 8th of February, 16-hU A. D., 24th Habf 
I, 1097 A. H. He is tho father of Uhizi-uddin Khan Firoi 
Jang I. and grandfather of tho celebrated Nizam ul-Mulk 
•Aaaf J ah of Haidarabid. 

Kulich Khan, •/*»• tfP, of Andjin, of the tribe of Jam 

Kurliini. was an amir of 4000, who served under tho em- 
pcror* Akbur and Jahingir from the year 1572 to 1G11 
A. D., y»0 to 1020 A, U. His poetical namo was Ulfati. 

Kulich Khan Turani, t^bf* an amir who 

served under the emperors Jahingir and Shah Jahan ; 
was raised by the latter to the rank of oOOU, and ap- 
pointed i^vrrnor of Kabul and Kandahar. He died 1 054 
A. D., 1064 A. U. 

Kuli Kutb Shah I, Sultan, ui 1 ^ ^ 

This princo was the founder of the sovereignty of Gol- 
kanda. His father Kutb ul-Mulk was originally a Tur- 
kish adventurer who came to try his fortuno in the l)ak- 
hin and ouibraccd tho service of Muhammad Shah Bah- 
mani. By degrees he was promoted to high nuik ; and 
in thv reign o( M.ihmud Shah obtained tho titlo of Kutb 
ul-Mulk and the Tarafdari or government of Te lingana. 
In 14U3 A. D., 899 A. H., he received orders to btsicgo 
the fortress of Jamkonda, and us he was reconnoitring, 
was killed by an arrow from the walls. After his death, 
his office and titles were conferred by the king on his 
son Sultan Kuli with the territory of Golkanda. part of 
Telingana, in jagir. On the d.vlino of tho Bahmani 
authority, when 'Adil Shah and others assumed royalty, 
ho :«1«. in the yeur 1312 A. 1)., 918 A. H.. styled himself 
Sultin of Telingana under the title of Kuli Kutb Shah. 
Hi! was a chief eif great abilities and ruled the country 
for a period of 60 years ; 18 of which he governed Telin- 
gana in the name of Mahmud Shah, and reigned as king 
32 lunar years ; at the end of which he was assassinate-d 
by a Turkish slave supposed to have been bribed by his son 
and remMur, Jaauhed K nth Shah. His death happened 
on Sunday the 2nd September, 1543 A. D., 2nd Jumada II, 
950 A. H. The kings of the Kutb BUM dynasty who

who is also rallied Muhammad Kuli Kutb Shah, was the son

A. D.. ltabr II, 989 A. II.. he ascended the throne of 
Golkunda in his twelfth year. In tho beginning of his 
reign he was engaged in war with 'Adil Shah of Bijapur, 
with whom he concluded peace in the year 1587 A. II., 
giving him his sister in marriage. The air of Golkanda 
not agreeing with his constitution, he founded a city at 
about eight miles distance, which he called Bhignagnr, 
after his mistress Hhagmati a celebrated courtezan ; but 
being afterwards ashamed of his amour, he changed it to 
Haidarabid. Shah 'Abbas, emperor of Persia, courted his 
alliance, by asking his daughter in marriage for one of 
his s<>ns ; and K u t° Shah, esteeming connection with so 
augu.it a monarch as on honour, complied with the re- 
quest. He wa» much esteemed for his abilities, was an 
encourager of literatim-, and is the author of the work 
called " Kulliat Kutb Shah," n very copious volume, con- 
taining Hindi, Oakham", and Persian Teems, on a variety 
of subjects. He was the fourth Sultan of the Shahi 
dynasty and reigned 31 years. He died on Saturday the 
Uth of January. 1612 A. P., 17th Zi-Ka'du. 1020 A. H., 
and having no sun, was succeeded by his brother Muham- 
mad Kufb Shih.

One 
day as he was in his room, working at hi* trade ;hc was a 
carpenter) several angels invisibly entered and saluted 
him. Lukman. hearing voice*, looked around him, but 
not seeiug any one, made no reply. The angels then said : 
We are messengers from God, thy Creator and ours, who 
hath sent us to thee to inform thee, that He diwgns to 
make thee a monarch and His vicegerent on earth. Luk- 
man answered : If it be the absolute will of God that I 
shall become a monarch, that will mu«t bo accomplished ; 
and I trust that Ho will grunt me grace to execute His 
commands faithfully ; but if the liberty of choice be 
given me. I should prefer abiding in my present condition ; 
the only favour that I ask from God being, that He would 
priocrve me from olTendirig Him, for were I to offend 
H i m, all the dignities of the earth would he but a burden 
to me. This reply was so agreeable to God that He at 
once bestowed on Lukman the gifts of Knowledge and 
Wisdom to a degree hitherto unparalleled. Tho Maxim* 
of Lukmin are ten thousand in number; and " uny one 
of these," says an Arabian commentator, "is of much 
greater vuluo than the whole world." Hi* wisdom and 
the striking morality of his fable*, are »o like those of 
jtUop that he is considered by some as the some person- 
age. 

Lutf, L *^j the poetical name of Mir Amman, a Hindustani 

lyric poet, and one of the learned natives formerly at- 
tached to the College of Fort William. He is the author 
of the " Bigh-o-Bahar," a simple version of the " Nautarr.

He was appointed governor of 
Kabul by the emperor Akbar in 1487 A. D-, 994 A. H., 
and in the next year of Behar, Uajipur and Patno, 
and after the death of his father in 1489 A. D., 998 A. H , 
he was honoured with the title of raja and rank of 7000, 
and made governor of Bengal. He had 1400 concubines, 
and every one of tin m hud children ; but they all died 
before him. Man Singh died in the ninth year of tho 
emperor Jahingir 16U A. D., 1023 A. H„ in the Dak- 
bin, and sixty of his concubines burnt thimselves with 
his corpse. His second son liaia Bhio Singh succeeded 
him and died of drinking. The eldest son of Man Singh 
was Kaja Parutp Singh who died before his father and 
left a son named Maha Singh who served under tho em- 
peror Jnhangir, and after the death of his grandfather and 
uncle was honoured with the title of K»j*. Man Singh 
had built a house on the bank* of the river Jumna of 
which at present toward* the river only two broken 
Burj are to be seen. The Muhalla Manpinah close to 
tho Jamna Masjid at Agrah is still very well-known. 
He died at Bcrar in 1617 A. D . 1026 A. H. His son 
Mini Kija Jai Singh served under Shah Jahin and

either soured the temper or affected the reason of Man 
Singh, who became one of the most sanguinary monster* 
that ever disgraced the gaddi. His death was announced 
on the 20th of September, 1843 A. D. The Marwir 
succession question was settled in favour of Ahmadnagar 
on the 7th November, 1843, the choice fulling not on 
the young heir of that house, but on hi* lather Takht 
Singh, who waa unanimously elected, and whose son 
accompanied him as prince royal.

He lost his father, 'Abdullah, before he was 
two years old, and his mother, 'Amina, before he was six ; 
but their attention was suppliid by the can 1 of his grand- 
father 'Abdul Muttalib. who at his death, which happened 
two years after, h ft him under the guardianship of his 
son Abu Talib with whom he continued till ho was 
twenty-five, when he was placed in the service of a 
woman, named Khudyj*. the widow of a rich merchant 
at Mecca, who sent merchandize into Syria. This wo- 
man fell in love with Muhammad, tho driver of her 
camels, and married him. In his frequent journeys 
through Arabia, ho had observed tho various sects which 
divided the opinions of the i«»tern Christians, and he con- 
sidered tluit nothing could so firmly sex ure to him the re- 
spect of the world as laying tho foundation of a new 
religion. He, in hi* 40th year assumed the title of tho 
Apostle of God, and gradually increased hU fame and 
his followers by the aid of prvti tided visions. Whon 
he found himself exposed to danger at Mecca, lio left 
tho city, and retired to Madiua, wheru his doctrine* 
found a more friendly reception. This event which 
happened in tho year 022 A. D., form* tho celebrated 
era of the Muhammadana, called the hijra or hijri, 
which signifies Separation. At Madina tho prophet 
erected his standard, and as for thirteen years before ho 
had endeavoured to spread his doctrines by persuasion, 
he now propagated them by the sword. In tho eleventh 
yenr of tho llijra tho prophet fell sick, and after a con- 
finement of thirteen davs, ho died on Monday the 8th of 
June, 032 A. 1)., 12th ltabl" I, 11 A. 11., aged 03 lunar 
years. He was buried in the aainc place where he died, 
in tho chamber of tho most beloved of his wives 'Avcsha, 
the daughter of Abu Bate, at Madina, where hil remains 
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arc still preserved. It in very remarkable that though 
Muhammad himself so often declared in tho Kuran that 
ho wrought no miracles, yet his follower* hare ascribed a 
groat many to him. For instance, they affirm, that ho 
caused Witter to flow from his fingers ; that hii split the 
moon in two ; that the stones, tret*, and beasts acknow- 
ledged him to bo the true prophet sent from God, and 
»»lutcd him as such ; that lie went one night from Mecca 
to Jerusalem, from whence he ascended up to heaven, 
where ho saw and conversed with Ood. and came bock 
again to Mecca before the next morning ; with many 
more miracles t . ( a illy incredible. Muhammad permitted 
by his law, four wives to each of his follower" ; but (lid 
not limit himself to that number ; for he observed that 
a prophet, being peculiarly gifted and privileged, was not 
bound to restrict himself to the sumo laws as ordinary 
mortal*. The authors who givo him the smallest number 
of wives, own that he had fifteen, four of whom, however, 
never shored connubial rites. Their names and tho year 
when they died, are as follow :

By Khudyja his first wife, he had six children, two sons 
and four daughters, »;., Kiuim and 'Abdullah who is 
also called Tahir ; and Zainab, Kukia, Umm Kulsum and 
Katima ; all of whom died before their father, excepting 
Fatima who was married to 'Ah, and survived her father 
six months. 

Muhammad I. cW ■****, (or Mahomet I) Sultin of the 
Turks, was the son of Bayctid I (Bajaxet) whom he suc- 
ceeded in 1413 A. P., 816 A. II., after an interregnum of 
eleven years, during which time his brother Sulaiman 
had taken possession of Iirusa. He was a brave and 
politic monarch, conquered Cuppadocia, 8ervia, Walla- 
chia, and other provim ■ h, and was at peace with Manuel 
PaUrologos, emperor of Constantinople, to whom he re- 
stored some of his provinces, and died at Andrionoplu of a 
bloodv.flux 1422 A. V., 825 A. H-, aged 47 years. Ho 
was succeeded by his son Murid II (Amurath). 

Muhamm&d II, (Mahomet II) emperor of the 

Turks, surnamed the Great, succeeded his father Murad 
II (Amurnth) in February, 1451 A. I).. Mubarram, M55 
A. H. His reign was l>egun with preparations for mar ; 
he besieged Constantinople, and conveyed over the land 
some of his gallics into tho harbour, which the Greeks 
had shut up against tho invaders. Constantinople was 
taken by him on Tuesday the 2S)th of May. 1453 A. D., 
20th Juraoda I, 857 A. U., and in her full poured forth 

ueu to 



literature in the Western world. Muhammad by his vic- 
tories, deserved the name of Great ; and the appellation of 
Grand Seignor, which he assumed, has dew end.il to his 
successors. After subduing two empires, twelve tributary 
kingdoms and two hundred towns, he was preparing for the 
subjugation of Italy, when a colic proved fatal to him. 
and he .lied on Thursday the 3rd May, 1481 A. I)., 3rd 
Kabi' I, 880 A. H„ after a reign of 31 lunar years. His 
death was the cause of universal rejoicings over the 
Christian world, whoso religion ho had sworn to e xter- 
minate, for the tenets of Muhammad. He was of an 
exceeding courage and strength, of a sharp wit, and 
very fortunate ; but withal, he wo* faithless and 
cruel : and in his time occasioned the death of 80.000 
Christians of both soxos. Hid son Baycxid II succeeded 
him. 

Muhammad III, ^ emperor of the Turk*, sue 

oceded his father Murid III in January, 1505 A. 1)., Ju- 
mada I. 1003 A. U. to the throne of Constantinople. Ho 
began his reign by ordering nineteen of his brothers lo 
be strangled, and ten of his father's wives to he drowned, 
whom he supposed to be with child. He made war 
against Itodulphus II. emperor of Germany, and invaded 
Hungary with an army of 200,000 men, but his progress; 
was checked by Maximillian thu emperor's brother, who 
would have ohtained » decisive victory, had not his troops 
ubandoned themselves to pillage. Muhammad, obliged to 
retire from Hungary, buried himself in the indolence of 
his seraglio. He died of the plague, after a reign of t» 
years in January, 1604 A. 1)., Shabin, 1012 A. H., aged 
59 years, and was succeeded by his son Ahmad I. 



Muhammad IV, fj • y * a ^, emperor of the Turks, was tho 

son of Ibrahim, whom he succeeded on the throne of 
Constantinople in 1C49 A. I)., 10.58 A. H. He pursued 
the war with thu Venetians, and after reducing Candia, 
with the loss of 200.000 men, he invaded Poland. His 
anus proved victorious, but tho disgrace was wiped off 
by the valour of Sobeski, king of Poland, who the next 
year routed hi» enemies at tho battle of (lioexim. Ho 
was deposed in IliS* A. D., 10!»N A. H., and sent to prison 
where he died in 1691 A. I)., 1102 A. U. He was sue 
ended by his brother Sulaiman II.

Muhammad 'Adil Shah, I* 4 J^** »*■*, king of 

Bijspur, succeeded his father tbriln'in 'Adil 8bah II. in 
tho year 1620 A. 13.. 1030 A. U. As the armies of the 
emperor of PehH were daily extending their conquest* 
in the Dak bin, and he knew that should the country of 
Abmudnagar bo reduced, his own would become tho 
obji-ct of attack, he assisted Nirim Shah against the 
imperial arms ; and more than once sum-red for his con- 
duct, being obliged to purchase peace by large contribu- 
tions. In the year 1634 A. 1)., 1044 A. H. tho armies 
of the emperor Shall Jahan invaded the Dakhin on thrvn 
quarters and laid waste the country of Bijapur without 
mercy. After the reduction of Dnulatabsd and other 
forts, with most port of the kingdom of Niiim Shall, 
Muhammad 'Adil Shah agreed to pay a coiuiderabl.i 
tribute to the emperor. He was the last king of liijapur 
who struck coins in his own name. In the latter part of 
his reign, his vassal Sewaji. the son of Kahu lShoala, by 
stratagem and treachery obtained great power, anil the 
foundation of the liijapur monarchy became weakened. 
He died in November, 1656 A. 1) , Mubarram, 1007 A. II. 
and was succeeded by his son 'AH 'Adil Shah II. His 
tomb at liijapur called " Gol Gumhat." has a dome which 
measures 130 feet in diaawUr which con be seen from 30 
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miles distance. A beautiful view is seen from the roof ; 
the tomb being nt tin* vrry end of the i it y, all the re- 
markable plac«8 present themselves to us. and the eve 
lo*e« itself in the vii.t nutnU r of cupolas, d"""* »n«* 
minarets crowded together. Conspie uous among these are

ward* nf twelve centuries have passed since Egypt Ml 
under the arms of tho successful General of the Khalif 
Omar ; for a little over five centuries it remained in thu 
possession of tho successors of tho conqueror; their 
power was put to an end by the Turkmans in 1171 A. 1).. 
and about eighty years afterwards the tatter were in 
their turn expelled by tho Mamlooks. Tho Mam looks 
raised one of their own number to tho throne, with thu 
title of Sultan, and tho dynasty lasted till 1517, when thu 
lust of the Mamlook Sultans was put to destth by tho 
Turkish Sultan Kjilam, who appointed a Pasha to tho 
government assisted by a council of twenty-four Mam- 
look beys or chiefs. This state of things lasted till 1 798, 
when the French under Bonaparte landed in Egypt, and 
after destroying the Mamlooks. were tlu-mselves attacked 
and defeated by tho British in 1801. After the departure 
of the British, the country fell into anarchy till it was 
restored by Muhammad 'All, who by tho massacre of the 
remaining Mamlouks made himself master of the situa- 
tion. The treat} - of London in 1841 made the govern- 
ment of Egypt hereditary in tho family of Muhammad 
'Ali, and lsma'fl Pasha is his grandson. Egypt has 
now ei'ased to be a province of Turkey. Its ruler'haa had 
all the powers of an independent sovereign conceded to 
him by the Farmin which dates from the 8th uf June, 
1873 A. I>. Muhammad was born in 1769, entered the! 
Turkish army, and in 1799 was sent to Egypt at the head 
of a contingent to co-operate with the British against 
tho French invaders. Here hi» fine military qualities 
rapidly developed themselves, and he at length became 
the Commander of the Albanian Corps d'untiee in Egvpt. 
He was soon after involved in dispute-* with the Mamlooks 
who had long practically ruled Egypt They were at 
length entirely exterminated in 1820. Ho declared him- 
self independent uf the Porto in 1838, and died on the 
2nd August, 1849 A. V. Ho was succeeded by his son 
or grandson Ismail Pasha. 

Muhammad 'All Shah, ^ whoso former 

titlo was Nawab Nasir-uddaula, was tho son of Sa'adat

One alone of this celebrated man's works, 
called " Hakk ul-Yekin" which ho dedicated to Shah Hu- 
sain, extends to fourteen folio Tolumos. It contains a 
body of the theology of tho Shins, and quotes and refutes 
tho argument* opposed to the opinions advanced, illus- 
trating tho whole with evidences of the truth of the Shia 
doctrine* and with numerous traditions. Beside* this, he 
wrote on many other subjects. One of his works troatii

He by the command of the khalif in the year 
711 A. D., 92 A. H., marched with a large army to Sindh 
and having defeated and killed the raja of that country 
took possession uf it cm Thursday the 23rd June, "12 
A. V., 10th ltamazan, 93 A. H. From amongst the pri- 
soners captured in the fort of Alor, two daughters of the 
raja were sent to Damascus, and the klutlif sent them to 
hU harem, consigning them to the care of his people until 
their grief should be assuaged. After two months, they 
were brought to the presence of the klutlif ; when they 
rawed the veils from their faces, the khalif was smitten 
with their beauty, and asked their names ; one was called 
Girpaldco, the other Sttrajdeo. The khalif ordered one 
to his own bed ; she said, " O my Lord, I am not fit for 
the king's service, we hare both for threo days been with 
Bin-Kasim, who after dishonouring us, sent us hero." 
Tho king was highly incensed, and directed that his ser- 
vant* should seuo Bm-KAaim. sew him up in a cow-hide, 
and send him to Syria. When Bin-Kasim received this 
order, ho directed the messengers to do as they wero 
directed. They obeyed the order, covered Bin°-Ko*iin 
with a row cow-hide : after enduring the torture for three 
days hu died. They then put his body into a box, and 
conveyed it to the khalif who opening it 'in tho presence 
of tho two women, said, ■• Behold how absolute is my 
power, and how I treat such servants as Bin-Kanun." 
The women replied, '• Oh king, just men ought not to be 
precipitate in great affairs, or be too hasty to act, either 
upon the representation of friends or foes." The khalif 
a»ked their meaning, they said, " Wo made this accusa- 
tion against Hiu-KaMm because of the hatred we bore 
him, seeing that he slew our father, and through him wo 
lost all our proiierty and possessions, and became exiles 
from our own country ; but Bin-Kasim was like a father 
and brother to us, hu looked not on us for any bud pur- 
pose, but when our object was revenge for the blood of 
our father, we accused him of this treachery : this end 
attained, do with us as you will." The khalif 'on hearing 
this, suffered great remorse : ho ordered tho two women 
to be tied to horses, and dragged to death, and they 
huried Bin-KiUirn in the burial pluoo at Damascus.

The name of this monarch, as inscribed on tho 
walls of some of the apartments of tho A lhanibra, was Abu 
'Abdullah, but is commonly known in Moorish history as 
Muhammad Ibn-Alahmar. He was born in Arjona, in 
1196 A. 13., fi»l A. H. of the noble family of the Bani 
Nasar ; when he arrived at manly years, he waa appointed 
Alcayde or governor of Arjona and jam, and gained 
great popularity by his benignity and justice. Some 
yejirs afterwards, on the death of Ibn-UuJ, when tho 
Moorish power of Spain waa broken into factions, manv 
plaeca declared for Muhammad Ibn-Alahmar ; he seised 
upon the occasion, made a circuit through the country, 
and was everywhere received with acclamation. It was 
in the year 1238 A. 1)., that he entered (Jranada amidst 
the enthusiastic shouts of tin multitude, lie was pro- 
claimed king with every demonstration of joy, and soon 
became the head of the Moslems in Spain, being tho first 
of the illustrious lino of Hani Nasar that had sat upon 
the throne. He caused the mines of gold and silver, and 
other metals found in the mountainous regions of his 
dominions, to 1* diligently worked, and was thu first 
king of Granada who struck money of gold and silver 
with his name, taking gnat can: that it should be 
skilfully executed. It was about this time, towards the 
middle of the 13th century, thai he commenced the splen- 
did palace of thu Alhambra. Ho retained his faculties 
and vigour to an advanced age. In his 7&th year, he 
took the field on horseback, accompanied by tho flower of 
his chivalry, to rrnist an invasion of his territories, but 
was suddenly struck with illness, and in a few hours he 
died vomiting blood, and in violent convulsions.

This work is one of tho 
most important of several treatise* which have been 
composed by that wi t- The main object of the author 
in composing it, was, in the first instance probably to 
shew bis own learning ; in the next, to justify the claims 
of Sayyid Ahmad, (of whom he was a constant and con- 
fidential adherent.) as a devotee, gifted with a surpassing 
degree of religious capacity and illumination. It muxes 
reference materially, in its explanations and allusions, to 
the peculiar divisions which prevail in India, among 
thorn who aspire to tho honors of religious initiation. 
These are generally numbered as the followers of one or 
other, of three venerated Pint, each of whom has given 
a name to a distinct school or sec t ; the first, the "Tarika- 
i-Kadiria," which traces its origin to 'Abdul Kadir JfUuti. 
Another, the "Tarika-i-Chishtia." so called from its 
founder Khwaja Mo'in-uddin Chishtt, whose tomb is at 
Ajmer ; the third, the " Tarika-i-Xakahbandia," derived 
from a Khwaja Baha-addin Nakshband, a native of Bu- 
khara. It was ono of the peculiar pretensions of Sayyid 
Ahmad, that he held himself privileged to be tho founder 
of a school of his own, to which ho gave the- name of the 
"Ttiriks-i-Mubammadia." His book waa written some time 
about tho year 1822 A. D., and it is to be remarked, as a 
new feature in the history of efforts for the propagation of 
Muhamnuidauism, or for the reform of its corruptions, 
how extensively the emissaries of this sect havo availed 
themselves of the pres« to disseminate their tenets. The 
"Sinit ul-Mustukim." the "Takwiat ul-rman." tho 
" Uidaet nl-Mominin," and a little tract attached to it, 
named the •• Muiih ul-Kabtr wa'l llidaa't," and two other 
tracts, entitled the " Nasihat ul-Musliim'n," and "Tarn- 
bih ul-Ghafilin," have all been printed at private 
in Calcutta or at Hugh'. See Sayyid . '

Muhammad Khan Bangash, Nawab, o 1 *- 

(J*^» styled Ghaxanfar Jang, a Rohcla chief of the tribe 

of Bangash. He founded the city of Farrukhabed in the 
name uf bis patron the emperor Farrukh-siyar. In tho 
reign of Muhammad Shah 1730 A. 1143 A. H. he waa 
appointed governor of Mslwa, but unablo to cope with the 
Mar Initios on account of their re|>eated incursions, he 
was removed in 1732 A. U-, 1145 A. H., and appointed 
governor of Allahabad. Muhammad Khan having planned 
the reduction of the Bundelus of whom raja Chaturssl was 
chief, entered tbist country in 1733 A. I)., 1146 A. H. with 
an army, and took several places ; but as he was but little 
acquainted with the reads, ChatanuU, with the assistant 
of Peshwa Biiji llao, surrounded him suddenly with on 
army. The nawah, unable to combat a superior force, 
took refuge in the fortress of Jaitgarh, where he was 
closely bloi kadod by the enemy for some time, when his 
son Kiem Jang having collected an army of tho Afghans, 
man bed to Jaitgarh and cscortisl his fathet in safety 
to Allahabad. The imperial ministers, making a pre- 
tence of Muhammad Khan's ill-success, removed him from 
the Subadari. He died in the month of June, 1743 A. D., 
Jumada I. 1156 A. II., and was succeeded in his jagir by 
his son Kiem Jang, commonly called Kiem Khan.

This prince was blest with a bright and comprehensive 
genius, taking groat delight in darning and the company 
of learned men. He, with his own hand, mode a choice 
collection of the beauties of |Kietry, selected from tho 
most fumous in that art. The wurk consisted of 20.000 
couplets, and was esteemed the criterion of tiL>te. Among 
the learned men in the prince's court. Amir Khusro and 
Khwaja Hasan Ix.rc the first rank in genius and in his 
esteem. The throne of Persia was at this time filled by 
Arglnin Khan, the son of Abka Khan, and grandson of 
Ualaku Khan. Timar Khan Changczi who was then an 
of mighty renown in tho empire of the race of 
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Chansrez Khin. Mid governed Hirit, Kandahar and 
district*; invaded Hindustan with 20,000 chosen horse. 
I laving ravaged all tho villages about Dcbalpiir and 
Lahor. he turned towards Multan. The prince Muham- 
mad Sul(in hruring of hia designs, hastened to the banks 
of the river of Lahor, where both armies drew up in 
order of battle, and engaged with great fury. The princo, 
unfortunately, received a fatal arrow in his breast, by 
which he full to the ground, and in a few minutes expir- 
ed. Very few of the unfortunate Mubammnd's party 
escaped from this conflict. Among the fortunate few, was 
Amir Khusro, the poet, who relates this event at largo, 
in his book called " Khiiir Khinf."

emperor Farrukh-siyar. Muh'immad Shah reigned 30 
lunar years, 6 months and 10 days, and died one month 
after the battle of Sarhind which hi* son fuught against 
Ahmad Shih Ahdali. His death took place on Thursday 
the 16th of April, 1748 A. D., 27th lUl.f II, llfil A. H. 
at tho ago of 47 lunar years, 1 month and 3 days. Ho 
was buri.d in the court before tho mausoleum of Nixim- 
uddin Aulia at Dehli, and was succeeded by his son Ah- 
mad Shah. Tliis emperor may be termed the last of tho 
race of Amir Tainiur who reigned in Dehli and enjoyed 
any power. The few prince* of that sovereign's family 
who wcro raised to the throne after Muhammad Shah 
were mere pageant*, whom the nobles of the court eleva- 
ted or cast down as it suited the purposes of their ambi- 
tions.

This naturally created him enemies among the Afghan 
chiefs, who having conspired against hi* life, revolted 
from his authority. Ibrahim Khan Sur, who had tho 
king's sister for hi* wife, noon after raised a considerable 
army, and. getting possession of the city of Dchli, ascen- 
ded the throne in 1655 A. !».. 962 A. 11.. and assumed 
the ensigns of royalty. Muhammad Shah, finding him- 
self betrayed, fled to Chunir. and contented himself with 
the government of tho eastern provinces. He wu skin 



in a battle fought at Hunger with Bahadur Shih. king of 
Bengal. I55G A. D., 963 A. H. The period of hi* reign 
at Heidi was only eleven month*. 

Muhammad Shah Bahmani I, Jjf &~ 

the second king of the Bahmani dynasty, was the son of 
Sultin 'Ati-uddin Hasan Kangnh Ilahtnani, whom he 
sTieceeded to th.. throne of the Dakhin in February. 1358 
A. 1). lftthZi-Kada, 77« A. H. He reigned 17 lunar 
years and died on the 21st of March, 1375 A. D. His son 
Mujihid Shih succeeded him.

one of the provinces of Arabia, named Hajar. As suecisss 
in any pn.j.-ct seldom fails to draw in imitators, Maham- 
mad having raised himself to such a degree of power and 
reputation, by acting tin: prophet, induced others to ima- 
gine they might arrive at the same height bv the same 
means. His most considerable com]>etitors in the pro- 
ph.-tic office was Musailima and Al-Aswud. Musailima 
pretended te be joined in commission with Muhammad, 
and published revelations in imitation of the Kuniri. 
He scut Miilmmmiid s letter, off.-ring to go halves with 
him, in these words : " l-'rorn Musailima, the apostle of God, 
to Muhammad, the apostle of (.iod. Now. let the earth be 
half mine and half thine.'' Bui Muhauuuad believing 



himself too well established to need a partner, wrote him 
this answer : " From Muhammad the opostle of God. to 
Musailima the liar. The earth is God's ; he giveth the same 
for inheritance unto such of his servants ax he pleasefh ; 
and the happy issue shall attend those who fear him." 
During the few months which Muhammad lived after tho 
setting up of this new imposture, Musailima grew very 
formidable ; Abu Baler, Muhainmnd's successor, in the 
second year of his reign and the 12th of Hijrf, (tiJ3 A. I). 
12 A. H.,) sent an army against him under the command' 
of Khalia, the son of Wal.d. who defeated and slew him 
in Kittle. Al-Aswad act up for himself the very year 
that Muhammad died ; but a party, sent bv Muhammad, 
broko into his house by night, and cut off his head. They 
received tho appellation of •■ The two Liars."

and re.unibd it to Dehli as a province of Hindustan. 
Muzaffar Shah, who had abdicated his throne in favour 
of Akbar, was sent to Agrah in thu first instance, but 
wan subsequently remanded into close confinement, from 
which he not only made his escape but flying into Gujrat, 
collected a respectable force, attacked tho viceroy Kutb- 
uddin Khan, and slew him in action ; and after an 
imprisonment of nearly nino years, re-aaeended the throne 
of ( iujrat. ills reign was, however, of short duration ; 
for in tho year 1583 A. D., 991 A. H., Akbar having 
deputed Mini Khan KhanKhanan, the son of Hairim 
Khan to re.take (iujrat, Muzaffar Khan was defeated in 
a pitched battle and flod to Jiinagsrh; and as ho was 
pursued by Khan 'Azim, hu eut his throat with u razor.

Nadir Shah, »- i ^<j, also called Nadir Kuli Khan, and 

Tahmasp Kuli Khan, tho greatest warrior Persia has ever 
produced. He was the son of u shepherd, born in the 
province of Khurasan, 16S7 A. I)., but by selling some 
of his father's sheep, he collected a number of desperate 
followers who shared his dangers and the booty gained in 
plundering caravans. By degrees he aaw himself at tho 
head of 6,000 bravo adherents, and his assistance was 
solicited by Shah Tahmasp II, king of Persia, whose 
throne was usurped by Ashraf, the chief of tho Afghans. 
With impetuous valour, Nadir attacked and routed tho 
enemy, and then seated his master on the throne of his 
ancestors at Isfahan 1730 A. D. Ho then pursued the 
flying Afghans to Kandahar, and on his return, taking 
advantage of the odium created by an unfavourable treaty 
made by Shah Tahmasp with tho Turks during his 
absence, he deposed the king; and his son, un infant 
of six months he proclaimed Shah, by the name of 
'Abbas 111. Thu event took place on the 16th August, 
1732 A. D., 1145 A. U. In his name, Nadir assumed to 
himself tho sovereign power, and after having recovered 
all that had been taken from Persia, he concluded a peace 
with the Ottoman Porto in 1 736 A. D. On the death of tho 
young Shah 'Abbas the aamo year, he signified his inten- 
tion of resigning his honours ; but the nobles, excited by 
his private intrigant, invested him with the sovereign 
power. The historian of Nadir is careful in informing 
us, that tho crown of Persia was placed upon the head 
of the conqueror exactly at 20 minutes past H in the 
morning of the 26th February, 1730 A. 1), Shawwal, 
1148 A. H. Nadir, now elevated to tho height of his 
ambition, wisely saw that war was tho only support of 
his greatness, and therefore with a numerous army ho 
marched against India in 1730. Thu Mughal empire was 
rapidly conquered, 200,000 men were put to the sword, 
and a booty of one hundred and forty.fivu millions, in which 
was tho imperial throne sot with diamonds of un immense 
value, called the Peacock Throne, was brought away by 
him from Dehli. Ho latterly became capricious, proud and 
tyrannical, and was guilty of such cruelty, that the nobles 
conspired against him and assassinated him on thu night of 
Sunday the 10th May, 1747 A. D., 10th Jumada I, 1100 
A. II., after he had reigned 20 years over one of tho 
most extensive and powerful empires of tho world. Ho 
was buried at Maahhad nine days after his deulh. His 
nephew and murderer 'All Kuli Khan who took the tit lu 
of 'Ali Shah or 'Adil Shah, succeeded him. On his 
he put to death thirteen of the sons and 
i of Nadir ; tho only descendant of the conqueror 
was spared, was his grandson, Shihnikh, the son of 
i Kuli, who was 14 years of age. 'Adil Shah was 
i after deprived of sight and imprisoned. After him 
Ibrahim his brother reigned for some time in 1718 A. I). 
Shahrukh in 1749 A. 1)., Sulaiman in 1750 A. D., Isma'il 
bin-Sayyad Mustafa from 1750 to 1769 A. D., and after 
him Kartm Khan Zand and 'Ak» Muhammad Khan Kiiar

Najaf Khan, <f*> *- i ? J , atyled Amir ul-Umri Zulfikar- 
uddaula, was l>oni in Persia of a family said to be related 
to the hafwt sovereigns of that empire, and in hia infancy 
was, with many of hia relation*, a prisoner to the usurper 
Nadir Shah, who kept all the personages, any way allied 
to Urn throne, in confinement for his own security. At 
the request of Mini Muhsin Khan, the brother of Nawab 
Kafdar Jang, who waa sent on an embassy to Nadir Shih 
by Muhammad Shih the em juror, after his invasion of 
Hindustan, Najaf Khin and a sister much obler than 
him»elf were released. This lady married her deliverer, 
and Najaf Khan accom|>anied her and hat husband to 
Dehli. lie was treated with parental affection by Mini 
Mnhsiit, and at his death attached himself to Muhammad 
Kuli Khan his son, the governor of Albihabud, who was 
shortly alter *ein'd and put to death by his first cousin 
Nawab Shujiuddaula the son of Sufdar Jang. Najaf 
Khan u]»n this event, retired with n few followers into 
Bengal, and offend his services to the Nawab Mir Kasirn 
'All Khin, then at war with the English, who gave him 
great encouragement. When Ki«im 'All took refuge 
with Shuji-uddaula, Najaf Kliin not clioosing to trust 
himself in tho power of the latter, rejeoircd to Dundcl- 
khand, and served Unman Singh, one of the chiefs of 
that country. Upon the flight of Shuji-uddaulo, after 
the battle of Buxur. he offered his services to tho English, 
representing himself as the rightful lord of the province 
of Allahabad, was received with respectful welcome, and 
even put in possession of a |>art of it; but when peace 
was concluded with the Nawab Vaiir, the English ills 
covering the falsehood of 
N warded his 



rupee* and strong recommendations to the emperor Shih 
'Alain. The recompense was greater than hia services 
to tho English, as ho had kept up a correspondence 
with Shuji-uddaula, whom he would have joined, had he 
been successful in the battle of Ko|i. From Allaliiliid 
he accompanied tbo emperor Shih 'Alam to Debit in 
1771 A. 1)., and having reduced the city of Agrah from 
the Jits, he was appointed Amlr-ul-Tmri with the title 
of Zullikar-uddaula. The Kajaa of Jaipur and several 
other Hindu primes were his tributaries. He died on 
the 22nd of April, 1782 A D., UOtf A. H.. in the 41>th 
your of his age.

11- by Ahmad Shih Abdili on the n turn to K»ndahir in 
1757 A. D., 1170 A. H., but was soon after tliat conquer- 
or's departure, deprived of his office by the wazi'r Ghiii- 
uddin_ Khin, who conferred it on Ahmad Shah ISangash 
the Nawib of Farrukliabad us a return for his services. 
Najilmddaula was present in the famous battle fought 
by Ahmad Shah Abdali with the Mariettas in January, 
1761 A. D., and on his departure! to Kandahar, was again 
restored to Ids former situation of Amir-ul-'Emri, and 
was cntruet.d with the euro of the city of Dehli and 
protection of tho royal family. Ho governed Dehli and 
the few district* yet in poasession of the royal family 
with moderation and justice till his death which took, 
place in October, 1770 A. I)., Hujab, 11S4 A. H.. when 
he was suci .-. ded in his dominions by his sonZabita Khiin 
who continued to protect the reval family ; the emperor 
Shili Alam residing at Allahabad with the English.

Bio died on the 28th January, 1851 A. D, Of all the 
butcheries in the disturbances of 1S57, that enacted by 
this vile wretch, stands pre-eminent. Out of seven 
hundred and fifty living souls (all Christians} in the 
strength and vigour of life, few escaped to tell the 
horrible tale. Lieutenants Delafoose and Thomson of the 
43rd N. I., Ensign Brown, 46th N. la, and two other, 
soldiers, were the only survivors of the massacre. Threo 
men and four women axe rc|K>rted to have also escaped 
and reached Allahihid. They escaped the massacre in 
the river and wore, hid in Kahnpur, until the arrival of 
General Havclock's force*. The pension of the ex- 
Pealiwi amounting to 8 laks of rupees per annum, was 
not continued to tho Kinha, and this appears to have 
been his principal, if not solo grievance, though ho 
invariably maintained friendly relations with the Euru|>can 
residents, and indeed on many occasions treated them 
with apparently cordial hospitality. 11 is residence was 
at Hithur, situated ten miles from Kahnpur, where hs 
owned an estate left him by his patron the ex • Perth wi, 
and he was allowed a retinue of 5(10 infantry and cavalry, 
with threo guns of small callibro, and these troops were 
of course entirely independent of European authority. 
A proclamation was issued by tho Goveraor-dencral in 
March, 1858 A. 1)., wherein a reward was offered of one 
lakh of rupees to any person, who should deliver Ninhi 
Dhuudhupant of Bilhur to the district officer commanding 
in any military camp or at any military post ; and, in 
addition to the pecuniary reward, a free pardon was 
guaranteed to any mutineer, deserter or rebel (excepting 
the Nawabs of Karrukhibid, Bareli, Band* and Kaji of 
Muinpuri) who should so deliver up the Ninhi Sahib. 

Nanak, I 1 * or Ninhak Khib, tho founder of the 

sect called Sikhs, waa born in the year 1469 A. D. Ho 
was the son of a Hindu grain-merchant, and disciple of 
Sayyad Huaain, or as some say of Kabir, and consequent- 
ly "a sort of Hindu deist, but his peculiar tenet was 
universal toleration. He maintained that devotion was 
due to God, that forms were immaterial and that Hindu 
and Muhammadan worship were the same in tho sight 
of the Deity. During his travels, Ninhak was introduced 
to the emperor lis bar, before whom he is said to have 
defended his doctrine with great firmness and eloquence. 
Ninhak died in the month of August, 1539 A. D., aged

Nandknmar, jUf^u, a ri ,, h Mihijan of Calcutta and 
Faujdar of Hugh'. AH the power of the State had been 
committed to him without control, in the time of tho 
Nawib Ja'far 'All Khan. He was a treacherous enemy 
to tho English. He was convicted of a forgery, 
condemned to suffer death, and was hanged at the 
appointed place of execution in Calcutta on the 5th 
August, 1775 A. D., 7th .Tumid* II, 1189 A. H. His 
treasure and effects were given up to his son Riji Gurdi* 
It is said there were fifty-two lakhs of ru|>ccs in money 
and about tho same amount in jewels and rich goods! 
In his house were fonnd the seals of several eminent 
persons which he had forged. The Brahman* of Calcutta 
were struck with such horror when that execution took 
place, that they rushed into the sxcred waters of the river 
to purge themselves of tho pollution of such a sight, and 
looking upon Calcutta as a second Aceldama or field of 
blood, they crossed the river and settled at Bali, six 
miles from the scene of execution. They eradaallv extend- 
ed their habitation beyond Bali and 'formed the village 
Ifturpara. 

Narayan Bao Peshwa, b^jb erl<A the third son 

of Balaji Rao Pcshwi, succeeded his brother Madh6 Rio

He was tho son of Imam Fakhr- 
uddin Muhammad Kin. was born at Tiis in Khur&san on 
Saturday the 3rd of March 1201 A. D., 11th Jumada I, 
697 A. H., and though a somewhat over-zealous Shia. was 
one of the best, and certainly the most universal «holar 
that Persia ever produced. He wrote on all subjects, and 
some of his works are to this day standard books in 
Persian Universities. He was a fair Greek scholar, and 
made u new translation of Euclid into Arabic, wherein he 
proves most of the propositions, sometimes in two, three, 
and four ways wholly different from the demonstrations 
of the Greek author. He likewise translated the Almajisti, 
and wrote a volume of learned explanatory notes u|h>u it. 
He also wrote several works on geometry, astronomy, 
philosophy, theology, and dissertations on miscellaneous 
subjects. During the Mughal persecutions he wandered 
among the mountains of Khurasan, and was taken euptivo 
by Alauddin Muhammad, a descendant of Hasan Kabbah 
who forced him to remain with him for several years and 
employed him as hU wazir. It was during his captivity, 
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that hv wrote tbo most ct lebrated of all his treatises, a 
Well-known and excellent little work on moral philosophy, 
which ht styled " Akhliik Nasiri." or the morals of Nasir 
in eomplenu-nt to Nasir-uddin 'Ahdui Iwihim. governor of 
the fortress of Dez ; but thi-s flattery did not procure him 
his liberty, ho remained in that roounfiini.ua region till 
he w«i rcloawd by Hulaku Khan in NoiLtuber 12-50 A. I)., 
654 A. II. It was Nasir-uddin that porsuadid Halaku to 
inarch against Uaghdad. which was taken iu 12 .s A. D. 
Tl)" " Akhlak Nasiri" is a translation in lVrsian of the 
" Kitab-ut-Taharut til Uikmut Amali," an Arabic work 
by Abu All' Muhammad of Mecca. There are two other 
works on Siifiiam which he wrote, one called " Aowif- 
ul-Ashrsf," tbo Praises of the Virtuous, and the other 
" Baluir-ul-Maani," the Sen of Truth. Ho is also tho 
author of a work entitled " Khillafut-nAma Ilahi." and 
of another work on Prosody called " Masr-ush-shohra."

Ho was a contemporary of 
Khwaja 'AtuVl Hasan Jurjanf and the celebrated physi- 
cian Aviccnna. Some say that ho was a Deist, and 
others considered him to be an Atheist, on which account 
ha was persecuted by the Muhammadaru, and fled from 
one city to another, till at last he was obliged to conceal 
himself among the hills of Budakhshsn. Daulat Shah has 
given a very interesting account of Nisir Khuaro in his 
Tarkira. In 1872 there was discovered among tho 
Elliot papers an Arabic work by Nasir Khrwro. on tho 
buildings and water-works of Jerusalem. He is most 
pp-ciaii in his information. It is said, that if this work 
had been found a little earlier, it might have saved the 
Palestine exploration Committee some diggings and 
considerable outlay. There is also a work of the satno 
kind in Persian called " the Travels of Nasir Khuaro," 
which ho wrote in 1052 A. D., corresponding with 444 
A. H.

establishment of the Muhumm.-idaii faith in Din country of 
Sindh took place in the time of Hiijj/ij hin-Yunf, gover- 
nor of Basra, at the time when W'ali'd the son of tho 
Khalif "Abdulmalik was ruler of the provinces of both 
'Iraks. Hajjsj deputed Mahmud Hussin in the year 
706 A. P.. 87 A. 11. with a select army into Mik'riu, 
and hit subdued that country ; and made converts of 
many of the inhabitant* railed Ballochis. lie afterwards 
deputed Jtmlmiii to conquer Dibal (modern Tha(t» on the 
Indus). Budmin failed in his expedition, and lost his 
life in tho first action, Hiijjaj, not deterred by this 
defeat, resolved to follow up the enterprise by another. 
In consequence, in the year "12 A. 1)., 93 A. H.. ho 
deputed hi* cousin Im&d-uddin Muhammad bin-Ka-iiin 
the son of AVil or ITknil Tbakufi or Sakafi with nix 
thousand soldiers to attai k Dfbil, and hi! in a short time 
conquered the place, and lliija Dahir. the ruler of Dibal 
was slain in battle. After tbo death of Muhammad bin- 
Ks*irn. a tribe who trace; their origin from the Anuria, 
established a government in Sindh; after which the 
zamindars, of the tribe of Sumara. usurped tho power, 
and held independent rule over tho kingdom of Sindh 
for the space of 500 years. In the course of years tho 
dynasty of Sumara was subverted, and the country 
subdued by another dynasty called Siimana. whoso chief 
assumed the title of Jam. During the reigns of theso 
dynasties in Sindh, the Mubainmadan kings of India 
Peopor, such as those of Uhaxni, (thor and l>c hli, invaded 
Sindh. and wiring many towns, appointed Muhammsdan 
governors over them. Among these rulers, Nasir-uddin 
Kablavha asserted his independence, and caused the public 
prayers to bo read in his name as king of Sindh. Nasir- 
uddin was one of the Turkish slaves of Shahih-uddin 
Muhammad (lh6ri, who made him governor of 1'chrha 
in Multin about tho year 1203 A. D„ 600 A. II. lie 
espoused the daughter of Sultan Kutb-uddin Eaibak vico- 
roy, and afterward* king of Dehli. after whose death in 
1210 A. D., 607 A. 11.. having seize d many of the towns 
subjected to the Sindh government, he reduced the 
territory of tha Siimanas to tho small tract of country 
around Thatta, and relinquishing tho allegianre to tho 
throne of Dehli, became independent Besides Sindh, his 
kingdom embraced the provinces of Multin. Kohrim 
and Sursatt. He was twice attacked by Taj-uddi'n Eldui 
of Uhaxni. but he successfully repelled both them inva- 
sions. In 1225 A. D. Khamsuddin Altimsh, king of 
Dehli, made several attempts to remove him from his 
government, and even marrheal for that purpose us far 
as Cchcha, when Nasir-uddin having no hopes of even- 
tually repelling the arms of the Dehli monarch, placed 
his family and personal attendants with his treasure, in 
boats, and endeavoured to occupy a contiguous island ; 
when a storm coming on. the boat foundered, and every- 
one perished. This monarch reigned in Sindh and 
Multin for a period of 22 years. In the latter end of 
the reign of Muhammad Tughlafc of Debit, Sindh owned 
ailnginuce to that monarch ; nevertheless, occasionally 
taking advantage of local circumstances, tho Sindhis 
contrived, for a considerable period, to shake off their 
allegiance. The first of tha family of which we have 
any account was Jim Afri.

At the death of his 
father, who was murdered by his own Maiuluka at thu 
siege of Jahbar, IMS A. D., 541 A. H., N ur-uddin has- 
tening to Aleppo with tho signet of tho depetwod prince, 
secured the possession of that i itv and uf his father's 
Syrian dominions ; while Mesopotamia, with Mousal for 
• 'capital, fell to the lot of the elder brother Saif-uddin; 
and the feeble attempt! of Alp Arsalan, a prince of the 
house of Suljcik, to assert his ancestral claims to tho 
dominion of thuse provinces, were easily frustrated by the 
combined power of tho two brothers. Thu earliest ex- 
ploits of the reign of Nur-uddin were in continuance 
of the Holy War which his father had assiduously waged 
against the Latin Christian* of Palestine : Joscelino do 
Courtcnav, whose capital of Ed.tssa h.id Ix-en taken by 
Zangi a few years previous, wjis signally repulsed in an 
attempt to recover it, and the Christian inhabitants, who 
had aided the enterprise, were put to the swurd without 
mercy by command of Nur-uddin. who even tovelhsl the 
fortifications of the town to prevent its ever again beoom- 
ing a bulwark to the kingdom uf Jerusalem. The 
recovery of this important fortress was tho avowed object 
of Iho second Crusade, undertaken 11 IH A. I)., 513 A. H., 
under Louis Vll of Erunce and the emperor Conrad : but 
of the mighty hosta which they led from Europe, only 
a miserable and dispirited remnant escaped the arrow* 
of the Suljuki Turks in their march through Anatolia to 
Palestine, thu project of retaking Edessa was abandoned 
as hopcl<-*», the siege of Damascus, which was attacked 
l>v the crusading mnnurchs in conjunction with Baldwin 
III of Jerusalem, was foiled when on the eve ol success 
by the addnss witli which the minister of the Muslim 
prince Mujir-uddul fomented the mutual jealousies of tho 
Christian leader*; and this vast armament, which if 
properly directed might havu overwhelmed the rising 
power of Nur-uddin, only served by its failure to extend 
and confirm it. Resuming the offensive immediately 
altar the departure of the crusaders, be invaded tho 
territory of Antioeh, and in a pitched battle ,27th June, 
1149 A'. P.,) routed and slew the prince Raymond, whoso 
brad was sent as a truphy to the Khalif at I 
and though he sustained a severe defeat in the 
year frutn his ancient opponent Joseelino de Ceurtenay, 
who surprised bis camp, this disgrace was amply cotiipen. 
suited by the captivity of that active leader, who was soon 
after seized while hunting by a marauding party of 
Turkmans, and died in confinement, while the! remaining 
dependencies of Ede>sa, the fortress of Aintab, lYIlbashor, 
Itavendan. &c, fell almost without rtwUtance into the 
power of Nur-uddin, whoso dutuinions now included th" 
whole of Northern Syria. Mujir-uddin was still the 
nominal ruler of Damascus and the southern ]>ortion. but 
the government was entirely in the hand* of his wji/ir 
Mo'in-uddin Anar, whose daughter Nur-uddin hid 
married ; and after tho death of this able minister, tho 
inhabitaiita, alarmed at the capture of Asi alon by Baldwin 
III in 1153 A. D., and dreadiiig an attack from thu 
Christians, voluntarily offered their allegUnco to Niir- 
uddin (1164) as the price of hi* protection. The weak 
Mujir-uddin resigned his power, and sought an asylum 
at the court of the Khalif of Baghdad, which then nnu 
to have been the usual retreat of deposed prince-s ; while 
Nur-uddin, the circuit of whoso realms now encompassed 
on all sides by land the Latin territories! in Palestine, 
and extended to thu frontiers uf the Eatuuita puasoasious 
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in Egynt, fixed his capital at Damascus, which he raised i 
from the ruinous state in vrhirh it had bet n left by an 
earthquake, and adorned with mosques, fountains, cullers, j 
and hospitals. Tlio death of Baldwin III in lift A. I)., 
released Ntiruddin from the ablest of his antagonists, I 
hi« brother and successor. Almarie, or Amoury, being far 
inferior to Baldwin, both in prowess and abilities. Meso- 
potamia, ruled by the Sultan's nephews, acknowledged hia 
supremacy as head of the family ; he was now. by hi* offi- 
cers, absolute master of Kgvpt j his name was rei it. d with 
that of the Khali'f Must.ui of Baghdad in all the mosquca 
throughout his dominions, and even in the holy cities of 
Mecca and M.-dina, which Turin Shah, brother of Siilah- 
nddin. had made dependencies of Egy|>t. But the 
power and glory of Nur-wl.lin had now attained their 
highest pitch, the three remaining years of his life were 
unmarked by any memorable achievement, and disquieted 
by the forebodings of the future downfall of his bouse by 
the ambition of falah-uddiri, who, though still ostmsively 
acting an his lieutenant, and making public profinsioM 
of loyalty and obedience, had in fact hi-come independent 
master of Kgypt, and eluded or disregarded all the orders 
of his nominal sovereign. Nur-uddin was preparing to 
march into Kgypt to ROOM or expel hit refractory vassal, 
w hen an attai k of quinsy terminated his life at Dama.-.us 
after a prospermia reign of 27 ve.-irs on the 2fith of Mav. 
117.1 A. 1).. 21st Shawwiil. 669 A. H. His son Malik- 
us-Salah Isma'il, a youth. II years old. siii-coeded to 
the titular seven ignty of his extensive dominions, but 
was sj- ■edily stripped, by Salah-uddin. of Damascus and 
the greater" part of Syria, and died H years afterwards, 
rtdoced to the sovereignty of Ale]>po and ita depen- 
deiii iea.

Just (t'hoaroc* of the (irceks), was the son of Knbacl, king 
of Persia, ut whose death 531 A. D., he asci nilcsl the 
throne of that kingdom. The accounts given by Kast.-ra 
and Western authoi*, of the success, s of this king in hia 
invasi.ms of the Boman empire, differ but very little. 
Some of the former have falsely aiwrt.-d that he took 
an emperor of the Romans prisoner ; and they have all, 
with a )<iirtiality that, in national historians writing of 
this monarch, seems almost excusable, passed over the 
few reverses which his arms sustaimsl. But the disgrace- 
ful peace which the emperor Justinian purchased at the 
commencement of the reign of Nousherwan, the subse- 
quent war, the reduction of all Syria, the capture of 
Antioch, the unopposisi progress of the Persian monarch 
to the shores of the Meditorrani-an, his conquest of 
Iberia, Cab hoa, and the temporary establishment of his 
(tower on the banks of the Hoods, and 011 the shores of 
the Kuxine, are facta not questioned by his eiicniica. 
They, however, aaseit, that hia genius, us a military 
bader, even when his fortune was at the highest, waa 
checked by Belisariua, who waa twice sent to oppose his 
progress; and whose succeaa, considering his want of 
means, and the character of the court he served, was 
certainly »oudi*lul. In all the negotiation, winch took 
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place between the emperor Justinian and Nousherwiin, 
tho latter iwumni the tonn of n superior. Hi* lowest 
servant* were treated, at tho imperial court, in a manner 
calculated to inflame tho pride, and raise the insolence of 
■ vain unl arrogant nation : mid the impressions which 
this conduct must haTe made, were coniirmod by the 
agreement of the Roman emperor to pay 30,000 piecea of 
gold i a Hum which could hare Wu of no importance to 
Noushcrwan, hut as it showed the monarch of the Western 
world in the rank of one of his tributaries. In a second 
war aith the Roman eniperor* Justin and Tiberius, Nou- 
aherwan, who though 80 years of ago, still led hi* armies, 
experienced soiuu reverse* of fortune : hut the persever- 
ance and valour of the aged sovereign were ultimately 
rewarded by the conquest of Haru and tho plunder of 
Syria, 672 A. 1). He died after a proaporou* reign of 48 
year* about the year 579 A. I>., and waa succeeded by his 
•on Hurmuz IV.

He was succeeded 
by his son Dainaji who was an unworthy representative 
of his illustrious sire. H« had the audacity to declare 
open war against the l'eshwa while the Peshwa was 
unencumbered with any other quarrels, and as the result 
of this unequal contest, he lost half of his pos* salons, and 
was forced to hold the other half hims. lt as a ticf from 
tho l'eshwa. Svaji, the son of Hauroji, w.v a fool, and 
Anaud liao was a foot that is, not fools in the conven- 
tional and uncomplimentary sense of the word, but liter- 
ally fools— persons of weak intellect. But they were the 
heirs to the throne, and it was sought to limke them 
the victima of an usurpation. The British Government 
was horrified at this iniquity and they stepped in to 
prevent it. Afterwards when the British wi re engagisl 
in their fresh struggle with the Pisliwa, Baroda sided 
with us. Tho il .ih.tta confederacy was broken up, 
and in the final settlement, the Gaikowar received a 
large accession of territory. Anaud liao diisl in 1H19 
A. 1)., and was succeeded by Saiaji liao. Since then we 
have maintained wlwt was called by tho term of the treaty 
our alliance with Baroda.

Ram Mohan Rae, iSb vf*J* fh$ afterwards Riji Rim 
Mohan Rae\ a Brahman of a respectable family in Bengal, 
whose birth and mission are briefly stated in" Maunders 
Biographical Treasury, was early celebrates! for his pre- 
cocious genius, high linguistic attainments, and other na- 
tural gilts which in his ufler-life procun-d for him tho re- 
putation of a in former. Among several other reforms, tho 
degenerate statu of ninduiim demanded his earliest 
attention, and he with his wonted zeal and assiduity, took 
Open himself to introduce? a reform which at the "risk of 
his purse and reputation, he succeeded in a great measure 
in affecting aine>ng his former co-religionista. His object 
was to reconstruct and vumish the old Hinduism, and 
not to abandon it altogether its some of the modern 
peeudo-reforniers propose. He picked up moral* and 
precepts from the Vedaa, Pussunas and Upaniahads, which 
be thought most appropriate and instructive ; but never 
accepted th.-m as revelations. Ho likewise borrowed 
rules and precepts from other religions, but more par- 
ticularly from Christianity. His originality of mind, his 
natural logical powers, his mastery of mental and moral 
philosophy, and above all his ardent desire to establish 
the true knowle-dge of God among his countrymen, 
made him discard all the prevailing religions of tho world 
as revelations. When in I : t jind, tho Riji always 
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attended the Unitarian church and much approved of its 
doctrines. He embarked for England and arrived at 
Liverpool on the 8th April, 1831 A. D. and died at SU- 
pylton tirove near Bristol, while on a visit to that country, 
for the purpose of giving information and of promoting 
the intercut* of his countrymen, by advocating a tnoro 
liberal intercourse with India. After his death his 
followers in Bengal strictly adhered to the faith, and 
multiplied in number by thuuaands. The wurks of 
Kir \V Hamilton and Bishop Berkeley have also become 
their guides in points uf philosophy. In a word the 
Iiruhmists are not idolaters, as considered by some, nor 
infidels as supposed by many. They arc rather the 
religious and enlightened people of the ago as they con- 
aider themselves. Raja Ram Mohan translated the Epa- 
nishads of the Yajur Veda according to the Comment of 
Sankar Arharyn. into English, establishing the unity and 
incomprehensibility of the Supreme Being, whose worship 
alone can tend to eternal beatitude. A translation of the 
Vedant (an abridgment of all tho sacred writings) in 
Hindustani and Bengali, was made bv this Hindu 
philosopher and philanthropist. The Riji also published 
an abstract of it in English. His tomb is in Arno's Vale 
cemetery in Bristol. 

Bamraj, ftyfbi a Riji of Bijinagar or Bijaiinagar, who 
was slain in battle against the four M uhiimmsdun princes 
of the Dakhin.

It in true that the independence of 
the "great Ranis of Chittour" »'a* ossaihd by the 
Moguls, and that they siiccuinbid to circumstances ; but 
they never acknowhslgcd a superior in birth or di-went. 
The family dates back upwurds of a thousand y<-ar». It 
waa in 1614 A. D., in the reign of tho emperor Jahiingir, 
that the house waa first compelled by force of arms to 
•unttndrr that complete independence it had then main- 
tained for eight hundred years, and to acknowh dge 
fealty to the throne of Dehli. In 1612 we first hear of 
the renowned Rani Sang* of Chittour. His army con- 
sisted of 80.000 horse, supported by 500 war elephantc. 
Seven Kajis of the highest rank, an<l a hundred and 
thirteen of inferior note attended his stirrup in the field. 
Tho Kajis of Jaipur and Marwar served nnder his 'din- 
ner, and he was tho acknowledged lu-ad of all the lUjput 
tribea. In 1427 A. D. he espoused the cause of the dethroned 
dynasty of lkhli All the princes of Rajputina rangid 
tbcmsclv<» under his banner, and he advanced with 
100,000 men to drive Habar across the Indus. The first 
conflict took placu at Diana where the advanced guard 
of the Moguls was totally rout. si by the Rajput*. In 1 508 
A. I). L'dai Singh, the son of liana Sanga, came under the 
displeasure of AkWr. Ho fled and left the defence of his 
capital Chittour to Raja Jaiuial who was killed by Akbar 
himself. His death deprived the garrison of all con- 
fidence, and they determined to sell their lives as dear as 
possible. The women threw themselves on the funeral 
pile of the Raja, and the men nishid frantically on the 
weapons of the Moguls and jsaisbed to the number of 
8000. In 1G14 I'artdp Singh reigned and recovered the 
greater portion of his dominion before Akhar died. In

He (Kissed part of his life in tho 
service of Aba Khan, king of Persia, At a subsequent 
period, Uhizin Khan, who was a friend to literature, 
appointed him to tho post of Wasir in 1298 A. 1)., 697 
A. H. in conjunction with Sa'd-uddin who became his 
enemy. Roahid-udinn was maintained in his office by 
Aljaitu, aurnamed Khuda lianda, the brotlier and sue. 
r«aaur of (iharan Khan, and was trcatod by him with 
great consideration and rewarded with tho utmost liber- 
ality. Rashid-uddin in his first rupture with Sa'd-uddin, 
was' compelled in self-defence to denounce him, and to 
cause him to be put to death. Amir 'Alt' Shah Juban a 
person of low origin, was appointed Sa'd-uddin's successor 
at Rashid-uddin'a request, but they soon fell out, and 
shortly after the death of Aljaitu who was succeeded by 
his son Sultan Abu Su'i'd. Amir 'Ali Shih so far succeeded 
in prejudicing the Sultan against the old minister, that 
he was removed from the wiuir.vt in 1317 A. 1)., 717 A. H. 
A short time afterwards ho was recalled, but it was not 
long before ho again lost favour at court, and was accused 
g the death^oOiis patron Aljaitu Khin.

Saljuki, i^J^*> » d>-narty of Tartar kings who do- 
rive their name from Suljuk, a chief of great repu- 
tatiun, who had been compelled to quit the court of 
Bighii Khan the sovereign of tho Turks of Kapchik. 
Sjilji'ik. who hud proceeded with his tribe to the plains of 
Bukhara, embraced the religion of Muhammad and 
acquired the crown of martyrdom in the war against tho 
infidels. His age of an hundred and seven years, sur- 
passed the life of his son Mikiil ; and Saljuk adopted the 
care of his two grandsons Tughral and Ja'far; the. eldest 
of whom, at the age of 46 years was invested with the 
title of Sultan in the royal city of Nnishiipur. It is said 
that Miksil became known to Sul(an Mithmiid of Ohazni, 
and was greatly honoured by that monarch. They relate, 
that on Mahmud asking the ambassador of their chief, 
what force they could bring to his aid ; " Send this 
arrow," said the' envoy, presenting one of two which he 
held in his hand, " and 50.000 horse will appear :"— " Is 
that all K' exclaimed Mahrnud "Send this." said ho 
pnm'nting the other, '"and an equal number will follow." 
" But suppose I was in extreme distress," observed the 
monarch, "and wanted your utmost exertions?" — 
"Then," replied the ambassador, "send my bow, and 
200,000 horse will obey the summons!" The proud 
conqueror heard with secret alarm, this terrifying account 
of their numbers : and wo are told that he anticipated 
the future overthrow of his empire. Tughral Beg and 
his brother served for several years under Sultan Mah- 
mud. In 1036 A. D., 429 A. H., the former resisted 
Sultan Maaa'ud the son of Mahmud. and received inves- 
titure as Sultan of Khurasan from the Khalifa of Bagh- 
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dad. Viit Tughrel Beg who tu tho first king of the 
Baljiik dynasty of Persia.

He forced 
Bahrain Shah, a monarch of the race of GhaznL whoso 
capital was Labor, to pay him tribute ; and Aliuddin, 
prinee of Ghor, who had defeated Bahrain Shih and taken 
Ghazni, yielded in his turn to the superior fortune of 
Sanjar, by whom he was defeated, made prisoner and 
tributary to the house of Saljiik. But Sanjar, after a 
long reign marked by singular glory and sui-ce**, wa* 
destined to experience the moat cruel reverses of fortune* 
In the year 1140 A. D., 533 A. II., he advanced far into 
Tartary to attack Uour Khin, the monarch of Kara 
Khati, and suffered a signal defeat in which almost hi* 
whole army was rut to pieces, his family taken prisoner, 
and all his baggage plundered. He next marched, 1 153 
A. P., 547 A. H., against the Turkman tribe of Ohuj 
who had withheld their usual tribute of 40,000 sheep : 
an action ensued, in which ho was defeated and taken 
prisoner. During his long confinement of four yean, 
his dominions were ruled by his favourite Sul(ina Khatun 
Turknn : at whose death in 1156 A. D., 551 A. H„ 
Sanjar made an effort to eaca|ie and was successful ; but 
he lived only a short time after he regained his liberty, 
for he died on Friday the 24th Mav. 1157 A. D., 11th 
Ruhr II.

having said so, because it showed that I wished better 
to myself than to others."

Sarfaraa Khan, Nawab, uP'jb'j" entitled 

'Abi-uddauLa, was the son of Nawab Shuja-uddniila or 
Shuja-iiddin. governor of Bengal, whom he succeeded on 
the 13th March. 1733 A. 1>„ 13th Zil bijja 1151 A. II. 
He reigned one year and two months, and was slain in an 
attack made bv Alahwardi Khan Mahaliat Jang on the 
20th April. 1740 A. lb. 13th Safar. 1153 A. U. The 
cause of this murder is thus recorded : " 1 Ala-uddaula 
having accidentally ne t the nUf.fi of his waxir Mahaliat 
Jang, a young lady who bore the repute of being the 
most bemitifiil woman of the age, first commanded, and 
thm entreated, her to withdraw her vi-il, that he might 
enjoy one look at her face. The modest damsel, over- I 
whelmed with confusion and terror, entreated the prince's 
pardon, and. pleading eloquently for her honour, declined 
to gratify his curiosity ; but he, being charmed with her 
exquisite grow and the delicious tones of her voice, was 
fired with ii hasty determination, and himself withdrew 
the veil. He gawd in ardent admiration on her lovely 
countenance for a f< w wconds ; then dropping the dra- 
pery, ho asked forgiveness for his rudeness, and paying 
the beauty some princely compliment, passed on. The 
unhappy girl fled in team to her father, 'Ataullah, and 
to her uncle the wajcir, and with mixed indignation and 
ahame, declared the sad tale of her disgrace, and imme- 
diately afterwards destroyed her*. If with poison. Suffice 
it to say. that the print* became their victim within . 

Sarfi 8awaji, t/fl » poet named Shaikh 

YakVib who flourished in the time of the emperor Akbnr, 
and wrote a chronogram on the death of Amir Fath-ullah 
Shiran and Hakim Abii'l Fatha Otlani, both of whom 
died in 1280 A. D., 9'J7 A. H. He was a native of Sawa 
in Persia ami came to India where ho died in 1695 
A. V., 1003 A. H., and left a Diwin. 

Sarfoji, Lf*-*ir~> rv «J» of Tanjore, a descendant of Ekkoji, 
the brother of the celebrated Siwaji the Marhatta chief. 
My Uie treaty of 25th October, 1799 A. 1)., the English 
Government decided between two rival claimants, to placo 
Sarfoji upon the masnad, on condition that ho transferred 
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tho management of his territory to the British, consenting 
to receive in lieu of its revenue, an annual paymont of 
£118,350. The absolute sovereignty of the fortres* and 
city of Tanjore itself, were at the same time gnaranteod 
to the prince. Kurfoji died in 1832 A. D., and was 
succeeded by his only sou Siwaji, who reigned 23 yean 
and died on the 29th October, 1S55 A. D., leaving no 
legitimate son to aucci-ed him. Tho surviving family 
consisted of the following persons: nr., Tho Queen 
Uownger, 16 wives, 2 daughters, 2 sisters, 6 natural sons, 
11 natural daughters, and 54 collaterals.

He wrote a bio- 
graphv of tho poets of his own time, entitled " Kalmat- 
ush-Shu'ira." tho letters of which, if taken according to 
their respective numbers, will give the year in which it 
was written, pis., 16S2 A. D., 1093 A. H. He was a good 
poet, had tho good fortune to become acquainted with 
almost all men of talents of his day. He died at thu 
advanced age of 76 years about the year 1714 A. D, 1126 
A. H„ and left besides the above-mentioned work, four 
Masnawis or poems, nr.. " Husn-o-Isbk," " Nur-i-'Ati,"

Sarmad, *^P*i the poetical name of an Armenian mer- 
chant who camo to India in tho reign of the emperor 
Shah Jshan. In one of his journeys towards Thattn, ha 
fell so passionately in love with a Uindti girl, that ho 
became distracted and would go about the streets stark 
naked. Ho was well-versod in the Persian language and 
was a good poet. In the beginning of tho reign of 
'Alamgir, he was sentenced to death on account of his 
disobeying the orders of that emperor who had command- 
ed him not to go about naked. This event took placo 
about the year lfltSI A. T)., 1072 A. H, Some sny that 
tho real cause of his execution was a Iiubni which ho 
had composed, tho tran*lation of which is "The Mullasj 
say that Muhammad entered the heavens ; but Sarmad 
says that the heavens entered Muhammad." His tomb is 
close to the Jama Masjid at DehU.

It is frequently said by 
natives, that it was from Shah 'Abdul 'Aziz, that Sayyad 
Ahmad derived the |*i-uliar opinions whieh he subse- 
quently promulgated, and the design which he adopted 
of Broaching up a religious war. It is at least certain, 
that the chief of hia first disciples, and the must constant 
associates of all his fortunes, were two near relatives of 
'Abdul 'Aziz, one his nephew. Maulwi Muhammad Isroa'd, 
author of the Sirat.ul-Mu.-takini. the other his son-in-law. 
and also partially a contributor to the book, named 
Maulwi 'Abdul llai. By these persona, Muhammad 
l&ma'fl is gi-nerully esteomrd to have been a man of much 
talent and burning. The extreme honour which he and 
his brother Maulwi puid to Sayyad Ahmad, who wu* 
himw.lfiu-.irl v illiterate, h.«d a powerful effe< t in attracting 
towards him the respect of tho vulgar. They rendered 
him almost menial offices, running, it is aaid, with their 
off, by the side of hia palankeen, when, he moved 



assumed the name of a religious teacher, and commenced 
spreading his religious doctrines. The general spirit 
by which these were animated (identical nearly with that 
of the tenets of the Arabian Wahabu, of whom the sect 
of Sayyad Ahmad may perhaps be act urately termed an 
Indian'intitation) was the ardent profession of Muham- 
llaMlWaM in its primitive simplicity and fervour, and 
tho utter rejection of all idolatrous or superstitious in- 
novation*, whemesoever derived. The manner in which 
tin ; w i- at first in hi ill} r . i ived n ■-. bow ver, highly 
favourable. When Sayyad Ahmad at last caino down to 
Bengal, ho luid got together many followers, and had 
established an extensive reputation. lie arrived in 
Calcutta with a considerable retinue tom\irds the end 
of 1H21 A. D-, and immediately a gn at majority of the 
Muhammadans of the plae e, of all ranks and station*, flocked 
to become, or to profess thenwclvi*. his disciples. In 
the early part of 1822, he proceeded with his frii^nda, the 
two Moulwis, to Mecca, from whence he returned in 
Octol>er of the next year, having touched for a few day* 
at Bombay, where, w-ith reference to the shortness of his 
stay, his success, in gaining numerous followers, waa 
nearly as remarkable a* in Calcutta. In December, 1823 
A. D., he again starti-d for Upper India. The next 
important event of his career, his commencing a religion* 
war in the Ijihor territories, did nut occur till after a 
considerable interval, though tho enterprise waa one in 
which he had long openly announced lii* intention to 
engage. lt» date is give,, in the •• Targhib-ul-Jihid," 
or "Incitement nf Keligious War," a little treatise 
written in Hindustani during the continuance of the 
struggle, by a Maulwi of Kanuuj, with the view, as its 
mime purports, of rousing the Faithful to rally round the 
standard which had been rais-d in the Fanjab. " Tho 
tribe of Sikhs," says the indignant Maulwi, " hava tag 
held sway in Labor and other places. Their opp 
have exceed) d all limits. Thousand* of 
thev have unjustly killed, and on thou* 
heaped disgrace. The 'Azin, or summons for prayer, 
and the killing of cows, tin y have entirely prohibited. 
When at length their insulting tyranny could no longer 
be liorne, Sayyad Ahmad, going to the direction of Kabul 
and Kandahar, roused the M uluiiumadans of those coun- 
tries, and nerving their courage for action in the service 
of God, some thousands of believer* horaiuc ready at 
his call to tiead the |wth of God's service ; and on tho 
21st DocemWr. 1S26 A. D, 20th Jmnada I, 1243 
A. U., the Jihad againht the Kafir Sikhs began." Tho 
events of this war weru watched with a natural interest 
by tho Muhamuuidan population of India generally, 
whither followers of Sayyad Abroad or not. Many of 
Uie inhabitant* of our Western 1'rovincos went in bodies 
to range themselves under his standard ; and his emis- 
saries gathered large contributions of money and jewels, 
even from our own diaUnt Presidencies, and from tho 
principal Muhammsdan towns of the Dukhin. Tho 
prominent occurrences of the war. the perseverance with 
which it was kept up, the temporary and occasional 
suct« »Mi« which Sayyad Ahmad met with, and his ultimate 
death in battle, are wi ll known. With his death, tho 
straggle appears to have entirely ceased. — Journal Anatu 
HKUty of /<rsy«/,VoL I, p. 480.

This miraculous reservoir is always full 
to the brim of very rold water. Hundreds of visitors go 
to tho shrino every Thursday, and drink a tumbler full 
of the water, but it never diminishes nor increases.

The con- 
nection of the British with Muskat commenced in tho 
beginning of the present century, when in conjunction 
with thu then Imam. Sayyad Said, the English went 
engaged in suppressing the Wahiihi pirates who infested 
the Persian Oulf and the Indian Ocean. Sayyad Said 
lived to a great age and tilled the throne of Muskat for 
about fifty years. He died in lJv&ti A. 1)., and was suc- 
ceedid by his son Thowayni who lias recently l>een mur- 
dered by his son Salim. The old Imam left several sons, 
one of whom received as his share the kingdom of Zan- 
zibar and the other Sayyad Turki another chiefship. 

In the year 1868 A. D-, ono Azan bin-Ohais, aided 
by the other potentates, having attacked and driven tho 
Sultan from the throne, occupied it himself. Sultan 
Salim fled to Bandar Abbas, where he is now. The 
new ruler Azan bin-Ohais is no doubt connected with tho 
Wahabis and supported by them.

Sidi or Sayyad Maula, Xr* U a venerable sage, 
in a mendicant dress, who travelled from Jurjan toward* 
the cast and arriving at Dehli, set up a great academy 
and house of entertainment for travellers and the poor of 
all denominations. Though he was very religious, and 
brought up in the Muhamiiiailan faith, yet ho followed 
some particular tenets of his own, so that he never 
attended public worship. He kept no women nor slaves 
for himself, and lived upon rice only ; yet his expenses 
in charity were so great, that, as he never accepted 
any presents, men were astonished whence his finance* 
we're supplied, and actually believed, that he possessed 
the art of transmuting other metals into gold. He mado 
nothing of bestowing two or three thousand piece* of 
gold to relieve the wants of any noble family in distress. 
In short, he displayed more magnificence in his feasts 
than the princes themselves. He expended daily upon 
the poor 1000 maunds of dour, 600 maunds uf meat, 80 
maunds of sugar, besides rice, oil, butter and other 
noceasJU'ics in proportion. He latterly began to bestow 
titles and offices upon his disciples, and to assume n tons 
and manner sufficiently indicative of his design on th* 
throne Ono of his follower* dissatisfied with the part 
assigned to him, went privately to the king (Jalal-uddin 
Fiioz Khilji) and disclosed the plot. The king caused 
him to bo apprehended and trodden to death by an 
elephant. This event happened in the year 1291 A. I)., 
690 A. H , and is accouuted ono of the most remarkable

Soiwaji or Siwaji, l^!*-, a celebrated chief of the 
Bhosla family and founder of the Marhatta States in tho 
T>akhin, of whose origin we have the following account, 
llhim Sen. rana of Udaipur, the first in rank among the 
Hindu princes, had a son named Bhag Singh by a con- 
cubine of a tribe very inferior to his own. On tho death 
of his father. Bhag Singh finding himself despised and 
neglected by his relations, the Siwxlhia raj puts, who from 
Uie low casto of his mother, regarded him only as a 
bastard, and not of lb. ir tribe, became weary of the indig- 
nitica shewn him ; and moved from Udaipur to Khandesh 
where ho embraced the service of a Zamindir, named 
Raja 'All Mohan. He afterwards retired into the Dakhin. 
where hu purchased a trie t of land near the present 
Marhatta capita] "f Puna, and settled upon it as Zami'ndar, 
in which situation he died. Bhag Singh had four sons, 
two of whom Malluji and Bambuji. being of an enter- 
prising spirit, entered into the service of Jadho Kie, 
a Mnrbatta chief of <listinguish.nl rank at tho court 
of Bahadur Sixam Shall. Malluji had a son named 
Sahji or Saiiji who married the daughter of Jadho Kie. 1 
and tli us the Bhoala family became incorporated with tho 
Marhuttas, and are commonly esteemed as such in Hindu- 
stan. Sihji, after the death of his father, left Ahmadnagar 
with hi* followers and entered into the service of Ibrahim 
'Adil Shah, king of Bijapur, who gave him a jiigir in 
tho Kamalie, with a command of ten thousand horse. 
Soon after thia in May, 1027 A. D. his eon Sewaji, after- 
wards so celebrated in the Dakhin. was bom, trom the 
daughter of Jadho Kio Marhatta- Sahji having disagreed 
with his wife, sent her, with the infant Sewaji. to reside 
at Puna, of which, and the vicinity, he had obtained a 
grant. Sewaji though neglected by his father was pro- 
perly educated, and at the age of seventeen excelled in 
' Military fame was his first ,

by intestine divisions and tie encroachment* 
of the Mughal*, he had soon an opportunity of signalis- 
ing himself among other rebels. He raised a banditti, 
and plundered the neighbouring districts, and having 
now taken possession of the jagtr, raised more troops, 
successfully levied contributions on several Zamindars, 
and much extended the limits of hia territories. At this 
crisis tho prince Aurangxrib, governor of the imperial 
territories in tho Dakhin, was meditating the overthrow 
of his brother Dara 8hik6h. the favourite son of tho em- 
peror Shah Jahan, who was now in a dangerous state of 
health. For this purpose he was preparing an army to 
march to Agrah ; and, obstTving the enterprising genius 
of Sewaji. sent him an invitation to hia service. Sewaji 
pretending to be struck with horror at tho rebellion of a 
son against a father, received tho prince's messenger with 
indignity, drovo him from his presence, and ordered the 
letter ho had brought, to be tied to the tail of a dog. 
Aurangxeih for the present stifled his resentment, but 
never would forgive Sewajfs insolence, and hence may be 
dated his tedious war in the Dakhin, and finally the ruin 
of the Mughal empire by the Marhattaa. Aurangzeib 
having left the Dakhin in 1&58 A. D . KJ08 A. H.. Siwaji 
resolved to turn the inactivity of the imperial troops, and 
the weakness of the Golkanda and Bijapur princes, to 
the utmost advantage. He took the strong fortress of 
Rajgarh. which he fixed upon as the seat of his govern- 
ment. The Bijapiir government having in vain desired 
his father Sihji, (who disclaimed all connection with him) 
to repress the excesses of his son. at length sent against 
him a considerable force under • general named Afxul 
Khan. S> wan' with artful policy invited him to come 
and receive hi* submission. Afxul Khan advanced with- 
out opposition to his tent, when ho was stabbed by the 
treacherous Zamiodar in embracing him. Upon a signal 
given, the Marhattaa rush.*! from an ambuscade, attacked 
the unsuspecting army of Bijapur, which, deprived of 
their chief, was quickly defeated. Sewaji plundered their 
rich camp, and by this victory became master of all 
K6kan, the Zamindars of which flocked to acknowledge 
hi* authority, to save their possessions. The strong 
fortress of Sitara and other places also opened their gates 
to receive him. In the course of only three years, 
Sewaji became a powerful prince, his authority being 
acknowledged over almost the whole coast of Marwar. 
He built palaces and erected fortification* in every part 
of his country ; gave much trouble to the emperor 'Alam- 
gir ; reigned more than twenty years, and left a character 
which lias never since been equalled or approached by 
anv of his countrymen. He dii-d on the 14th April. 1680 
A.'D., 2tth Ra'bi" I, 1091 A. H-. but according to 
Elphinstono'* History of India, on tho 6th April the same 
year, aged 63 years. His funeral pile was administered 
with the same sacrifices as had been devoted the year 
before to the obarquic* of tho Maharaja Jaswant Singh

Shad id 
and Shaddad ; on the death of their father they reigned 
conjointly over the whole earth. At length Shadid ilied, 
and hi* brother Shaddad ruled .after him. Shaddad was 
fond of reading the ancient books, and when ho met 
with descriptions of 1'aradiw and of the world to come, 
hia hiturt enticed him to build its like upon the earth. 
A pleasant mid elevated spot being flx.sl upon. Shin]. lad 
dcspiitchitl one hiindri-1 chiefs to collect skilful artist* 
and workmen from all countries. Ho also commanded 
the king* of Syria and ' Minus to send him all their jewels 
and precious stones Forty camel-loads of gold, silver, 
and jewels were daily used in the building, whii h con- 
tained a thousand spacious quadrangles of many thousand 
roonia. In the arc** were artiti< ial trees of gold and 
silver, whose leaves were emeralds, and fruit clusters of 
pearls and jewels. The ground was strewed with 
auiln-rgris. musk and aafTron. Between every two of the 
artificial treea waa planted one of delirious fruit. This 
romantic abode took up .500 years in the completion. To 
thia paradise he gave the name of Irani. When finished, 
Shaddad marched to view it, and when arrived near, 
divided two hundred thousand youthful slaves, whom he 
hud brought with him from Oamnsc us, into four detach- 
nvnte, which weru stationed in cantonment* prepared 
for their reception on each side of the garden, toward* 
which hi- proceeded with his favourite courtiers. Suddenly 
was heard in the air a voice like thunder, and Shaddad, 
looking up, behold a personage of majestic figure and 
►tern aspect, who aaid. " I am the Angel of Heath, 
commissioned to soi*> thy impure soul." Shaddad ex- 
claimed, "Give me leisure to enter the garden." and was 
descending from his home, when the seizerof life snatched 
away his impure spirit, and he fell dead upon the ground, 
At the name time lightnings Hush. 4. and destroyed the 
whole army of the inftdi 1 ; and tho rose-garden of Iram 
b- i imo concealed from the sight of man.

Hindustan with an immense army, and is said to have 
worsted FiW>* Shah king of Debli in a pitched battle on 
the banks of the Satlsj ; the result of which was to cause 
that potentate to acknowledge his supremacy. Shahab- 
uddin then returned to Kaahmir, where his religious leal 
lul him to destroy the idol temples at Bijbihiri and else- 
where. He died after a reign of 19 years. 1376 A. P., 
and was succeeded hv his brother Kutb.uddin, during 
whose reign, tho famous Bayyad 'Ali Uamdani arrived at 
Kashmir.

Shah 'A lum . f> U t^, king of Pehli, whose original 
name was 'All' GAhar, was the son of the emperor 
•Alamgtr If, by Zinat Mahal snmamed Bilal Kunwar ; 
was lHjrn on the 15th of June. 1728 A. P., 17th Zi-Kada, 
1140 A. U. In (he year 1758 A. P.. 1172 A. U.. fearing 
he might be made a prisoner by Tmad-ul-Mulk Ghazi- 
uddin Khun the minister of his father, he loft Pehli to 
try his fortune in Bengal, the Xawib of which province, 
tjirij-uddaula had been deposed by the assistance of tho 
English, and Mir Jafsr set up in his room. He was in 
Debar, when ho received the intelligence of the murder 
of his father, and having assumed the imperial authority, 
he ascended the throne on tho 25th of December, 1759 
A. P., 4th Jumida 1, 1173 A. H. with the title of Shah 
•Alain. After the defeat of Shuja-uddanla hi* prime- 
minister, nt Buxar on the 23rd October, 1764 A. D., 26th 
ltabi' II, 1178 A. U., and bis flight to the upper province, 
tli« king followed the English to Allahabad where he 
granted the East India Company tho Sanad of the Diwani 
of Bengal dated 12th August, 1765 A. 1)., 24th Safar, 
1179 A. U.,on tho Company agreeing to pay tho emperor 
24 lacs of rupees annually from tho revenues of the three 
provinces, ris , Bengal, Bi har, and I'rysa. This impor- 
tant business being settled by Lord Clive, he returned to 
Calcutta, leaving General Smith to attend the emperor, 
but in fact to rule him; for tho General resided in 
tho fortress, and his majesty in tho town ; and the sound 
of the imperial naubut in the fort being disagreeable to 
General Smith, he furlad the band to play, nor did tho 
servants of the emperor refuse. Shib 'Alam continued 
to reside at Allahabad under the protection of the English 
till the year 1778 A. I)., 1185 A. U. when growing 
weary of his retirement, ho proceed«'d to DehU where he 
arrived on the 25th of December the same year, but not 
long after fell into the power of Uhulim Kadir Khin a 
/ Hoheila chief, who put out hi* eves on the 10th of 
/ August, 17,8 A. D., ltauuixin, 1185 A. H. Shah 'Alam 
I after this event n-assumed tho throno and died on tho

Shahbaz Khan Kambu, J** v)^ M^, a descen- 
dant in the sixth generation, of Hsji Jamil who was a 
disciple of Shaikh Dahi-uddin of Mutton. He passed 
the first part of his life as a Dervish or mendicant, but 
was afterwards employed by tho emperor Akbar. and 
raised to the dignity of an Amir. He was appointed 
governor of Bengal in 1584 A. D., 992 A. H., and died 
in the 44th vcar of the reign of that monarch. 1599 A. P„ 
1008 A. U.. aged 70 years. He was buried at Ajmeir 
near the mausoleum of Khwija Mo'in-uddin Chishti. 
His liberality and tho money he expended was so great, 
that it made tho people think that be had in his possession 
the Philosopher's Stone. 

Shah Bog Arghun or Urghun, cju*; 1 

king of Sindh and founder of tho Arghun familv, was 
the son of Mini Zunnun Beg Arghun. the commander- 
in-chief and head of the nobles at the court of Sultan 
Uusain Mini king of Khurasan, and governor of Kan- 
dahar and the provinces of Sbil, Situnak and Arghun. 
Mini Z unntin met his death in attempting to resist an 
invasion under Muhammad Khan Shaibinf Vibak. 
After his death tho government of Kand&har devolved 
on his son Shah Beg Arghun. When the emperor Dibar 
Shih invaded tho province of Kandahar, Shih Deg 
unable to resist him retreated towards Sindh, and having 
overcome Jam Fir6z the last king of the Samina dvnasty, 
1521 A. D.. 927 A. H., he settled himself as king in that 
country. His reign was, however, but of short duration, 
for he died two vears and some months after the conquest, 
in the year 1524 A. D., 930 A. H., and his eldest son 
Shah Husain Arghun succeeded him. 

Shah Begam, f*W s*s», this was the title conferred by 
Jahingir on his first wife who was the daughter of 
Dhagwin Dis tho son of Kiji B«hiri Mai. She was 
married to prince Salim (afterwards Jahingir) in 1584 
A. D.. 993 A. H.. and became the mother of Sultin 
Khusro who was born in 1587 A. D., 995 A. H. When 
Jahingir rebelled against his father Akbar, and was 
living independently at Allnhibid he gavo himself up 
more than ever to debauchery. He had always enter- 
tnined a peculiar dislike for his eldest son Sultan Khusro 
whose own levity and violence acetn to have given him 
reasons for his displeasure. Some circumstance in their 
disputes bo affected Khusru's mother, that she swallowed 
poison (opium) in 1603 A. P., 1012 A. H., and died at 
Allahabad where she was buried in a place called Sultin 
Khusro'* garden, whore her son Sultin Khusro also was 
afterwards burii-d.

Mahmud. fas Turkhin who took possession of Tha(ta 
after tho death of Shah Husain, died after a reign of 13 
yean in 1567 A. D, 976 A. 11. 

Shah Husain Safari, i&i-*' l 1 ^, succeeded his 

father Shih Sulaimin. king of Persia in 1694 A. D., 1134 
A. 11. In the year 1722. Mahmud, an Afghan chief of 
Kandahar besciged Isfahan, and compelled Sultan Husain 
to surrender and resign his crown to him. This circum- 
stance occurred on tho 23rd of October tho same year 
1135 A. H.. and the unfortunate Sultan was confined in 
a small palace, where he remained seven yean ; whon a 
reverse of fortune which threatened their downfall led 
his enemies, whoso chief was Ashraf tho successor of 
Mahmud, to put an end to his existence. This melan- 
choly event took place in November, 1729 A. D., 1142 
A. n. Tho Sofwian family may he said to have actually 
terminated with Sultan Husain. His son Tahmasp, 
assumed tho title of king, and struggled for a few years 
with his fate, but a weak effeminate, and debauched 
youth, was ununited for such times : and he only merits 
a place in historv. as his name furnished a pretext for 
the celebrated Nadir Shih to lay tho foundation of his 
groat power.

Shah Jahan, oA*- emperor of Dchli, fcumamed 

Shahib-uddin Muhammad Sihib Kiran Sini, was the 
third son of tho emperor Jahingir. He was bom at 
Labor on the 6th January. 1693 A. D., 29th Rabf I, 1000 
A. H., and named Mini Khurrnm. His mother Ralmati 
was the daughter of Raja Udai Singh, son of Raji Maldeo 
of Jodhpnr. and sister to Riji Stiraj Singh. At tho 
time of his father's death he was absent in the Dakhin, 
hot the throne was secured for him bv his father-in-law. 
'Asaf Khin the wazir, tho brother of Nur Jahan Begam. 
He marched towards Lahor on hearing of the throne 
being at his disposal ; and began his reign 4th February, 
1628 A. D., 8th Jnmida II. 1037 A. H. He was the most 
magnificent prince that over appeared in India. The 
moat striking instance of his pomp and prodigulity was 
his construction of tho famous Peaoock throne. It took 
its name from two peacocks fashioned splendidly in sap- 
phires, emeralds, rubies and other appropriate jewels 
which formed the chief ornament of a mass of bullion and 
precious stones that daisied every beholder. Tavernier, 
a jeweller by profession, reports, that it cost nearly six 
millions and a half sterling. His greatest splendour was 
shown in his buildings. He founded a new city at Dehli 
called after him Shahjahinibad, but of all the structures 
erected by him, there is none that boars any comparison 
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with the Taj Mahal at Xgrah, a mausoleum of white 
marble decorated with mosaic*, which far the richness of 
the material, the chaatcnoog of the design, and tho effect 
at once brilliant and solemn, is not surpassed by any 
edifice, either in Europe or Asia. Taj Mahal ia a corrup- 
tion of Mumtix Mahal, the name of Shah Jahin's favour- 
ite wife, whose sepulchre it forma. Shih Jahan reigned 
thirty yean anil waa deposed and confined in the f-irt 
of Agrah l>y his son 'Alamgir Aurangzeib on th Nth 
of June, lR.Ss A. D., 17th Ramasin, 1068 A- H., and 
died at Agr.ih after an imprisonment of 7 years and 10 
months, on Monday night the 23rd of January. 16G6 



D., 26th Rajab, 1076 A. H., aged 76 lunar years 3 
■nthB and 17 duya, and was buried in the Taj close to 



hia wife's tomb. Thero were living ut the timo of his 
imprisonment, four of hia sons and four daughters. Of 
the soils, the eldist was Pari Shik6h, the second Sultan 
Shujia, the third 'Alomgfr and the fourth Murid Bakhsh j 
but 'Alamgir, who succeeded his father, murdered two of 
his brothers, ris., Dari and Murid. and the third Sultan 
Shujia died in Arracan. or was murdered by the Raja of 
that country. His daughters were Arjuman 'Ari, Gcili 
•Art Jahan 'Ari and Dahr 'Ari, (or Roshan 'Ari).

Mubirik Shih also Called Niauk and BarUk, son of 
Hjrihim, ascended the throne and after a reign of 3 
months was expelled by the army of tho emperor 
Humivun, who being defeated by Sheir Shah in 1541, 
hud fled his country, and had retreated to Lahor. 
whence he sent an armv under the command of Jlirza 
naidar Poghlat. who invading Kashmir, conquered 
that province, and r. ign. d there 10 years. 
Mini Haidnr Poghlat. after a reign of nearly 10 years, 
was killed in a nightattack in 1551 A. D . 958 A H. 
After his dtath. the lending men divided Uie country 
into three prim ipalitic* among themselves, though for 
form's sake. Nizuk. the son of Ibrahim, was again seated 
on the throne, and was again deposed tho second time, 

Ibrahim H WW placed on the throne by Pnulat Chak 
and after a short time was deposed and blind.4, and 



Habfb who ascended the throne and reigned 3 years, 
after which he was imprisoned by Uhiii Chak. 

Ghlxi Chak declared himself king and assumed tho title 
of Ohi'm Shih, and reigned 4 years, when being attacked 
with a leprosy, abdicated the throne in 15G3 A. P. 

Husiiin Shah, his brother mounted the throne, reigned 
6 years and was compelled to abdicate in favour of his 
toother 'Ali Khan in 1569 A. D. 

'All Shih rwertuh'd the throne in 1569, and in the year 
1472, Mull* Miki and Kati Sudr-uddin came as 
ambassadors from the court of Pchli, the result of 
which was that Akbar was proclaimed emperor of 
Kashmir in the public prayers; and 'Ali Shih at the 
request of Akbar, sent his 'niece the daughter of his 
brother Husain Shah to bo married to the prince 
Salim. In the year 1578. 'All Shall was killed by a fall 
from hi« horse after a reign of 9 years and was nuc- 
ce.th'd by his son. 

Tusaf Chak who proceeded to tho court of Akbar in 1586 

Yakiib Chak succeeded to the throne in consequence of 
hiB father's detention at the court of Debit, In the 
year 16S7 A D..

He was appointed governor of 
Ouirit in the room of the prince Murid Bakhsh who was 
imprisoned bv order of hiB brother 'Ahungir in July, 
165s A H. When Pari Shik«'>h through various adven- 
tures, after his flight from Multan. came to Alimadnhad 
Oujrit, Shahnawaz Khan his maternal unrlc was then 
in that city, and his daughter the wife of Murid Bakhsh 
was in his palace.

about the vear 1670 A. D-, 1081 A. H„ and Amanat 
Khan was appointed Diwan of the Dakhin or Paymaster 
General, and Historiographer ITe had four sons of 
eminent charaeter; the first 'Abdul Kadir Dayanat Khiin, 
was the keeper of the l'rivy Pur»c. The second Mir 
Huaain Amanat Khan, wax the public treasurer and 
governor of Surat : after his death the latter post was 
assigned to his rider brother. Tint third son was 31 ir 
'Alxlul Rahman Witarat Khiin who was promoted to tho 
Diwani of Milwi and Bijapur. He was an excellent 
poet and composed a Diwan under the poetical title of 
Bikrami. The fourth son Kasim Khan was Diwan of 
Multan. Mir Hasan 'All' the son of K««im Khan was 
the father of Nawab Sniusam-uddntila Shahnawju: Khan. 
He wits born on the ICrth of March, 1700 A. D,. 2Uth

ibad at an early ago, and took up his abode with his > 
relations and kinsmen who resided there \n fore him.

1171 A. H., the day on which 'Abdul Itahman 
Hnidar Jang, tin* counsellor of Monsieur Hussy the 
French General, was assassinated by the instigation of 
N'itam 'All the brother of SiilalMit Jang, he also was 
murdered in the confusion together with his voungi-st 
son Mir 'Abdul Nabi Khan, but his two other .sons, Mir 
'Abdur Salam and Mir 'Abdul Hai escaped. The 
remains of the father and son were interred in the tomb j 
of Uieir ancr-stors in the southern part of the city of 1 
'Aurangabad. The chronogram of this event gives • 
the following: '• We have been murder. d by 'AIkIiiI J 
llahnilin " SbihnawiU Khan is the author of the 
work called " Misir-ul-Umrae Taimuri i" containing 
the Memoirs of the nobilitv who served in Hindustan 
and the Dakhin under the house of Taimur. It 
was commcncul by him, but he left it unfinished,

Amir Taimur and held the government of Khurasan at 
his father's death which took place in February. 140S 
A. D. After the imprisonment of Sultan Khalll his 
nephew, ruler of Samarkand HOD A D . 811 A. H., hu 
man bed from Khurasan to take possession of his domi- 
nions. His authority was immediately acknowledged, 
not only in Samarkand, but over nil Transoxania. Ho 
was brave and generous, but not an ambitious prince : 
and iluring a reign of 42 years, we hi-nr of no wars in 
which he wns engaged, except with the Turkman trils a 
of Asia Minor whose power Taimur hail overcome, but 
not destroved. Mirza Shahrukh was born at Samar- 
kand on the 21st July. 1377 A. IV, 14th Rabf I, 779 
A. II-, and died at Fishaward in the province of Itei, on 
the Persian new year's da v. nr. Sunday, tho 12th 
March, 1417 A. D., '.'oth KiMiijLja, 85U A. n.. ag«-d 71 
lunar years. He reigned 42 years during which tho 
conqnests of his father in India si-cm to have remained 
in subjection to his authority. At his death he left 
sons, n.-., Mini I'ligh Beg. Ibrahim Mima, Mini 
Baisanghar. Sayurghamish and Sluhammad Jiigi. He 
was succei.di.'d by his son Mini I'lagh Uog. 

Shahrukh Mina, bS°£J* l ~> » dewcendant of Amir 
Taimur, was the son of Ibrahim Mini, the son of Mini 
Sulaiman ruler of Badakhshin. His mother's name was 
Muhtnrim Khanam. About tho year 157-5 A. D-, »S3 
A. H., he forcibly took possession of Badakhshin from his 
grandfather and reigned there alwut 10 years, after 
which in 15H5 A. D . 303 A. H. that province waa con- 
qtiered by 'Abdullah Khan ITrbak. and Shahrukh com- 
pelled to' fly to India, where he was kindly received by 
the emperor Akbar. who give him his daughter Shakar- 
un-N'isi Begam in marriajre in the year 13W3 A. D M 1TO1 
A. U. and raised him to tho rank of an Amir of 5.000. 
In tho time of Jahangi'r the rank of 7.000 was conferred 
on him. He died at Fjjain 1607 A. D„ 1016 A. U., and 
was buried there.

On the death of Jahangir in 1«27 A. D.. 1037 A. H. 
this prince who was then at Labor, seised tlie royal 
treasure, bought over the troops, and forming a coalition

The Untile ended in Shahryir's defeat, he fled but being 
given up by his adherents, waa imprisoned and blinded.

Tahmur and Hoshang by order of Shah Julian who 
ascended the throne on the 4th February, 1628 A. P., 
SthJuroadall.

Srd^i^w VAbout 300 y*Ird« from the village of likki 
in Sindh which belongs to the Say) ads of that place. 
This famous mint, mya Lutf-ullah in his Autography, 
originally came from Arabia, and brought thousands of 
infidels to the light of Islam from the darkness of idolatry 
in Sindh. The year of his death is not known, but his 
tomb was built here by order of Nadir Shih, king of 
Persia, in 11.55 A. H. Tradition stales, that Nadir in 
a dream was invited by this saint to oume to Amarkote 
where ho was to find a very Urge treasure. Nadir having 
acted upon the visionary command, discovered the 
treasure promised to him. and received a very large 
amount, as a tribute from tho Amirs of Sindh. Nadir 
then bestowed a large sum of money upon tho Sayyads 
of the village, directed them to have the edifice built over 
the remains of the saints. This they carried into execu- 
tion, and the following inscription at tho door of the 
shrine gives the date of its completion : — 

" I inquired of intellect tho year of its date. 
" Inspiration informed mo, It is the Paradise of the 
members of tho sacred house." 17*2 A. I*., 1155 
A. H. 

All Sayyails of Sindh that are called Lakki Sayyads, 
are, I am informed (says Lutf-ullah | tho descendants of 
this saint, whose parentage ascends np to the Imam 'All 
Naki I am therefore inclined to think that the word 
Lsikki is a corruption of Naki, which is tho name of the 
tenth Imam. 

Safl, 4/*- » U , grandson of Shah Abbis the Great, 
king of Persia. His father's name was Sa« Mini and 
his original name Bahrain Mini He succeeded his 
grandfather in January, 1629 A. P., Jornada I, 1038 
A. U. and took the title of Shah Safl. He was a capri- 
cious tyrant ; and every year of his rulo presented the 
same horrid and disgusting scene of barbarous cruelty. 
All the princes of the blood royal, and almost every 
minister, or general of family or character, were either 
pot to death, or deprived of their eyes, by command of 
this monarch. Ho reigned nearly 14 years, died in May, 
1642 A. D., Safer, 1062 A, H., and was succeeded by his 
son, Abbas II.

saint who died in the yoar 1379 A. P., 781 A. H., and is 
buried in Bchir, where his monument is still standing 
and is visited by the Muhammadans. There is an in- 
scription in the Kufi character over the entrance to tho 
dargah, which however time has rendered illegible with 
the exception of the date of the death of tho saint, and of 
the erection of the tomb in 1669 A. P., 977 A. H. The 
dargah is held in great veneration by tho Muhammadans 
who at tho 'Urs or anniversary of the death of the saint, 
assemble from all parts of the country, it is said to tho 
number of 60,000. He is also called Makhdum-ul-Mulk 
Shah Sharif-uddin and Shaikh Sharif.

from which place ho was released in 1814 by Hanjit 
Singh and detained at Labor an a prisoner till his escape 
to the British territories. He was placed by tho British 
Government on tho throno of Kabul on the 8th May, 1839 
A. P., and was muidered by his nephew, a son of Zaman 
Shah on the 2nd May, 1842 A. D. Ho is the author of a 
biographical sketch of his own life written at Ludhiana in 
1826-27. This work was translated by Lieut Bonnet, of tho 
Artillery, andjiublished in the Asiatic Journal, VoL XXX,

whoso capital was Shirts. It is said that this prince was 
in such a manner plagued by a malady called Juu'l 
Bakar, or canine hunger, that he could not satisfy his 
hunger, neither on his journey, nor when he waa at rest. 
Ho deprived his father Muhammad Mtuaflar of his sight 
in 1369 A. P„ and held the reins of government in his 
own hands. His brother Shih Mahmud of Isfahan 
bosriged Shirix in 1364, took possession of that country 
and died before his brother in 1376 A. P., 9th Bhawwai, 
776 A. H. after a reign of 16 years. Shah Shujaa' died 
on Sunday tho 9th of October, 1384 A. P., 21st Shabin, 
786 A. II. Ho was succeeded by his son Zain-ul-'Abidin, 
who on the approach of Amir Taimur to Shirix retired 
to Tishtar, where his uncle Shah Mansdr seized him and 
deprived him of his sight. Shirix was bestowed by , Amir 
Taimur on Shah Ahia tho son of Muxaffar, but it was 
soon after taken by Shah Mansur, in whose possession it 
remained till it was retaken by that conqueror in 1393 
A. P., 796 A. H. There is a garden near Shu-Ax called 
II aft-tan, which contains the remains of Shah Shujaa, and 
has, on one side of it, a small building, ornamented with

is at a viUage called Sufipur in the Pargana of Ftrozabad 
in Agrah. It is related by the Khiditns of the dargah 
that in the reign of the emperor Akbar, Shah Sufi a 
fakir of some celebrity wandered from Isfahan to India, 
and took up his hermitage among the Jamna ravines near 
the city of Chandwar, then the county town of the 
Pargana of the some name, and which from tho remains 
which still cover the surrounding country for miles — 
ruined mosques, dilapidated octagon mausolca, fallen 
entrance gates and such like work* of coatly strength, 
must have been an important post in a fiscal and military 
point of view. All tho time from which tho fable of 
Shah Suffs miracles commence, Raja Chandarscn was tho 
lord of the fort of Chandwar, and a troublesome tributary 
of the Pehli court. Non-compliance with the royal 
demands for payment of revenue, brought upon the raja 
the investment of his fort by the army of Akbar, who is 
•aid to haw commanded his forces in person, and to have 
prosecuted his attack with no approach to success for a 
period, which the credulous or imposing Khadims of the 
establishment have i Haiti J into a term of ten year* In 
the language of Oriental metaphor, the emperor is said 
to have planted a mangoe treo on the commencement of 
the Beige, and to have eaten the fruit of it. ere his success 
was secured. This success he owed to tho anchorite of 
tlie ravines Shall Sufi. During a severe land storm, the 
lamps of the entire camp were put out, and the light of 
tho Shah's hut alone glimmered in the surrounding dark- 
ness. This extraordinary fact led to the Shah s being

acter of the event being much commented on by the 
visitors, the Shah acknowledged himself to be under tho 
special favour of Heaven — and in the end tho conversa- 
tion turned upon the difficulties of the aeige, and the 
grateful sense of the hermit's interference which the 
sovereign would entertain in the event of its being 
brought to a close by his holy means. The Shlh pro- 
mised the required aid, and declared that the fort should 
be captured by a fixed day. Thus much for tho emperor. 
In respect to the raja, tho 8hah acted very effectually 
upon his superstitious fears— told him that the fort was 
destined to fall, and proffered his own miraculous powers 
to seenro for the raja, a safe and honourable mtroat for 
himself, familv snd vbImUm Ths wboto wax* afiootd- 
inglv passed invisible through tho beseiging camp, and 
tho 'raja quitted Hindustan for the eastward. In return 
for this valuable Bervice, tho emperor bestowed half of an 
hamlet of Chandwar on the Shah. The place assumed 
the name of Btifipur. and has sinoo been inhabited by the 
descendants of the Shah. Tho decease of Shah Safi took 
place soon after tho grant was made, and he was buried 
on the brow of a deep ravine, a handsome tomb being 
erected over his remains. Tho mausoleum is still in 
good order and forms a picturesque object in the midst of 
the desolation of the Jatnna ravines in the vicinity of 
Chandwar and Firozabid. Its pretty dome and minarets 
commanding as they do, the heights of th« Jamna ravines, 
often load the voyagers on the river to visit the shrine of 
the saint, and landwards the building U an object of 
inten-at and beauty, which (says Mr. Hansel, Collector of 
Agrah in a latter to tho Commissioner of Revenue at Agrah 
29th Mav. 1839 No. 125) all would regret to see lost 
to the country. There are several dalans, a handsome, 
gate, and a Htnall mosque comprised within the building, 
and tho whole is kept in occasional good repair by the 
outlav of part of the funds of the grunt.

8hamru Bogam, f^H the celebrated princess of 

Ssrdhana, whose original name is Zoib-un-Nisa, was the 
wife, or rather concubine of Shamru or Sombre. She held 
an extensive jagfr nt Sardhano. and died on the 27th of 
January. 1836 A. D.. 8th Shawwal. 1251 A II., aged 88 
lunar years. She w«» buried in the church of Sardhiina 
of which she was the founder. Shu was one of tho oldest 
and moat rinr-M allies of the English At her death the 
left upward* of six lakhs of rupees to various charitable 
and pioua purpose*, and gave instructions for founding 
a college for yonng men, to serve on the apostolic mission 
of Thibet and Hindustan. Captain Mnndy in his "Jour- 
nal of a Tour in India," says that the history' of her life, 
if properly known, would form a series of scenes, such h» 
perhaps, no other female could have gone through. 



Colonel Skinner had often, during hia service with the 
Mahrattiw, teen her, then a beautiful young woman, load- 
ing on her troops to the attack in person, and displaying 
in the midst of carnage, the greatest intrepidity and 
presence of mind. The Begam contracted a lawful 
marriaire in 1793. IT or first lord, Reinhardt. who tiought 
her when a young and handsome dancing girl ; married, 
nnd converted her to tho Homan Catholic religion. Ilor 
second husband was a French adventurer, u soldier of 
fortune named LtnUWIlIt who commanded her small army. 
It is of this man that the following anecdote is related, 
which is wondrous strange, if it bo true. Skinner u«ed 
to say that her husband had become possessed of wealth, 
power, and a numerous army ; of these his ambitious wife 
coveted the undivided possession, and sho then accom- 
plished her purpose. A mutinous disposition, on the 
subject of |iay, having manifested itself among hi* body- 
guard, the Begam. then al>out twenty-five, exaggerated 
the danger to her husband, and got intelligence conveyed 
to him that the rebel* had formed a plan to seize and 
confine him. and to dishonour hi* wife. They, conse- 
quently, arranged to escape together from the fury of the 
soldiery : and at night, started secretly from their palace, 
in palankeens. Towards morning the attendants, in great 
alarm, announced that they were pursued ; and our 
heroine, in well- feigned despair, vowed that, if their escort 
was overcome, she would stab herself to the heart The 
<levoti»l husband, a* she expected, swore he would not 
survive h^ r soon after, the pretendi-d rebel* came up, 
and after a short skirmish drove back the attendants, and 
forced the bearers to put down tho palankeens. At this 
instant he (Sombre) heard a scream and hi* wife'* female 
■lave rushed up to him, and exclaimed that her mistress 
had stabbed herself to death. The husband, true to bis 
vow. instantly seized a pistol, and blew out his own brains. 
His tomb is at Sardhana. 

bamsheir Bahadur I, j^ej^-^-, an illegitimate 
offspring of the Poshwa Baji Rao Msrhatta by a Musal- 
man concubine named Mastani. who brought him up in 
tho Muhammadan religion. He was soverely wounded 
in that famous battle which took place bctweeu the 
Marhart.a* and Ahmad Shah Abdali in .lanuarv, 17G1 
A. D.. got to Dig where Surajmsl .Tat had his wounds 
treated with tho greatest car*, but ho died soon after, and 
was buried at Pig.

saturnine complexion, turned into Sombre, and the 
Indians by corruption. Samru and Shamru. At length 
he repaired to Bengal, and enlisted in one of the Swiss 
Companies then employed at Calcutta ; but at tho end 
of eighteen dav« deserted to the French at Chandarnagar, 
where ho liecame a Serjeant Deserting this post, he 
fled into the Upper Provinces and was for some time a 
private trooper in the cavalry of Safdar Jang, father to 
Shuja-uddaula. This service he quitted. , and led a 
vagabond life in different province*; but in 1 780 was 
with the rebel Faujdar of l'urnia Khadim Uusain Khan. 
Upon his being expelled from Bengal. Shamru left him 
and entered into tho service of Oregon - , an Armenian, 
, then in high favour with Nawab Kasim "Ali Khin and 
distinguished with the title of Giirgin Khin. From him 
he had the command of a battalion of sepoys, and after- 
wards obtained from the nawab the addition of another. 
In this station he massacred the English captives at 
Patna in 1763. Some time previous to the battle of 
Buxar, he treacherously deserted Kasim 'AU with his 
rorpa.'and embraced the service of the Nawab Shujo- 
uddanlo, who had gained him over by bribes. Upon the 
nawab'a defeat at Buxar, he was entrusted with the pro- 
tection of the Begams. and remained with tho nawab 
till ho had made peace with the English ; when, fearful 
of being delivered up to them, he retired^ to Agrah, and 
entered into the pay of the Ja? raja Jawahir Singh ; but 
quitted him for the service of the raja of Jaipur, who 
soon dismissed him on a remonstrance from tho English 
General. He then again served the Jat* ; quitted them 
once more, and came to Tb-hli. from whence he followed 
the fortunes of Nawab Najaf Khan, in whose snrviw he 
died. Such are the outlines of the fortuno of this man, 
who bad some merit as a soldier, but wholly obscured by 
a treacherous and Hood thirsty disposition. His corps 
was continued after hia death, in the name of his son and 
a favourite concubine, who received for their maintenance 
tho sum of 65,000 rnpee* per month. He died or was 
murdered in the year 1778 A. D., 1192 A. U.. at Agrah.

the city of Firozabad adjoining to that of (old) Dehli 
in the year 1354 A. P., 766 A. H., he ithe author) was 
then twelve years of age, and that the red stone pillar 
in the Koshak of Firozabad near the mosque or Junta 
Masjid, was brought by that emperor in the same year 
with great expense and labour from a place called 
Xaweira in the vicinity of Sitaura near Khiriribid, n city 
situated on the foot of a mountain, ninety distant 
from (old) Dehli, where it th. n Mood. The whole length 
Of this pillar, says the author. waB 82gaz; r of which 
the king ordered" to be buried in the earth or sunk in the 
building and the remaining 24 to lie above the surf ice. 
This pillar was called by the emperor, " Mfiuir Zarrin," 
i. c, the Golden Miliar." The second pillar which th-' 
emperor net up within his hunting place, called Shikurgah 
Firoz Shah, was brought from Mirath, and was MM- 
what smaller than the one just mentioned. This BUl« « 
now called the Lath of Firoz Shah. These, two pillars 
were even at that period, as they arc now, believed by the 
Hindus to havo been the hand slicks of a famous hero of 
antiquity named Dhim Sen. The character engruvtd 
rouml thr»e two pillars the most intelligent and b anted 
men of all religions were not abb- to decipher. He also 
observes that the high Minar in the .lama Masjid called 
" Kuwnt.ul- Islam" in (old) Dehli was built by Sultan 
Shams-uddin Altimsh. The author was living at the 
time of Tamerlane's invasion to India in 1398 A. D., 801 
A. H., whom he has mentioned in his work.

A. D., for which act Karim Khan waa hanged on tho 
26th August following, and subsequently tho nawab, 
who after a full investigation of the ease, being found 
guilty, waa executed on the 8th of October of the aame 
yew at Dehli. Nawab Shams-ud.hu was the Jagtrdar of 
Firoxpur, tho town of a large district of tbe samo name, 
situated at a distance of sixty miles to the aouth-west of 
Dehli. He enjoyed a revenue variously estimated at from 
three to ten lacs of rupws a year. The actual cause of 
his animosity towards Mr. Fraser, and the reason which 
induced him to Instigate his murder, will perhaps ever 
remain a mystery.

*? U, -° r °l * ras!kira °r biography of poets called Mirat- 
ul-khayab, or tho Mirror of Imagination, which he 
wrote in the year 1691 A. D., 1102 A. R, in tho reign 
of tho emperor 'Alamgir. It contains an account of tho 
most celebrated poets, and besides it treats on almost 
every science cultivated by the Musulmins : music, medi- 
cine, cosmography, oneiroscopy, talismans, Ac. 

Sberoya, *i>/i^, the Siroos of tho Greek*, was the son 
of Khusro Parwea. or Chosroos. king of Persia, whom he 
threw into a dungeon and subsequently murdered 628 
A. D.. 7 A. H. Ho reigned only eight months and 
died 629 A. D., 8 A. H. At the death of Sherova, an 
ambitious noble raised Ardisher the infant son of that 
prince to the throne : but another noble of the nnme of 
Shahryir, disapproving this measure, marched from tho 
province which he governed, seised Mudain. put Ardi- 
sher to death after he had reigned Ave months, and 
usurped tho crown, which however he held only a few 
days, having been slain by the adherents of the rovtt l 
family. These not being ablo to discover any heir male 
of the house of Basin, elevated Turindukht the daughter 
of Khusro 1'arwes to the throne. 

Sher Shah, ^J*", a native of Hissar. Hia original name 
was Farid. His father Hasan was an Afghan of the 
tribe of Sur, and a native of Roh at Peshawar who had 
received from Jamil Khin the governor of ,'aunpur, the 
districts of Sahaaram and Tan da in jsgir for the main- 
tenance of 60O horse. Furid was for some time in tho 
service of M uh a m mad Lohani king of Bohir and on bis 
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killing a tiger, received from him the title of Sher Khan. 
He defeated the emperor Uumavun once at Ilehar on the 
20th Juno, 1.539 A. I).. 9th Safar, 9*6 A. 11., and tho 
second time on tho 17th of May, 1310 A. P., 10th Mu- 
barram. 947 A. 11., nt Kanauj, when he pursued him 
through Agrah and Lahor to Khtishah ; from whencer 
Humavun eventually retreated toward* the Indus. Sher 
Khan by this victory became tho sovereign of Dehli, 
assumed the title uf Sher Shah, and ascended the throne 
on the 25th January. 1542 A. P., 7th Shawwsl, 94» A. H, 
In tho oth year of hi* reign h" moved towards Kalingar 
one of the strongest fort* in Hindustan. The batteriea 
were advanced clow to tho walls, a breach was made, 
and a general assault wan ordered, when a shell, which 
vim thrown against the fort, bunt in the battery in which 
the king stood. The explosion communicating to a powder 
magazine, several gunner* were blown up, and the king 
no much scorched, that hia recovery wan hopeless. In 
this condition ho encouraged the prosecution of the attack, 
and continued to give his orders, till in the evening news 
wa» brought him of the reduction of the plac e. He (hen 
cried out, " Thank* to the Almightv God !" and expired. 
Hi* death happened on the 24th May, 154o A. D., 12th 
liabf t, 952 A H His corpse was convi yc-d to Snlmariim 
tho family estate, when- it was buried "in a magnificent 
sepulchre, which is still to be seen standing in the centre 
of a reservoir of water, built during his own life. Tradi- 
tion adds, that during hia reign, «uoh the public 
security, that traveller* rested and slept wi:h their goods 
by the highways without uppreln n»ion of robbery. He 
was succeeded by his son Salim Shah. 

Sher Singh, *^ k "* J r^ - ", ruler of the Panjab, waa the second 

son of Kharag Singh tin* son of Uanjit Singh. After the 
death of his eldest brother Nau Nihil Singh, which took 
place on tho 17th November, 1M0 A. 1)., hia mother 
Bani Chilnd Ki'mwar managed the affairs of hi* country 
for two months, when Sher Singh her second ton 
deprived her of that power and became the sole manager. 
On the 13th SeptemU-r, 1N13 A. I)., the royal palace was 
taken by a powerful body of trnojw and Sher Singh and 
his son Partap Singh win murdered by Sardiir Ajit Singh 
— every child and all of Sher Singh's and Partap Singh's 
wives were brought out and murdered ; amongst the rest, 
»no of Sher Singh's wins, only horn the previous evening. 
After Sher Singh's death, liaja Palip Singh the voungest 
son of Maharaja Banjit Singh was placed on tho 'jlaanad. 
J'.aV Kharag Singh.

Khan Jahau Bahadur, the foater-brothcr of tho emperor 
•Alamgir. He waa rai»od to the rank of 3«» by that 
monarch 1691 A. P.. 1103 A. H. with the government of 
the province of Allahabad which he held for several years. 
His brother Himmat Khan was killed by an arrow in an 
action with the Marimba* about tho year 1098 A. P. 
1110 A. H., and soon after, their father 
Bahadur died in the imperial camp.

He is 
tho author of several work*, among which is a Piwftri 
and a biographv entitled " Mnjmua-ul-Nafies," which 
is also called "Taskira Artii," containing the memoir* 
of the Indian poets who have written Persian, Hindu- 
stani and Pakhani poems. Ar*u in 1734 A. P., 1147 
A. H. met at Pehli tho poet Hasin who had just come 
from I'ersia. The jealousy between the two poets induced 
VArzu to write a treatise entitled " Tambih-ul-GhafiUn," 
in which he points out the errors in Hasin 's poem*.

Siraj-uddaula, «Vr>"^' nawib of Bengal, 
formerlv named Mini Mahmud, waa the eldest son of 
Zain-ud'dtn Ahmad, stvled Haibat Jang, the nephew and 
son-in-law of Alahwardi Khan Mahibat Jang povcrnor 
of Bengal. On tho death of his grandfather Maliabat 
Jang, which happcnoil on the 10th of April, 1756 A. ft, 
9th Rajab, 1169 A. H , he succeeded him in the govern- 
ment of that province, and immediately taking offence at 
the English, for their protection to a native officer, said 
to have escaped from Dacca with treasure, ho attacked 
Calcutta, carried it on the 20th Juno the aamo year, and 
,,llowod hia officers to abut up 146 European pnsoners. 
in a small military prison room callisi the " Black Hole, 
in which 123 of the number, perished during tho night. 
Mr. Drake the governor of Calcutta escaped on board 
a ship with a few Englishmen and retired to Madras. 
At that time Colonel Clive commanded the Company ■ 
forces in the province of Arkot. It was agTwd by the 
rovornment of Madras that ho should repair with a force 
to Bengal and endeavour to regain tho factory of Cakutta. 
Colonel Dive and Admiral Wateon left Madras with 900 
Europeans and 1500 sepoys. He rcachod Falta on tne 
241th December and ro-took Calcutta on the 2nd January, 
1757 A D, 1170 A. H.. and forced Siraj-uddaula into 
a tr.»ty, offensive and defensive, on tho 9th of February 
following. Clive, subsequently made a secret treaty 
with Mir Jafar, an officer of tho Nawab, and advanced 
in June towards Murshidabid, the nawib s capital- On 
the 23rd of Juno, 1757 A. D., Clive fought tho battle of 
Plassev against 18,000 how and 50,000 Infantry, and 
aided by the treachery of Mir Jafar, routed the Nawab » 
tMMM Siraj-uddaula fled, but in a few days was seixed 
and cruelly assassinated on the 4th July, 15th Bhawwal, 
1170 A. H.. by order of iliran the son of Mir Jafar. 
Thus perished Siraj-uddaula in tho 20th year of h.s ago 
and the 16th month of his reign. On tho 29th Juno 
Mir Jafar was raised to the masusd, and from that data, 
the influence of the British may bo said to have become 
paramount in Bengal.

In 1534 he made war 
against Shah Tuhmasp Safwi, and invaded TauriB and 
Persia, but suffered a defeat, and was dis-vppoinUd in his 
attack on Malta.

298 A. H., 
rebelbd against the king of that country of the race of 
Aghlab, and assumed the title of Khalif of Kairwan (the 
ancient Gyrene, and residence of the Aghlabito prineea). 
To givn the greater weight to his pretensions, he also took 
the surname of Al-Mahdi. the director. According to 
tome, also, he pretended to be descended in a right lino 
from "AH the son of Abu Talib, and Fatima the daughter 
of Muhammad : for which reason, the Arabs called him 
and his desccmlarita Fatirnites. He likewise encouraged 
himself and his followers by a traditional prophecy of 
Muhammad, that at the end of 300 years the sun should 
rise out of tho Wiwt. Having at length driven the 
Aghlabitca into Egypt, where they became known by the, 
name of Maghrabians, he extended hi* dominion* in 
Africa and Sicily, making Kairwan the place of his resi- 
dence. He sent several of his generals at different times 
to conquer Egypt, but they were always defeated and 
obliged to fly to Kairwan. Al-Mahdi n igmd in Rarbary 
24 years, and was succeeded by his son Abul Kaaini, who 
then took tho surname of Al-Karem Mahdi. 

"TJboid Zakani, t/^j a celebrated jester and poet, 

was contemporary with tho poet Salman Siwsji. no 
composed several ludicrous verses on Jahan Khatun tho 
wife of Khwija Amin-udd.'n, waair of Shah AM la-bik 
ruler of Shirnj.

Ulagh Bog Mirsa or TJlugh Beg, llr* C« c!'i 
a prince celebrated for his knowledge in Aatronomy, was 
tbo son of Mini Shabrukh the sou of Amir Taimiir. He 
reigned at Samarkand for 40 years during the lifetime 
of hi* father whom he succeeded in March, 1447 A. D.. 
851 A. H. Ho was a prince who made peaceful studies 
the chief object of his life, and hud entirely neglected the 
art of war. Ho assembled all the astronomers of his 
kingdom, and tho celebrated Tables which arc known 
by his name, rii., " Zij Ulagh Beg" were the renult of his 
labour*. Ho is said to have had very large instrument* 
for making his observations ; particularly a quadrant as 
high as the t-hurrh of Santa Sophia at 'Constantinople, 
which is 180 Roman feet. His fata was cruel, ho was 
defeated, taken prisoner, and put to death by bis son 
Mini 'Abdul Latif on tho 27th of October, 1449 A. D., 
Ramadan, 863 A. H. It is a consolation to know that 
this unnatural prince enjoyed the power he had attained, 
by so monstrous a crime, only for the short space of six 
months : he was slain by his own Boldiers. Ulagh Beg's 
Catalogue of fixed stars rectified for 1434 A. 1)., was 
published by Uydo at Oxford in 1665 in 4to- with learned 



'Umar-al-Mak8US, U-^J*", the favourite master of 
the khalif Muiwia II. who after his father's death con- 
suited him whether he ought, or not, to accept the khi- 
lafat. His master told him, that if he thought himself 
able to administer justico duly to the Musatwana. he 
ought to accept it ; but otherwise he ought not to charge 
himself with it. This khalif had scarcely reigned six 
weeks, when ho found himself two weak to sustain the 
weight of the government, and resolved to lay it down. 
This he did, and had no sooner renounced the khilafat, 
but he shut himself up in a chamber from whence ho 
never stirred till he died, not long after his abdication, of 
the plague, according to some, and according to others 
of poison. Tho family of Umayya was so greatly irritated 
at his proceedings, that they vented their resentment 
upon the person of 'Umar-al-Makaiis, whom they buried 
alive, because they supposed that it was by his advice 
that Mu'awia deposed himself. This circumstance took 
place in the year 633 A. I)., 64 A. H. 

'Umar bin-' Abdul A sis, jO* 3 * *i*<i*j*, grandson 
of Marwin I, was the ninth khalif of tho house of Umayya, 
He succeeded Sulaimin at Damascus in September or 
October, 717 A D., 99 A. U . and died after a reign of 
two year* and some month* in February. 720 A. D., 101 
A 11.. at I>vr Somen. Ho was succeeded by Yezid II. 
This khalif ('Umar "Abdul Alii) was eminent above all 
others for temperance and self-denial, insomuch, that 
according to the Muhammadan faith, he was raised to 
Muhammad's bosom, as a reward for hi* abetinenco in 
an age of corruption.

Muhammad in August, 034 A. I).. Jumada II. 13 A- H. 
He spriiul hi* conquests over Syria and Phoenicia, and 
took Jerusalem after an obstinate siege in 637 A. I)., 16 
A. H. His generals extended his conquests over Persia 
and Egypt and increased the worshippers of Muhammad. 
The fall of Alexandria under his power was marked by 
the destruction of it* celebrated library, but he restored 
the canal between the Nile and the lied Sea. During his 
reign tho Muharomadans conquered 36.000 towns, de- 

Ho was tho first who was called " Ainir-ul-Momtoin"' 
or the Lord of tho Believers, and this title was ever after- 
wards used by all succeeding khalifs. He was married 
seven times, and one of his wives was Umm Kulsum tho 
daughter of '.Mi. He was stabbed on Wednesday the 
3rd of November. 644 A. P., 2-Uh Zilbi.ija. 23 A. H., by 
a Persian slave named Pirfiz whilst saving his morning 
prayers in a mosque, and died three days after, aged 63 
lunar years. He reigned 10 years 6 months and 8 days, 
and was succeeded in the khilafat by Tamin the son of 
'Affan. Waring in hi* '• 7W to Ski'rac." mentions that 
while he wasat Shiriz (1802 A. !>.,) Die Persians (who are 
Shios) celebrated the death of the khalif 'Umar. " They 
erected a large platform, on whirh they fixed an image, 
disfigured and deformed as much as possible. Addressing 
themselves to the image, they began to revile it for having 
supplanted 'All the lawful successor of Muhammad: at 
length having exhausted all their expressions of abuse, 
they suddenly attacked the imago with stones and sticks, 
until they had shattered it into pieces. The inside was 
hollow, and full of sweetmeats, which were greedily do- 
voured by the mob who attended tho ceremony." 

'Umar Khan Khilji, i/** 1 the 

son of Sultan 'Ala-uddin Khilji a boy of seven years of 
age, was raised to the thrum- of Dehli after th« death of 
his father, by Malik Kifur tho eunuch, in December, 1316 
A. D.. Khawwil. 716 A. H. Malik Kafur was assas- 
sinated after 35 days and soon after 'I 'mar Khan was 
deposed bv his brother Mubarak Khan who ascended the 
throne in January, 1317 A. D., 716 A. H. 



'TJmar Khayam, (• - J*"- Ho was originally a tent- 
maker and hence his takkallm of Khayam. He is held 
to be one of tho most remarkable of Persian poets, unpre- 
cedented in regard to the freedom of his religious opinion. 
The Voltaire of Persia, his works gave great offence to 
tho priests, but are, nevertheless, highly esteemed by 
general readers, apparently with justice, as tho anima- 
tion and brilliancy of his style are unquestionable. His 
hatred of hypocrisy and tho tricks of false devotees, 
appear* hi* crime in the eyes of the supposed pious ; his 
tolerance of other creeds was looked upon with equal 
suspicion and dislike. He was bom at Naiahapur, and 
devoted much of his time to the study of astronomy, of 
which science he was a distinguished professor; but'it i* 
said that, instead of his studies leading him to tho ac- 
knowledgment of tho Supreme Being, it prompted his 
disbelief. The result of hi* reductions on this important 
subject is given in a poem of his, much celebrated under 
the title of "Kubiyat 'Umar Khayam." He was the 
friend of Hasan Sabbeh, the founder of tho Beet of the 
Assassin*, and, it has been conjectured, assisted him in 
the establishment of his diabolical doctrine and fellow- 
howevcr, he made for the 
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nothing calculated to cut odium on one so inimical to 
their superstition*. Ttn.tr Khayim seems particularly 
to diroct his satire against the mysticism of Mawisi, the 
most exalted poet of hi* time though inferior in this 
extraordinary and incomprehensible style to the Liter 
followers of the same school, Attir and the great Mulla. 
However reprehensible hia mockery would be if really 
directed against religion in general, it scarcely deserves 
the severity it met with when we consider that it was 
the abuses he attacked and the absurdities he ridiculed ; 
and as for the incongruities introduced into his poems, 
and his professed love of pleasure, he is only following or 
rather pointing out as absurd, tho contradictions of the 
mystic poets, which are difficult enough to reconcile to 
the understanding whether allegorical or not The fol-

The 
baptismal ceremony was iwrtbrmed hy tho Archbishop 
of Canterbury in tho private chapel of Buckingham Palace 
on 30th June, 1852, in the presence of Her Majesty, 
the Prince Consort, and numerous other members of the 
royal family : the princes* received the prefix of •• Vic- 
toria" to her Indian name of •• Gaurama," by which she 
had been called after one of the pagan divinities of her 
country. 

The princess is said to have become a good scholar 
under the care of those charged with her education. 
Her )>ersonal appearance was exceedingly interesting and 
intelligent, and the complexion of her skin but little 
darker than that what Europcuns call a deep brunette. 
Her portrait, which Winterhalter painted by command 
of Her Majesty, is at Buckingham Palace.- JA, Art 
Jonrual, Vol. Ill, p. 293.

To this it was 
thought prudent to accede, and being accordingly given up 
to th« BritUh in December following, he was brought 
down to Calcutta and confined at Fort William in a 
bomb-proof, divided bv iron gratings in thnti parts. Tho 
longest, in the centre, was occupied by Waxir All. and 
the other two by Sentrie*, one English and one native. 
After many years captivity, he was transported to a more 
suitable prison in the palace built fur Tipu Suljsn's 
family in the fort of Vtlloro, where the females of his 
family subsequently joined him, and there he died, lord

account is to be tneid of its history. Mahmiid conquered 
Multin from the infidels ; but on the decline of the 
Gharni power, tho inhabitants succeeded in expelling 
the Muhammadans, and establishing a separate govern- 
ment. From the period of its subjugation by Muhammad 
GhAri, it remained tributary to Dehli until the year 1443

On the accession of Bahadur Shah in tho 
year 1707 A. T)., 1119 A. H. the titlo of Aimr-ul-Umr* 
was conferred on him with the government of the Pakhin. 
It was by bis aid and intrigues that Jahandsx Shall, after 
the death of his father Bahadur Shah, overcame all his 
brothers and ascended tho throne of Uehli, whfn he was 
appointed to be chief Vusir ; but after tho defeat of that 
emperor in the battle against Farrukh-siyar, he was token 
np and strangled by order of the latter as a punishment 
for his conduct. Ilia head with that of the late cuiptiror 
Jahandar Shah who had also been put to death in prison, 
weie carried on polos, and their bodies hanging feet up- 
wards across an elephant, were exposed in the new 
emperor'B train, when he made his triumphant entry to 
the palace at Pehli. This event took place in January, 
1713 A. P., Zil-biiJa, 1124 A. H. The aged minister 
Asad Khan Z 's father was compelled to attend tho pro- 
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cession, accompanied by the ttoli - of hi* 
UUrni of their own disgrace. Asad Khan, who in hope* 
of making peace with the new emperor had persuaded 
hiii son to visit him, and hud thus put him in hU power, 
with tears in his ryen, wrote the following chronogram

Zyd, whn had been greatly obliged to Muham- 
mad, was very de*irou* to gratify' him. and offered to 
divorce his wife Muhammad pn-tended to dissuade him 
from it, but Zyd easily perceiving how little he was in 
earnest, actually divorced her. Muhammad thereupon 
took her to wife, and celebrated the nuptial* with ex- 
traordinary magnificence, keeping open house upon tho 
occasion. She died nine venrs after the death of Muham- 
mad in the year 0*1 A. 1)'., 20 A. H.

This prince unproved the country more than any of his 
predecessors. He built bridges, towns and forts, and 
erected at Xaushahra a noble palace, twelve stories high, 
each story of fifty rooms. He also enlarged and beautified 
the city of Srinagor his capital. He died in 1474 A. I>. 
after a reign of 52 lunar you*, and was succeeded by his 
son Uydar Shah who after reigning little mora than a 
year, was killed by a fall from his terrace 1475 A. D., and 
was succeeded by his sou Sultan Hasan. 
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
